Brig.-Gen. Jean Ganeval, French 
military commander in Ber- 
lin, said the towers were de- 
molished - by forces this 
morning. The radio was not on 
the air at the time. 

Ganeval said he was compelled 
to destroy the towers because 
they were “a very great danger” 
to Allied air-lift planes coming in 
by radar to the new Tegel field in 
the French sector. =e 
were near the field. 

The French commander said he 
had notified the Berlin radio sta- 
> tion management Nov. 20.that the 
demolition would take place to- 
day in order to allow the manage- 
ment time to arrange new instal- 
latiors in another sector. He said 
the demolition took place without 
incident, 

German postal authorities said 
the French not only blew up the 
radio towers, but also the control 
installations for the towers. 

Demolishing the towers climax- 
ed a long four-power dispute over 
radio Berlin.

Will Introduce 
New Tax Forms 


OTTAWA, Dec. 16 — (CP)— 
The revenue department today 
introduced Canadians to a new 
and simplified short income tax 
form which it said will be used 
by 3,000,600 of the 3,500,000 indi- 
vidual taxpayers who will file 
1948 tax returns. 

Revenue Minister MoCann said 
the new form is a pocket-size 
folder and will be known as the 
“TI short form.” 

The new form also changes the 
basis of reporting taxes. While up 
to now the size of income has 
governed the form to be used, this 
year the source of income is the 
governing factor. 

Thus, all individuals whose 
earned income is derived solely 
from salaries,.wages or pensions 
and whose investment income 
does not exceed $1,800 a year 
may use the short form, The de- 
partment estimates this includes 
86 per cent of all taxpayers.

Gifford Asks 
Oleo Color 
Be Changed ~ 


Sees Canadian Farmers 
Betrayed By Ruling; 
Wants More Fair Play 


« TORONTO, Dec. 16 —(CP)— 
James Gifford of Ennismore, 
newly-appointed chairman of the 
Ontario Cream Producers’ Asso- 
ciation, charged Wednesday night 
that lifting of the ban on manu- 
facture and sale of margarine in 
Canada is “a betrayal of the 
cream producers of this country.” 

He made the charge in a state- 
ment issued after a special execu- 
tive meeting here of the associa- 
tion, which claims to speak for 
some 80,000 cream - producing 
farmers in Ontario. 

He urged that coloring margar- 
ine yellow be forbidden and that 
excise taxes be placed on the sub- 
stitutes to protect dairy interests. 

“Butter has always been avail- 
able to Canadian consumers at a 
price that hag been ridiculously 
low and consumers have come to 
the conclusion that they are en- 
titled to this low price,” he said. 


Want Fair Play 


“During the war and since, we 
were urged to produce cream for 
butter at a very low controlled 
price and we were promised that, 
in consideration for this, we 
would be protected in the postyr 
period. We responded in good 
faith, but evidently the consum- 
ers’ memory is short or at least 
they seem to have little if any ap- 
preeiatlon or at least they seem to 
have little if any appreciation;for 
the snerifice we made in the In- 
terests of preventing inflation, 

“Industry flourishes in Canada 
under such controls as tariffs. 
And since agriculture. is still the 
basis of our Canadian economy, 
we are only being realistic in 
asking for adequate regulations 
and controls to govern the manu- 
facture and sale of margarine ‘if 
it is to be allowed in this country. 

“That golden yellow color has 
been recognized for a long time 
as symbolic of the délightful fla- 
vor of good butter and we are 
entitled to reserve the right to see 
that no substitutes be allowed to 
copy this color. 

Mr, Gifford said since margar- 
ine “is recognized only as a sub- 
stitute, we feel strongly that the 
Australian practice should be fol- 
lowed. Under a dairy products 
board, only enough is allowed at 
any time to meet situations of 
short supply in butter.

Hiss’ words, “I plead not guilty 
to both counts,” could be heard 
throughout the large courtroom at 
his arraignment. 

In the grand jury indictment 
handed down in New York, Hiss 
was -accused of having sworn 
falsely that he did not give secret 
State Department papers to Whit- 
taker Chambers a decade ago and 

at he did not talk to the con- 
fessed former Communist Courier 
during February and March of 
1938. 

But even as the committee 
switched its main efforts away 
from the Hiss-Chambers case, it 
turned loose 26 more documents it 
said were among those Chambers 
claimec he got from Hiss.

Explanation 


The state department said in 
explaining its action: 

“After careful consideration by 
the administration and the state 
department, it is felt that due to 
the urgent need for both power 
and additional transportation fa- 
cilities in the area in question, 
approval of the 1941 agreement 
between the United States and 
Canada for construction, of the St. 
Lawrence seaway and power pro- 
ject is desirable.” 

The 1941 agreement provides 
that each country authorize, by 
legislation, construction of their 
individual parts of the huge de- 
velopment. Congress repeatedly 
has refused this authorization, the 
last time. being early this year. 

Senator Alexander Wiley (Rep. 
Wis.), an advocate of the dual 


purpose project but opposed to 
the New York proposal, recently 
made public new estimates by 
„army engineers on the cost of 
the project. 

The latest estimate, Wiley said, 
is $966,678,000. This would per- 
mit construction of a 27-foot “sea- 
way” channel from the head of 
the Great Lakes to the Atlantic. 
The latest estimate is roughly 
$300,000,000 greater than that 
previously made by army engin- 
eers.

Though it was. chiefly 
an organization session, the schism be- 


tween eastern and western countries 


was woefully apparent. U.N. was active 
last year, but the veto and state of the 
world frustrated its actions. It concern- 
ed itself about Greece but civil war con- 
tinued there, It had a Korean Commis- 
sion, but-Korea continued to suffer from 
divided rule and occupation. While 
peace terms were planned for Germany, 
Germany split as wiicly as the U.S, and 
the U.S.S.R. The partition of Palestine 
was approved, but in the next twelve 
months partition became a battle issue, 
not a . decision.’ 

What was accomplished this year at 
U.N.’s third Assembly? Axesolution was 
adopted on ‘international control of 
atomic energy, but the Russian group 
of countries neither approved nor will 
‘co-operate. However, the U.N. Commis- 
sion on Atomic Energy has been re- 
vived. It made provisions with regard 
to Korea, but the Soviet Ukraine has 
boycotted the Korean Commission, dng 
Canadá, also a former member, aske 
be relieved from on it. A De- 
claration of Human Rights was adopted, 
but Canada abstained from voting on 
it, the Federal Government having, as 
our representative said, no intention of 
encroaching on the separate provinces’ 
civil jurisdiction. Genocide (exterfiin- 
ation of races by mass slaughter) was 
outlawed. 

The record of achievement is not im- 
posing, nevertheless there are kernels 
from which kood and great things may 
grow. The failure of U.N. must not be 
judged too harshly, for if we do, we are 
condemning ourselves, the people of the 
58 nations who make up U.N. The pro- 
blems of U.N. are as complex and varied 
as the problems of humanity. U.N. is 
but three years old, and too much must 
riot be expected too soon. We can rightly 

grieved that U.N. is as puny as it now 
is, but we must not despair of it, for it 
is our greatest hope of achieving peace 
in this century.

(McClelland and Stewart. The author is 
an American medical doctor who spent four 
months before, during and after the Bikini 
atomic bomb tests observing the effect of un- 
seen radiation on living tissue dnd human 
beings. It is in diary form—his log of events 
-attendant upon the above-water explosion on 
July ist, 1946 and the under-water explosion 
on July 25th. He writes plainly and in lay- 
Man’s language. * 
Dr. Bradley has this to say of “Operation 
Crossroads” at Bikini; “The greatest. failure 
of all in these tests has been in apprehend- 
ing their sociological implications. . . It is not 
the security of @ political system but the sur- 
vival of the race which is at stake in the in- 
discriminate use of atomic energy for politi- 
cal coercion”, He says that there is (1) no 
real defense against atomic weapons (2) no 
satisfactory countermeasures and methods of 
decontamination (3) no satisfactory medical 
or sanitary safeguards for the people of 
atomized areas (4) the devastating influence 
of the Bomb may affect the land und its 
wealth—therefore its people—for centuries 
through the persistence of radioactivity, His 
book does show “the shadow of the colossus 
which looms behind tomorrow”.

(Dent). The characters of this story are 
direct descendants of those in “Maria Chap- 
delaine”. It is a simple story of! habitant life 
in the Gatineau hills, and has/a certain idyl- 
lic charm.

On Margarine 


By the Canadian Press 

Canada’s provinces are ponder- 
ing whether to take steps affect- 
ing the manufacture and sale of 
oleomargarine within their own 
borders. 

It is now legal to make and sell 
margarine in Canada and, unless 
individual provinces move to bar 
the butter substitute, it is expect- 
ed to go on sale early next month. 

So far, no province has com- 
mitted iself on its intentions in 
regard to margarine: 

Constitutional authorities in 
Ottawa say that the provinces 
haye the right to adopt legislation 
prohibiting manufacture and sale 
of margarine within their own 
boundaries. 

They cannot forbid importation 
from another province—the Brit- 
ish North America Act stipulates 
that there mußt be free trade be- 
tween the ppovinces—but a ban 
on the sale of margarine within 
a province would have the same 
effect 


Quebec officials decline com- 


ment until they had read the text 
of the Supreme Court of Canada 
judgment permitting manufacture 
and sale of mafgarine. 

I. C. Nollet, Saskatchewan agri- 
culture minister, said he would 
issue a statement leter. 

In Alberta, the attorney-gen- 
eral’s department will consider 
the matter before the govern- 
ment's stand is announced. 

The British Columbia attorney-

Discovers Customs Differ

With thousands of English peo- 
ple coming to settle in Canada 
and many of them in Peterbor- 
ough, Canadians are asking what 
„features of Canadian life impress 
them as being different from life 
in Britain. Every newcomer has 
some fresh contrib ition o make 
to the general picture of the dif- 
ferences in scene and custom, and 
it is a peculiar trait of the human 
race that no two people will agree 
on such matters which, but for 
the human factor, would be con- 
sidered absolute matters of fact. 

As a newcomer who has learnt 
in less than a month that accept- 
ance into Canadian life is an even 
greater privilege than I had un- 
derstood when first fired with an 
enthusiasm for Canada, I offer 
my impressions for acceptance as 
one individual’s interpretation. 
There is no such thing as a tpical 
Englishman any more than there 
is a typical Canadian. Conflicting 
statements about present condi- 
tions in Briain are inevitable as 
it is impossible for 48 million 
people to see things through the 

me eyes, 7

ture of a Canadian community,

n Britain’s capital city, where 


there is no shortage of organized 
entertainment, and where res- 
taurants can be counted by the 
hundred, people do not stay out 
so late or do often as they do here.

though they may be early morn- 
ing risers.

One effect of the war is a des- 
perate shortage of house furnish- 
ings. The comparatively small 
quantities of attractive drapings 
and linen are far too expensive 
for most people. The quality of 
most of the linen and cur‘ain ma- 
terials displayed .in Canadian 
stores is poorer than we have in 
England, but most Englishwomen, 
and especially the newlyweds set- 
ting up home for the first time, 
would prefer the opportunities of 
a Canadien store to the well-nigh 
prohibitive prices of high quality 
material in their home stores.

Let it not be thought, however, 
that Canadians have all the ad- 
vantages. Few know the comfort 
of a winter evening or Sunday 
afternoon with the family gather- 
ed round a glowing open hearth.

English such fiends for inflicting 
the radio on every occupant of 
the house for nearly 24 hours a 
day, as is the practice in a large 
number of Canadian homes. The 
habit of using the radio as a back- 
ground to conversation and even 
for reading, is probably the only 
annoying feature of Canadian life 
I have discovered. s 


Eating is an occupation to which 
a good deal of time is devoted 
every day, and there is, therefore, 
ample room for comparison be- 
tween the Canadian and English 
table, Probably no Canadian who 
has visited Britain would deny 
that the Englishwoman is a good 
deal moré resourceful than the 
Canadian. In Canada the plenti- 
ful supplies of a wide variety of 
foods are not used to the best ad- 
vantage. In the English kitchen 
there is more mixing and baking 
and boiling and less opening of 
tins. We look askance at the pie 
crust which was not prepared in 
the home and devote much more 
time to the preparation of meals. 

It is the complaint of the Eng- 
lish at the present time that while 
food rationing allows modest but 
sufficient quantities, it restricts 
the variety of meals almost to a 
minimum. Canadian stores offer 
a far wider choice and yet the 
variety of menus served bears no

of shopping here. I suggest that 
with equal opportunities, the Eng- 
lishwoman would keep the better 
table.

Firemen Base Pay Demands On Increased Living osts 


The request of the employees 
of the fire department for an in- 
crease in wages for 1949 was bas- 
ed largely on the cst of living 
index of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, its deputation explain- 
ed to the executive committe of 
the Council Wednesday morning. 

Since Oct, 1 last year the in- 
dex had advanced 17.4 ints, 
from 142.2 to 159.6, but h 
changed during November, Capt. 
Garnet Brown of the deputation 
from the department staff said. 
He was accompanied by Orville 
Rome, H. Nokes and C. W. Ben- 
nett. 

The increase of 17 points was 
equivalent to $25.16 or $301.92 a 
year, according to the bureau

Less Than Industry 


As to Mayor Ovens’ suggestion 
that comparison should also be 
made with the local wage aver- 
age, Mr. Brown said “we are de- 
finitely below industry.” 

Mayor Ovens said the average 
in Peterborough was placed at 
$41.50 to $42. He incidentally 
mentioned that three industries 
had passed over Peterborough 
this year “because they found the 
average higher than any other 
place in Ontario, and wouldn't 
come here.”

ground for muskies. 

Veteran fisherman and trapper 
Joseph Vinette of Lisburn St., 
who probably knows the secrets 
of that stretch of the Otonabee 
better than anyone else, claims 
that he had tangled with the mon- 
ster 20 years ago. Then it lived 
in the deep water just north of 
the Nassau dam and he estimates 
that its rough measurements 
would put it in the 65 to 70-pound 
class and that it is 50 years old, 
if it isa day. He also agrees with 
the suggestion that the recent fall 
run-off of water over the dams 
carried the old codger over both 
Nassau and Filtration spillways 
and the rough passage was too 
much for the.old gent. 

At any rate, the monarch of 
Kawartha muskies is dead. Per- 
haps old fish like to end it ali 
that way and that it is a more

Accused Says Brother Upset 2 Officers 


A charge of obstructing police, 
laid against Michael McGuire of 
514 Boliver St., was dismissed by 
Magistrate W. R. Philip, KC, in 
police court today. Police evi- 
dence given Wednesday was that 
McGuire had hampered PCs An- 
dre Dalton and Stewart Fife when 
they were arresting McGuire's 
brother, who had been creating a 
disturbance in a George St. 
restaurant. ¢ 

PC Dalton told the court that 
the accused had continually told 
the police to “lay off” his bro- 
ther. McGuire's brother, said PC 
Dalton, had engaged in a scuffle 
with the officers during which 
Dalton had been kicked several 
times, doubling up with the ‘pain. 
In return, the witness said, he had 
struck McGuire’s brother several 
times with the flat of his hand. 
He denied a suggestion by the 
accused that he had been prepar- 
ing» to strike the pr. ner with 
a flashlight when McGuire had 
stepped into the picture. 

„In his own evidence, McGuire 
said he had answered a call from 


his brother to drive him home 
from the restaurant (the accused 


is a taxi driver, he explained). 
Describing the fight his brother 
had with the police, he said that 
at one point, when the scuffle 
broke out from the kitchen to the 
street, his brother had both of- 
ficers down -on the ground— 
“holding one with each hand.” 
Six-footers Dalton and Fife made 
no mention of this in their evi- 
dence. 

Magistrate Philip said that he 
accepted PC Dalton's version of 
the affair. He pointed out that 
it was obvious that the accused 
“had not laid a finger on the of- 
ficers,” of had interfered physi- 
cally.

precedent which, he ruled, held 
that actions such as the accused’s 
in merely urging release of the 
prisoner and arguing the point, 
did not constitute the offence

Ont. Labor Relations Bd. 
Rejects UE Application 


Application of the UE-CIO requesting certification as the 
bargaining agent at the Outboard Marine and Manufacturing 
Co. has been turned down by the Ontario Labor Relations 


Board. On Sept. 29 the UE 
applied to the board for cer- 
tification, claiming that the 
Independent Outboard Marine 
Workers’ Union no longer repre- 
sented a majority of the work- 
ers in the plant. 

The decision handed down by 
the board says: “The board having 
satisiied itself that the petitioner 
does not represent a majority of 
the employees of the respondent 
company in a unit appropriate for 
collective bargaining, the petition 
is dismissed.” 

Commenting on the bid of the 
UE for the allegiance of Outboard 
workers, Clarence B. Neal, sec’y- 
treasurer Outboard Marine, said 
today: We have never felt they 
had a majority and we feel it was 
just an attempt to make it as awk 
ward as possible for the present 
independent union.” 

He claimed further that it was 
an attempt “to disturb the good 
relationship between the company 
and the independent union.” 

Mr, Neal then praised the work 
of the Independent Outboard Ma- 
rine’ Workers’ Union. “The I.O. 
M. W. U. has represented the em- 
ployees of Outboard Marine since 
an election by secret ballot under 
government supervision in 1943,“ 
he said. 

„We feel it has done as good a 
job for the employees of this 
company as any union could have 
done,” Mr. Neal continued. “As 
a consequence the employees of 
Outboard Marine have many 
benefits not enjoyed by employ- 
ees of other industries.” 

C. R. Sullivan, UE district 
representative, said the UE “will 
now take action under the new 
Labor Relations Act for Ontario 
in respect to the Outboard Marine 
case.” 

He quoted Section 4, subsection 
1 of the new regulations, which 
became effective a week ago to- 
day “that no employer or em-

“Employment conditions in city 
and distriet are better his year 
than last,“ said W. Mellis, man- 
ager of the National Employment 
Service. His records show that 313 
males are receiving unemploy- 
ment insurance, the largest groups 
of these are miscellaneous fac- 
tory and unskilled workers, There 
are a few electricians and carpen- 
ters included ‘in this figure who 
have been laid off due to recession 
in the building trades. This total 
is the largest portion of the 447 
males unemployed as of the week 
of Dec. 6. 

Female unemployed total 265 
and of these 165 are receiving 
insurance. The largest breakdown 
portion is composed of miscellan- 
eous factory workers and for the 
main part, married women. 

A survey by the NES shows all 
city factories working normal 
shifts with the Otuboard Marine 
Company continuing with a night 
shift program. The lay-off of a 
number of employees by the 
Quaker Oats Company last week 
is a seasonal trend according to 
officials and no greater number 
were laid off this month than 
during the same period a year 
ago. 

The round-up shows a total of 
478 men and women receiving in- 
surance, but- these people are 
from a large district, including all 
of Peterborough and Haliburton 
counties and portions of Durham, 
Victoria and Northumberland 
counties.

It looks like the “false fall” 


which has wrapped.all Ontario 


in mild weather for weeks is at an end. Winter's first real 


attack of the season hit today, 
the main ingredient. 


with a freezing drizzle forming 


Driving conditions are “bad all over 


the Peterborough area,” according to Provincial Police radio 


reports from their cars, and a 
warning to all drivers has 
been given. The wave of ice- 
forming sleet and rain and 
lowered temperature has hit 
the whole sector. a 

Only No. 2 Highway in this 
area is fairly normal as far as 
driving conditions are concerned, 
the police said. That route is 
sanded and wet, with the rain and 
sleet not forming ice readily. 

Despite the chilling air and the 
wailful moan of cutting winds to- 
day, weather forecasts indicate a 
clearing tonight, with coldef and 
drier air being blown in from the 
west. Friday, the forecasters tell 
us cheerfully, will be “sunny.” 

The cold spell struck early this 
morning in a wave from High- 
way No. 2, east of Port Hope, 
spreading gradudHy north through 
the whole county. 

The western part of No. 2—a 
main artery in the province—is 
reported as also dangerous with 
ice, The hazardous coating had 
spread by Wednesday night to 
Windsor. Sanding crews from 
Lindsay and Peterborough were 
barely able to keep ahead of the 
icing for a period. The heavy 
blizzard-like storm eased east and 
north of Port Hope during the 
night. i 

The Provincial Department of 
Highways has issued a warning 
against all unnecessary driving 
until conditions vase and the sit- 
uation has been brought fully un- 

r control. Minor accidents have 
been piling up in various sectors. 
In Peterborough district, only one 
(a minor one in the Apsley area) 
has been reported. 

The.Peterborough Bus Lines, 
operating like all drivers with 
some difficulty, was slowed down 
considerably throughout the day 
and has had to miss some sched- 
uled trips. Transport drivers are 
guiding their heavy vehicles along 
the roads cautiously. 

Overall synopsis of the storm 
shows similar conditions exist 
from the centre of the continent 
to the New York coast. The slow- 
moving storm will bring a variety 
of winter’s characteristics to va- 
rious sections—snow, rain, sleet.

ANSWER: I will discuss the 
bride’s cake first. There are 2% 
cups liquid in it, and this would 
indicate the use of at least 5 cups 
flour. But I do not have time this 
week to try this cake for you, so 
since I know exactly what to do 
with the rich fruit cake I think 
you had better make it for safe- 
ty’s sake. 

The Rich Fruit Cake could 
stand the addition of molasses 
and brandy (% cup of each) if 
vou inerease the flour (cake 
flour) from about“ 3 cups to 4 
cups, and increase the baking 
powder from 1 teaspoon to 2 
teaspoons, You could make the 
rich fruit cake anytime, and as 
long as it is wrapped in double 
thicknesses of wax paper, then 
in heavy Turkish towel, then put 
in covered crock or kettle, and 
kept quite cool, it will keep in- 
definitely. 

I hope I have answered your 
questions satisfactorily if not and 
you would like me to make the 
bride’s cake, write again and I 
will try it after CHRISTMAS.

Scotch Shortbread 

One cup butter, ½ cup fresh 
confectioners’ sugar, 2 cups. sift- 
ed all-purpose flour, % teaspoon 
baking powder, 1⁄4 83 salt. 
Cream the butter very well with 
a wooden spoon or work it with 


the hands until creamy, then add 


the sugar while continuing to 
cream until light. Sift in the dry 
ingredients which have been mix- 
ed together. (Do not be tempted 
to add more’ flour or you will 
toughen the shortbread and pre- 
vent it from becoming crisp.) Pat 
out to about % inch thickness, 
shaping the dough with the palms 
at sides of dough to keep it 
straight. Cut out in small desired 
shapes and arrange on unbutter- 
ed cookie sheets. Bake at 350 
deg. Fahr. until just tinged with 
deep yellow.

Come next spring, with bright- 
colored suits, skirts, slacks and 
blouses;the theory will work out 
in Practice, as it always has. 

Sam Farber, Montreal designer 
and manufacturer, says there will, 
of course, be the high-priced ul- 
tra-~something-orother for those 
who can afford it. But the trade 
concentrates its skill and ingenu- 
ity on what will be bought for 
casual, general, office, travelling 
and sports wear.

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With The Canadian Legion 


By The SECRETARY 


The Christmas season and its 


spirit of goodwill brings a new 
high of activity to the Canadian 
Legion. Plans are now under 
way for our annual distribution 
of baskets of goodies for the 
needy. We are besieged- with re- 
guests to rent the audtiorium for 
children’s and other Christmas 
parties. 

Last Monday we visited On- 
tario Provincial Command in To- 
ronto with the President, W. Har- 
old Yelland, and while there dis- 
cussed questions pertaining to the 
dedication of colours, rituals and 
the membership system. Of par- 
ticular interést was the new set- 
up of the Welfare Department of 
the DVA and of the important 
role which the Benevolent Funds, 
(Navy, Army and RCAF) will 
play in assisting veterans of 
World War II. Under the new 
DVA set-up it is not the inten- 
tion to provide any temporary 
help, except in the case of an 
emergency, but to put the veter- 
ans back on their feet financially 
and well on the way to complete 
independence. Naturally the vet- 
erans attitude towards attaining 
this independence is of the utmost 
importance since it is the opinion 
of officials that mere money, 
whilst it is a big help, cannot 
be considered as the major factor 
in assisting the veteran to stay 
out of debt. It is planned that the 
Canadian Legion will be the one 
(and only) veterans organization 
to be represented on the Army 
Benevolent Fund when it retires 
from its interim position. This 
will take place on the Provincial 
set-up where our representative 
will be on the governing body 
whose task it will be to pass 
decisions on requests for help; 
all decisions must come from this 
body and will therefore be placed 
in a privileged position to fur- 


ther the “aims and objects” of 
our Constitution which. include 
lending a helping hand to veter- 
ans, and furthering and protect- 
ing their interests. 

Mr. Marshall, head of the new 
Welfare Department of the DVA 
in Kingston, visited our office 
explaining the set-up which he 
has tentatively made for Peter- 
borough. He states that an in- 
vestigator will be in the city for 
at least two weeks of every 
month working in conjunction 
with the local DVA office, the 
Canadian Legion and the muni- 
cipal welfare organization. This 
Welfare Department is very large 
in scope and the Canadian Legion 
feels that it is one of the biggest 
things which the DVA will be 
doing for the veterans of World 
War II. But the Veterans of World 
War I need not feel that they 
are being neglected for they too 
will come under the Welfare 
Department except that d 
Funds will be used in their 

Last ‘Tuesday night the in- 
vestigator assigned to Peterbor- 
ough was in town on his second 
visit and came to the Legion 
where he met our Executive and 
discussed several cases which 
were brought to his attention. In- 
cidentally, this chap’s name is 
Frank Hurley and he can be 
reached by mail at the DVA in 
Kingston or at the DVA or the 
Legion here in Peterborough. 
Since we hold our welfare meet- 
ings on every Tuesday evening 
we have arranged with Mr, Hur- 
ley to sit in on the committee, 
in an advisory capacity, when- 
ever he is in town. Experiences 
which our Welfare Committee 
has gained over a period of years 
and which have been brought 
home rather forcibly in recent 
times leads us to predict that Mr.

Chiang Army 
Abandons 
Pengpu Base 


NANKING, Dec. 17.—(AP). — 
Supreme headquarters of Chiang 
Kai-Shek’s East China Command 
threatened Pengpu to Chuhsine, 
today began withdrawing fron. 
only 30 miles north of this un- 
easy capital. 

Pengpu, 105 miles northwest of 
Nanking, was the anchor for the 
government's new Hwia river de- 
fence line. It became Nationalist 
headquarters after the abandon- 
ment of the stronghold of Suchow, 
100 miles farther north, 

The withdrawal coincided with 
reliable reports that the govern- 
ment's battered 12th army group, 
trapped by the Chinese Commun- 
ists northwest of Pengpu for 18 
days, has been wiped out.

Exchange Planes 


The navy's announcement said

Bush Of Many Legends 

Ascribed to this bush in legends, 
traditions, ancient histories and 
literature are the qualities of be- 
ing able to heal, to protect against 
sickness and to perform magie 
deeds. Z 

Among the Celis mistletoe 
growing on an oak had magic 
virtues which none other pos- 
sessed. Some considered this type 
so fine that they cut it with a 
gold knife. Tradition has it that 
at one time mistletoe was a forest 
tree. The wood was believed to 
have been used of the ‘holy cross 
and was punished by being made 
to exist as a parasite. 
Many Kinds Found

with branches. It has yellowish- 
green leaves about two inches 
long.

In England mistletoe is abun- 
dant on the appletree. Other 
favorite habitats are oaks, pop- 
lars, willows, limes, mountain- 
ash and maples. Although slow 
in growth, it is a persistent bush 
and death is usually determined 
by the death of the tree on which 
it is growing. 


Parasite Of Apple Tree 


Mistletoe used in England at 
Christmas is from the apple or- 
chards of Normandy. and some 
from the orchards of Hereford- 
shire. 

American mistletoe is similar to 
the European. It occurs chiefly 
on deciduous trees, especially the 
red maple. It is found from New 
Jersey to Missouri, Florida, Texas 
and New Mexico. The western 
type is usually parasitic on pop- 
lars and willows of Texas and 
Central California. Common mis- 
tletoe of the Pacific coast occurs 
chiefly on oaks. The region of 
growth is from Oregon to south- 
ern California and Arizona..

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Why Shouldn't Margarine Be 
í Yellow? 


We doubt if Mr. James Gifford, 
reeve of Ennismore and chairman of the 
Ontario Cream Producers’ Association, 
will get very far with his protest against 
the use of yellow colouring in the manu- 
facture of margarine, “That golden 
yellow colour has been recognized for a 
long time as symbolic of the delightiul 
flavour of good butter and we are en- 
titled to reserve the right to see that 
no substitutes be allowed to copy this 
colour”, says Mr, Gifford, according to 
Canadian Press, With all due respect to 
Mr. Gifford, his Association is not en- 
titled to anything of the kind; as every- 
one knows, the colour of butter is arti- 
ficially produced during the greater part 
of the year; do the dairymen hope to 
establish some proprietary right in 
yellow vegetable die? If butter makers 
can put yellow colouring into their pro- 
duct, why should not makers of mar- 
garine do the same? The use of such 
colouring is not contrary to the pure 
food laws, and we think that those laws 
alone should be binding upon the manu- 
facture of margarine. So long às mar- 
garine is clearly marked for what it is, 
let the makers colour it yellow, or blue, 
or black, or whatever they please. 

* * D 

The dairymen should bear in mind 
that they have profited for many years 
from a ban which has now been shown 


up as illegal. The fight is over, and they 


can only lose public goodwill by making 
a last-diteh fight on a matter of colour. 
* . * 

And what have they to fear? They 
cannot produce enough butter to fill 
Canada’s needs, and they get a very 
high price for what they make. We ven- 
ture to say that they will always be able 
to sell all the butter they make. New 
Zealand, a very great dairying country, 
does not suffer because margarine is 
made and sold there. Most people will 
buy butter when they can afford it, and 
when they cannot they have a right to 
buy the best substitute they can get at 
the price they can pay. 

* * * 

For years the dairymen have repre- 
sented margarine as a ‘hore of Baby- 
lon—an unspeakable iniquity against 
` which they sought to protect the way- 
ward public. But the jig is up. Mar- 
garine is now legal, and when they try 
to put foolish restrictions on the colour- 
ing of the new product, the dairymen 
merely show themselves to be bad losers. 


The regulations respecting the sale of 
margarine and its manufacture lie in 
the discretion of the provincial govern- 

ments. We expect that the Conservative 
government of Ontario will give little 
heed to the importunifies of the dairy 


industry, for the Conservative platform 


was strongly favourable to margarine. It 
would be strange indeed to hamper pro- 
vincially what was so enthusiastically

“Over Which I Have The Honour 
To Preside” 


We chanced to hear the Honourable 
William A. Goodfellow, Ontario Minister 
of Public Welfare, speaking over the 
radio the other evening. He talked 
about old age pensions, and undoubt- 
edly said many wise and informative 
things. We do remember his saying that 
an old couple, both entitled to receive 
pensions, would receive $720, and if they 
had the maximum outside income 97 
$360, would have a total annually of 
$1,080. 


Unfortunately we became lost in his 


verbiage, or rather, were so perplexed 
and disturbed by his way of speaking 
that we could not follow his pronounce- 
ments. It is not necessary for a pro- 
vincial Cabinet Minister to begin an 
address by saying: “The Department 
over which I have the honour to pre- 
side”. He is an “honourable” already 
by reason of his job, so he could pro- 
perly have left honour out of his ad- 
dress, “Preside” is a heavy, formal word. 
It would have been sufficient, and easier, 


if Mr. Goodfellow had merely said: “My 


department is Public Welfare”. 


Public officials and politicians should 
study the knack of forming sentences 
which will flow into hearers’ ears easily, 
pleasantly, and effectively. They need 
no special course in how to win friends 
and influence people, nor any speech- 
trainer. What is required is an atten- 
tive ear, a disposition to speak natur- 
ally, and an honest effort to use the 
King’s English simply and decently, 
Then our ears would not be ravaged by 
“to keep abreast of” instead of “to keep 
up with”, “it is my wish” instead of “I 
wish”, and “it is essential that the state” 
instead of “the state should”. Further, it 
is annoying and slightly obscene for a 
Canadian to say “hundurd” instead of 
“hundred”; “institootions” rather than 
“institutions” and “noo” for “new”. 

The. English language in Canada 
should not be thus profaned over the 
radio and by public officials. We Can- 
adians, even we who live in the undulat- 
ing regions of Ontario, are not a species 
of hill-billy, who must be appealed to 
in ugly distortions of English. The lan- 
guage in good Canadian usage is an his- 
toric, beautiful and pungent instrument, 


the product of fifteen hundred years, 


the repository of half a dozen tongues, 
the key to commerce, romance and high 
art. Let us not desecrate this heritage 
which is a pearl of great price, the voice 
of the ages and the envy of lesser breeds 
without the language. 


A Wronged Man 


A new play about Henry VII, by 
Maxwell Anderson, has just been pre- 
sented in New York, and we observe that 
a New York critic refers to the hero as 
“old England’s pot-walloping, deer- 
slaying, gluttonous, much - married 
monarch”. As a description of one of 
the most remarkable kings in history 
this impresses us as downright idiotic. 
Because King Henry was a man of large 
stature—incidentally a great athlete in 
his youth—and because he was particu- 
larly unfortunate in his relations with 
women, a notion has grown up that he 
was a bit of a scoundrel, a bit of a fool, 
and a man of gross and swinish per- 
sonal habits. 

As a matter of fact there is not a scrap 
of evidence to show that Henry ate or 
drank any more than any other man of 
his time, or that he had bad manners. 
But there is plenty of evidence to show 
that he could be charming when he 
chose, and that his conduct in public 
was all that could be expected of a great 
prince. As for his intellect, a study of 
his foreign and domestic policy disposes 
quickly of any idea that he was a fool, 
and there is plenty of evidence to show 
that he was a writer of considerable 
gifts. > 

Henry was also a musician of talent, 
and wrote some excellent songs. As 
Christmas time approaches we publish 
here the words of a Christmas carol 
written by Henry, which we feel may 
be of interest to our readers: 


Green grow’th the holly, 
So doth the ivy; 
Though winter’s blasts blow ne’er so 
high, 
Green grow’th the holly. 


Gay are the flowers, 
Hedgerows and ploughlands; 
The days grow longer in the sun 
Soft fall the showers. 


Full gold the harvest 
Grain for thy. labour 

With God must work for daily bread 
Else, man, thou starvest. 


Last fall the shed leaves, 
Russet and yellow; 

But resting-buds are snug and safe 
Where swung the dead leaves.

Sir: Since the election I have had very 
many of those who supported me on what I 
may call my constructive platform insist that 
I do not let the fourteen hundred citizens 
down but continue in my endeavour to, as 
they put it, get more people interested in 
City Government, Many have told me the 
people could not have understood what I was 
advocating or more would have supported

I had almost decided that the people are 
satisfied with things as they are, forgetting 
that we now have a generation that aid not 
live under the Ward System of City Govern- 
ment, 

If, after the reader has finished reading 
and thinks the change feasible, if he will 
draw some one else's attention to this letter, 
he will be doing the cause a favour.

This procedure would be adapted at all the 
other Ward organization meetings. 

The two elected from each ward would 
form what we may call the Citizens’ or Peo- 
ples’ Council whe will attend the City Coun- 
cil meetings as a delegation, This Citizens’ 
Council would not have any official standing 
as to putting into effect any legislation. They 
would carry to our City Couneil recommend- 
ations or grievances from the citizens. 

As yet I have not explained the Ward Sys- 
tem under ‘which perhaps all other munici- 
palities calling themselves a city, operate. 

At present we either in many cases refuse 
to go to the polls or have to vote for some 
one we do not think will-be a good alderman, 
or vote for a stranger. It is something like 
the game the children play, tick, tack, toe.

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Salvage Fire-Swept Stands 
Recover $11,000,000 
Worth of Scorched Timber 


TORONTO, Dec. 17—The On- 
tario Department of Lands and 
Forests is wrapping up a gift val- 
ued at $11,000,000 for the people 
of the province—but it will not 
be completed in time for Christ- 
mas delivery. 

The gift is 250,000; feet of 
timber, scorched, but otherwise 
not badly damaged by forest fires 
which roared through the Missis- 
sagi timber limits near Blind Riv- 
er last summer. 

It is recalled that Hon. Harold 
R. Scott, departmental minister, 
abandoned his election campaign 
in June to fly over the forest fires 
sweeping over thousands of acres 
of virgin.pine. 

The genial minister stopped 
counting possible votes in his 
Peterborough riding, and from 
his aerial observation post, a 
plane piloted by his deputy, 
Frank MacDougall, started to 
“tote up” the number of trees 
that could be salvaged after the 
fires were extinguished. 

The department was fortunate 
in that the flres were driven 
ahead by high winds. This fac- 
tor -germinated the idea of sal- 
vage, as hundreds of thousands 
of trees merely suffered charred 
bark and the loss of foliage-bear- 
ing limbs. 

Started Early

Theft Puzzles 
Police; 
Not A Break-in 


More than $300 cash was mys- 
teriously stolen from the office 
of the Weston Bread and Cake 
Company at 62 Hunter St., East, 
during the night. The loss was 
discovered this morning when the 
plundered cash box, which had 
been locked in the big office safe 
Thursday night, was found in the 
cab of one of the company's 
trucks parked in the garage. An 
immediate check after this find 
revealed that the safe, still lock- 
ed, bad been opened, the cash box | 
removed. 

John W. Simmons, manager, 
said that the cash box had been 
in the safe at the conclusion of 
the business day Thursday and 
that the heavy iron safe had been 
locked.

Keeping Pi

Four instances of keeping pigs 
within the city were investigated 
by Sanitary Inspector Ronald 
MacPherson last month. 

“Those responsible were order- 
ed to dispose of the pigs. Four 
instances of nuisances caused by 
keeping fowl within 50 feet from 
a dwelling were investigated. I 
am still of the opinion that fowl 
should not be kept within city 
limits, and would like to suggest 
again that our bylaw be amended 
to make the legal limit 100 feet 
from residences. 

The keeping of horses, cows, 
hens and donkeys in an unsani- 
tary condition was also checked 
and the owner advised to discon- 
tinue. The owner of one store 
was advised to instal sanitary 
toilet facilities for the occupants.” 

As to control of vermin, Mr. 
MacPherson commented: Some 
thirteen complaints re infesta- 
tions were investigated. Seven of 
them were about rats, three about 
bed bugs and three about cock- 
roaches. 

This brings the total so far 
this year to 141 of such com- 
plaints. Eighty-five of these com- 
plaints were about rats and 56 
were insect pests, Every effort 
was made at eradication. I feel 
that the whole problem of in- 
sect and vermin nuisance is com- 
ing under control, and great pro- 
gress has been made in the last 
few years.” .

Conservation 
Work Planned 


In Saskatchewan | 


BY ARCH MACKENZIE 

_ REGINA, Dec. 17 —(CP)—A 
whopping, ‘piece of conservation, 
reclamation and development, will 
be in store for Saskatchewan's 
far-flung farm lands if present 
Agriculture Department plans go 
through. 

Pending approval by the C. C. F. 
Government, a program designed 
to improve the proyince’s main 
natural resource has been dis- 
closed by department officials. 
It may cost 81,000 000 annually. 

The project would bolster the 
dominion-sponsored prairie farm 
‘Rehabilitation Act which in the 
last 10 years has spent well over 
"$20,000,000 on the prairies in. re- 
grassing land, constructing com- 
‘munity pastures and establishing 
dams for farmers. 

Experiment work in combining 
Irrigation, pasture construction 

and soil control has been carried 
on aswell. 
Conservation Work 

The proposed Saskatchewan 
plan takes in other aspects per- 
tinent to farming, including

| as Liberal leader at the party con- 
vention here in August, followed 
him into the prime ministership. 

The Progressive Conservatives, 
too, held a national convention 
and found’a new leader in George 
Drew, the former Ontario prem- 
ier. He took the job surrender- 
ed by John Bracken because of 
his age—he was 65—and ill- 
health. Mr. Bracken has led the 
party since 1945.

The pre-Christmas pace of Mrs. 


Peterborough allows little time 
for fussing and pondering on her 
duties as keeper of the family’s 
digestion. But, the Christmas din- 
ner she serves must be a blue 
ribbon winner and hold up a 
long-established tradition. 

“The last shall be first” the 
saying goes, and so the fruit cake 
and steam pudding are first to be 
considered for the Christmas- 
menu, Their flavor is greatly 
improved if they are stored for a 
time before using. The period of 
time varies with the housewife 
and her recipe. Some cakes are 


they are baked, all are improved 
by at least a month’s storage and 
there are cooks who make the fol- 
lowing years’ Christmas cake 
while festive celebrations are still 
going on. 

A generous quantity of fruit 
and nuts makes for a good Christ- 
mas cake. It is much improved 
in flavor if they can be soaked 
overnight ‘in brandy. A batter 
rich with butter and eggs is 
blended thorughly, then mixed 
with the saturated fruit. The 


cake should be baked in a slow 
oven with just enough water to 
create a small amount of steam 
during the entire baking process. 
Steaming gives fruit in the fin- 
ished product tenderness, good 
flavor and a high shine. Steaming 
also insures a moist cake that 
will cut easily into paper-thin 
slices. 

In making either pudding or 
fruit cake a good plan is to get 
all the fruit ready for one day 
and do the actual mixing and 
baking the next day. This seems 
a superior plan for the life of the 
average women to that of trying 
to push the whole operation 
through in the same day. 

Unless in a household where 
the heavy traditional old-fashion- 
ed plum pudding is a must, low- 
cost Christmas puddings are ac; 
ceptable and they make excellerit 
eating too with lots of sauce over 
them 


Pour the pudding mixtures into 
a well-greased mould up to two- 
thirds full and smooth the top 
surface. Steam closely covered 
mould over rapidly boiling water 
for three hours. Uncover and let 
stand until the pudding is cold. 
Cover with a tea towel, tie down 
and store in a cold place.

` mannered as they are out of sympathy 
for the staff at the back, who are trying 
to do a city’s posting business in a 
village hen-house. The Peterborough 
Post Office was built when the city had 
a population of 12,000. Now the popula- 
tion is 36,000. Those .figures, and not 
merely the Christmas rush, are the 
proof that Peterborough needs a new 
Post Oftiče. Our Customs House, of the 
same vintage, is also inadequate for the 
business it now handles, When are we 
to get the new Federal building to house 
post office and customs? There has been 
talk about it since the days when the 
oldest horse in Peterborough was a colt. 
It is time Peterborough made a real 
hullabaloo in Ottawa about its need, We 
should: have now at least a site, the 
plans, and a promise to build as soon 
as labour conditions and material 
permit, 


Canadian Power In Minerals 


Last Saturday we discussed in these 
columns the vast iron deposits in Labra- 
dor and Ungava, and their exploitation. 
It is not easy to estimate the importance 
of this development to the economy and 
national power of Canada. If the Labra- 
dor deposits are, as many now believe, 
among the largest and richest in the 
world, and if by 1953 a minimum of ten 
million tons of iron is mined annually 
from them, Canada's importance in 
world trade and power politics will be 
vast. 

Armies may march on their stomachs, 
but they fight on and with steel. The 
U.S.A. was the greatest arsenal of demo- 
cracy in the recent war, but L. 8. 
Hamaker of Republican Steel has re- 
marked that Uncle Sam has fought his 
last war with Mesabt (Minnesota) iron. 
Another war may have to be fought with 
Labrador iron, 

It is not from iron alone that 
Canada’s new world power is being de- 
rived. Nova Scotia has an estimated coal 
reserve of one billion tons—all excellent 
bituminous coal. Alberta has fifty coal 
‘areas, with reserves which make Cape 
Breton’s minute by comparison. There 
are untold petroleum deposits, particu- 
larly in Alberta and the Territories. The 
richest and newest developing fields are 
Leduc, The Northwest Territories (Great 
Bear Lake vicinity) are among the 
world’s principal sources of radium and 
uranium, ' 

Four minerals: coal, iron, petroleum 
and pitchblende; the four most potent 
in times of war and uneasy peace. 
Canada has them in abundance—the 
three last in quantities so vast that all 
other nations can either fear, covet or 
admire the potential power we have in 
them. This country has already estab- 
lished its claim to an important share 
in world affairs through the effort of its 
armed forces in two wars, its food pro- 
duction, its national wealth, its external 
trade and the qualify of its people and 
government. In the harsh realities of 
international politics our importance as 
a world force is made inevitable by 
these minerals alone. They. represent 
power for ourselves if we develop and 
use them, for others if we surrender 
them to outside interests or allow them 
to be seized and exploited by foreigners, 

‘Tron, oll and uranium mean economic 

power. Economic power means political 


power. In this age of armoured fighting, 
of airplanes, of ocean vessels powered by 
oil, of atomic energy, they mean mili- 
tary power. It should be a major part of 
our domestic policy that the mineral 
deposits are mined, and not left fallow 
while we import each year 110 million 
dollars worth of petroleum (crude and 
refined), 120 million dollars worth of 
coal, and twice as much iron and steel 
in construction materials, machinery 
and appliances. It should be a major 
part of policy to see that these mineral 
resources and their exploitations do not 
fall into foreign hands. We do not want, 
nor should we intend to become an 
Iraq. Our iron and oil and uranium 
should not be controlled by Washing- 
ton, London, or New York, if only be- 
cause Canada is a nation and should 
control its own destiny.

Conservatives 


The Progressive Conservative victory 
in Digby-Annapolis-Kings is a triumph 
indeed. Since that seat was created in 
1933 it was held by J. L. Isley who was 
popular in the constituency, and who 
had special claims upon the electors 
because.of his fine record as Minister 
of Finance during the war. But the P.C. 
candidate, Mr. George Nowlan, received 
a plurality of votes. 

Mr. Drew's aggressive leadership of 
the P.C. forces undoubtedly had much 
to do with the change. Bold, and at 
times downright pugnacious, Mr. Drew is 
giving his party the most alert leader- 
ship it has had since the time of Lord 
Bennett. If he himself makes a spec- 


tacular showing in the Carleton by- 


election his leadership will be well 
launched. 


Other factors had a bearing on the 
victory in Digby-Annapolis-Kings. The 
new leader of the Nova Scotia Conserva- 
times, Mr. Robert Stanfield, has thrown 
himself whole-heartedly into what ap- 
peared to be a hopeless task; his youth, 
energy and native wit have altered the 
complexion of Nova Scotia Conservatism 
from a deathly pallor to what is best de- 
scribed as a convalescent flush. And it 
must be said, too, that the attitude of 
the Liberal Prime Minister of Nova 
Scotia, Mr. Angus Macdonald, has con- 
fused and alarmed some of his support- 
ers; in the Dominion-Provincial confer- 


‘ence Mr. Macdonald allied himself with 


Mr. Drew and Mr. Duplessis, and his 
stand may have led many of his Liberals 
followers to support Mr. Drew, as a 
political crony of ‘Angus L'. (whose 
standing in some quarters of Nova 
Scotia is more that of a Highland 
chieftain than that of a politician); un- 
doubtedly other Liberals, less attached 
to Mr. Macdonald's person, voted Con- 
servative to teach him a lesson. 

This Conservative victory should warn 
the Liberal party that opposition in 
future elections will be better organ- 
ized.

Ultra Vires, Intra Vires 


The Supreme Court’s decision on the 
margarine ban again brings into the 
news two Latin phrases which are of ex- 
ceptional importance to all Canadians 
and basic to the structure of our coun- 
try: ultra vires and intra vires. _ The 
former means “beyond one’s power or 
authority”, the latter “within one's 
authority”. In Canada the use of the 
terms is almost entirely limited to mat- 
ters which concern legislation which 
may or may not be proper to our cus- 
toms and principles. 

The importance of the terms can be 
judged by reference to the American 
use of “constitutional” or “unconstitu- 
tional”. The U.S.A. has a constitution, 
fixed, formal, and well-nigh irrevocable. 
Canada has a constitution not tied to a 
document, though the British North 


America Act of 1867 is an integral part’ 


of our national frame. The vires within 
and of Canada are, happily, far more 
important than any document. Having, 
like Britain, no fixed constitution, Can- 
ada has no strait-jacket outside the 
B. N. A. Act. 

The constitution is made every day by 
our elected legislators. 
seven centuries ago by Magna Charta. It 
has flowered from many branches, has 
roots imbedded in the history of British 
peoples and the struggles everywhere 
through countless ages for political 
freedom and personal liberty. Canada 
broadens politically from precedent, and 
it is good that our national framework 
is thus susceptible to change, yet an- 
chored firmly in custom. A margarine 
ban in the U.S.A. could have been abol- 
ished only by constitutional amend- 
ments; in Canada ‘our Supreme Court 
decides that it is ultra vires,

At the monthly meeting of the Board of 
Health held Nov. 15, 1948, a letter was read 
from the secretary-treasurer of the Board 
of Education stating that the Board had de- 
cided to postpone indefinitely the signing of 
the agreement with the City Council and the 
Board of Health regarding the school health 
services. 

As this matter pertains to the Public 
Health, the Board of Health believes it to be 
advisable to issue this statement. 

In the past there have been numerous at- 
tempts to amalagamate the two health ser: 
vices—always at the instigation of the’ De- 
partment of Health — always unsuccessful. 
However, in March, 1947, at the invitation of 
the Board of Education, their Health Com- 
mittee met with members of the Board of 
Health to discuss this matter. At this meeting 
the Medical Officer of Health was requested 
to draw up an outline of a proposed unified 
health service. This was done and the out- 
line was presented to a similar joint meeting 
held early in April, 1947. The plan in gen- 
eral was accepted by all concerned, and the 
unsatisfactory details were decided upon af- 
ter further discussions. 

With both Boards in agreement members 
representing these bodies met with members 
of the City Council in July, 1947, and the 
Board of Education was asked to prepare a 
formal agreement to unify the health ser- 
vices.

Now when Jesus was born in 
Bethlehem of Judaea in the days 
of Herod the king, behold, there 
came wise men from the east to 
Jerusalem. 


Saying, Where is He that is 
born King of the Jews? for we 
have seen His Star in the east, 
and are come to worship Him... 

Herod could be compared to 
Abdullah, the ruler of Transjor- 
dan today, in some respects. 
Herod, whose racial origin was 
Arab, was a ruler in the home- 
land of the Jews by sufferance 
of a foreign power.

they departed; and, fo, the star, 
which they saw in the east, went 
before them, till it came and 
stood over where the young 
Child was.” 

Many conjectures, have been 
offered regarding this unique 
star of Bethlehem—that it was 
a copjunction of Mars, Jupiter 
and Saturn; that it was a comet; 
that it was a nova, or exploding 
star. But it may just as well have 
been what Christians prefer to 
believe—a miracle that occurred 
once and will not occur again, 
a mystery just as precious and in- 
explicable to mankind as the 
blade of grass was to Darwin. 

“When they saw the star, they 
rejoiced with exceeding great 
joy.” 

“And when they came into the 
house, they saw the young Child 
with Mary His Mother, and fell 
down, and worshipped Him: and 
when they had opened their 
treasures, they presented unto 
Him gifts: gold, and frankin- 
cense, and myrrh.” 

According to one tradition 
these wise men, or Magi, were 
named Gaspar, Melchior and 
Balthazar. In the east of that 
time, such perfumes and incenses 
as myrrh and frankincense were, 
like spices, as precious as gold 
—tuxuries only for the rich and 
royalty. But the gifts also had 
an intentional symbolism: gold 
was the emblem of royalty; 
frankincense a token of divinity, 
and myrrh was a prophetic al- 
Wwsion to the persecution unto 
death which awaited the Man of 
Sorrows. 

It was not just the Jews of 
the homeland who waited hope- 
fully for the Messiah promised 
by the prophet Isaiah. Through- 
out the lands immediately to the 
east, men were looking for the 
advent of a great king who 
would rise among the Jews. The 
country whence came the Magi 
is a matter of conjecture, but 
their following the guidance of 


a star suggests they came from |, 


the region of Chaldea, where as- 
tronomy was highly developed at 
that time. The people of that 
region were most like the Jews, 
in ligion, of all nations in the 
world, They believed in one God, 
they: had no idols, they wor- 
shipped light as the best symbol 
of God. Hence their affinity with 
the Jéws in their expectations 
regarding the coming of a Sav- 
iour. Hence the significance they 
immediately attached to the ap- 
pearance of the phenomenal star. 

In coming to seek Him, the 
wise men from the east ex- 
pressed a feeling which, we know 
from the Roman writers Virgil, 
Tacitus and Suetonius, a had 
been for a long time diffused 
through the West. 

(Virgil says a child of heaven 
was looked for, who would re- 
store the golden age and take 
away sin.) So the hope, had fer- 
mented in the minds of all men, 
not just Jews alone, and they 
were ready to welcome Jesus as 
the Christ who had come in ac- 
cordance with their expectations. 

“And being warned of God in 
a dream that they should not 
return to Herod, they departed 
into their own country another 
way.” 

“And when they were departed, 
behold, the angel of the Lord, 
appeared to Joseph in a dream, 
saying, Arise, and take the young 
Child and~His Mother, and flee 
into Egypt, and be thou there 
until I bring thee word: for 
Herod will seek the young Child 
to destroy Him. 

‘When he arose, he took the 
young Child and His Mother by 
night, and departed into Egypt.” 

Herod did have all children two 
years a under in Bethlehem 
siain. t within a year, he was 
no longer the tyrant who could 
order that all nobles whom he 
called to him in his last moments 
be executed (to insure that his 
death would be attended by 
-mourning). He died at Jericho 
in April, aged 69, of what is 
chronicled as “a terrible dis- 
ease.” and Judaea—and the world 
—had a Saviour. 

“And was there until the death 
of Herod: that it might be ful- 
filled with was spoken of the 
Lord ‘by the prophet, saying, 
“Out of Egypt Have I called my 
Son.“ 

So we learn from the death- 
less story chronicled by Mat- 
thew. Matthew was not one of 
the scribes or professional writ- 
ers. "His occupation was the 
collection of taxes and customs 
duties at Capernaum; these were 
exacted from persons and goods 
crossing the Sea of Galilee, and 
from travelers and commerce on 
the high road to Damascus. 
Matthew must have been a man 
of influence, for such responsible 
posts as tax collectors have never 
been given to humble men by 
any politicians since antiquity. 
He certainly was a man of 
wealth, for we know he made a 
great feast in his own house, to 
introduce his former associates 
and friends to Jesus. His name 
was originally Levi; Matthew 
probably was adopted as his new 
name when Jesus converted and 
baptized. him. 

Matthew is mentioned by 
name after the Resurrection, 
and he must have labored long 
as an apostle, for there is evi- 
dence that his Gospel was writ- 
ten at least 20 years after thé 
Resurrection. There is reason to 
believe he spent most of his 
time in Jerusalem, after which 
he went as missionary to Chal- 
dea or Persia, whence came the

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Devil’s Knell Rung Christmas Eve ? 
Boar's Head Remains Ceremonial Dish 


Every year, on Christmas Eve,Every Yuletide the villagers go to 


a bell (known as the Devil's 
Knell) is rung in Dewsbury, 
Yorkshire,* England. But for 
World War II, when it was rung 
twice only, the bell has been rung 
every year for 700 years. Legend 
says that the custom began in 
the 13th century by a local baron, 
who as penance for killing his 
servant gave a bell to the parish 
church and ordered that it should 
be rung every Christmas Eve to 
remind him of his crime. By toll- 
ing the bell once for every year 
since the birth of Christ, the final 
stroke being timed to ring ex- 
actly at the hour of midnight, lo- 
cal people believed that the devil 
would be kept away from the 
parish for the next 12 months. 
Special carol services are held 
in churches all over England on 
Christmas Eve, particularly in 
the north of England. In many 
places Nativity plays are acted, 
based. on the New Testament 
story of what happened in Beth- 
lehem nearly 2,000 years ago. 
The Scottish village of Killin, 
Perthshire, has a Christmas. cus- 
tom which is unknown elsewhere. 


a nearby stream and gather rush- 
es, which are pulled instead of 
being cut. These rushes are then 
used as a temporary resting-place 
for a number of stones taken from 
the gables of an old corn-mill; 
they are stones with a history. 
The villagers will tell you that 
their patron saint, St. Fillian, 
used them centuries ago to cure 
the ague, sprains and other ail- 
ments and injuries. He simply 
rubbed the affected limb with one 
of the stones, and a complete cure 
followed. Nowadays, the stones 
are brought out each Christmas, 
laid on their bed of rushes, and 
later returned to the gables of the 
mill. In this way Killian both 
celebrates Christmas and per- 
petuates the memory of its patron 
saint. 

Christmas Day itself is a great 
home festival. Christmas dinner 
with its turkey and plum pud- 
ding (when available) is the tra- 
ditional meal of the year. And in 
many places there are Christmas 
Day customs which centre round 
the festive board—in Queen's 
College, Oxford University, for

example. Here the custom is 
known as the Boar’s Head Feast. 

The mythical origin- of the 
Feast is the story of a student of 
Queen’s College, who was at- 
tacked by a wild board when he 
was studying Aristotle during a 
walk some 500 years ago. His 
book was his only means of de- 
fence, so he thrust the volume 
down the animal's throat ex- 
claiming Graecum est. Unable to 
digest so much Greek the boar 
died, and the student carried it 
home in triumph! From that time 
the Boar’s Head became a main 
ceremonial Christmas dish in 
England and served on a gold or 
silver. plate, surmounted by a 
crown wreathed with golden 
sprays of laurel and bay mistle- 


toe and rosemary, it was brou à 


into the hall, heralded by trump- 
eters. 

Another magnificent Christmas 
dish in those days was the pea» 
cock. Its skin stripped, its plum- 
age retained, it was roasted. When 
it had cooled slightly, its feath- 
ers were sewn on again, and its 
beak gilded.

The sheherds came with haste 

and found the Babe lying in 

the manger—St. Luke 2:10. 

It is inspiring for us to remem- 
ber that a Gentile, St. Luke, 
wrote this beautiful story. He 
alone tells that the shepherds 
hastened to Bethlehem and found 
the Babe lying in the manger. 
That manger has held the imagi- 
nation of muMitudes since that 
time, How true the story is in 
telling us that the shepherds were 
no startled to find the Babe in 
lowly surroundings. They would 
have been awed had they to enter 
a rich man’s home. They feel 
completely at home as they look 
into the manger and offer their 
homage to the Babe. It is in 
keeping with the Babe's future 
that shepherds should be the first 
to offer Him welcome. He will 
call Himself “The Good Shep- 
herd” and His farewell command 
will be: “Feed My sheep, My lit- 
tle sheep, My lambs.” 

It is true to keep in mind that 
the shepherds represents the com- 
mon people who will hear Him 
gladly. A little later the wise 
and the rich. will draw near to 
offer their gifts of ‘Gold, frankin- 
sense and myrrh, symbolizing 
royalty, priesthood and suffering. 
He is to be Saviour of rich and 
poor, of wise and simple. “Whoso- 

_ever cometh unto Me I will in no 
wise cast out.” 

Some two thousand years ear- 
lier another mother looked upon 
her babe. “He is a goodly child 
and he shall not be destroyed” 
cried the mother. And the father 
hastened to build an ark of bul- 
rushes for the infant Moses. His 
beauty saved him. It is fit and 
proper to keep in mind that God 
is beautiful. A famous artist lay 

dying with closed eyes. Suddenly 
he opened his eyes and exclaim- 
ed: I have seen the Almighty 
and the curves are perfect,” Hits 
artistic eye for beauty was sat- 
isfied.

King in His beauty”. Do you re- 
member the little mite of human- 
ity that was laid in your arms. It 
was God’s gift to you.

2 Cities Adopt 
Peterborough 
Pensions Plan 


The Peterborough pensions plan 

for civic employees is being 
adopted by the councils of Brant» 
ford and Oshawa. The treasurers 
of boti cities separately inter- 
viewed City Clerk Outram about 
the details of the plan as it was 
set up by bylaw. It has been 
el iy 3 in the terms 
whic ve been approved 
both councils. = 
* Brantford estimates at $30,000 
the annual cost to the municipal- 
ity of the pensions it is providing, 
and Oshawa something in excess 
of $20,000. The cost to Peterbor- 
ough is between those figufes, 
about $24,000 a year. 

The Peterborough plan went 
into effect May 1 this year. City 
Treasurer E. A. Danby of Oshawa 
informed his council this week 
that the plan derives its authority 
from two sections’ of the Munici- 
pal Act. 

“It now develops,” he said, 
“that this combination plan has 
been installed in Peterborough 
with most gratifying results. At 
the request of the chairman of the 
finance committee, the Peterbor- 
ough plan has been fully studied, 
and it is sound in all particulars. 
The Minister of Municipal Affairs, 
Hon. G, H. Dunbar, has given his 
approval to this same plan for 
Brantford. Consequently we are 
now in a position to proceed.” 

Mr. Danby stressed a feature of 
the plan, which, as it was com- 
puted by City Clerk Outram was 
an important consideration in 
convincing the local council and 
winning their approval. It refers 
to the provision for past services, 
apart from future services. 


Same Explanation 

Mr. Danby explains it in much 
the same manner as did Mr. Out- 
ram when the plan was being dis- 
cussed by the council of Peter- 
borough. The Oshawa treasurer 
said to his council: “Under the 
original plan we would have 
been required to pay an addi- 
tional $32,000 a year for 10 years 
for past services, in order to set 
up a capital fund to take care of 
the past services of employees 
who have been longest in the 
city’s employ.” 

“By the plan now proposed, no 
such fund is required. When an 
employee is retired the city pays 
for his past service, as part of the 
pension, out of current revenue, 
making up the difference to which 
he is entitled under section 265 
of the Municipal Act.” 

This detail is required now only 
for those who are alréady elders 
of the service. A 

Annual cost for past services 
will gradually increase for a num- 
ber of years, and will then recede, 
eventually disappearing from the 
previsions of the plan whose 
settled financing comes into effect. 
The scope of the plan embraces 
board of works employees, fire- 
men, policemen, city hall staff 
and various others in the em- 
ployment of the city. 

Obtained Model 

In the preparation of the Pe- 
terborough plan, a model was 
obtained from the Department of 
Municipal Affairs and was studied 
with five or six others. The an- 
nuities branch of the federal de- 
partment was also consulted, and 
the local plan became a composite 
of the most desirable features that 


were crystallized from all that ins 


formation. 

It is also a contributory plan 
and in its drafting a major con- 
sideration was economy to the 
ratepayer plus appealing advant- 
ages to the city’s employees.

In the uneasy words of Gordon 8. Matthews, chairman, 
the Utilities Commission “has to sit up and take notice” of 
the increased consumption in power here this week. The 
Commission Friday even got around to thinking again of the 


necessity of switching back to Saturday work. 


for a little while is to watch 
how things go,” Mr. Matthews 
said, but his fellow commis- 
sioners, G. A. Macdonald and 
Fred Hills, entirely supported 
his concern about the recent 


month. It is now 265,455 kilowatt 
hours a day for the five days, 
Monday to Friday. Several days 
this week the local power con- 
sumption had moved up from 
around 240,000 kwh in recent 
weeks to 260,000, and on Thurs- 
day it had pushed on upward to 
270,000. 

An increase of 30,000 kwh 
Thursday as compared with the 
240,000 figure of recent Thursdays 
projected before the Commission 
the question of causes of this in- 
crease, which if continuing would 
exceed the Hydro quota. 

Ross Dobbin, manager, said the 
Commission had connected to 
more than 500 new domestic cus- 
tomers this year. i 

Comparative November figures 
were: Domestic lighting up from 
1,528,559 kwh a year ago to 1,590 
647 last month, an increase of 
4.06%. 

Down 1,600 H.P. 

But, commercial lighting, re- 
stricted during the quota period, 
is down 14.25% and commercial 
power, including industries, is 
down 21.28 per cent from Novem- 
ber last year. R 

In his report for the month, Mr. 
Dobbin said the November power 
peak was 21,700 horse power as 
compared with 23,300 h.p. a year 
ago. The decrease of 1,600 h.p. 
was due to the power shortage. 

“Restrictions continued through 
November, and we have been able 
to keep well within.the quota al- 
lowed us. We had no Hydro cut- 
offs. 

We continué to install. large 
numbers of new 3-wire services; 
75 of them were added during the 
month; and 44 additional water 
heaters were connected, using a 
total of 40 h.p. 

Since the first e year, 444 
flat rate water heaters have been 
connected, with a total load of 
375 horse power.”

Good Neighbourhood Important 

The development and fate of 
many neighbourhoods is to a 
large degree in the hands of God 
but there are indications which 
should give you a key as to what 
to expect. One of ‘these is the or- 
iginal price of the lot. 

Very cheap land has some reas- 
on for being cheap. It has been 
made cheap to give it an attract- 
iveness which it does not other- 
wise have. There is a good rule 


of thumb to remember in the 


buying of building sites. Do not 
pay more than 20 per cent of the 
value of your completed property 
for a lot... and by the same tok- 
en examine carefully any propos- 
ition which offers a lot which is 
less than 10 per cent of the value 
of the completed property. 

Be careful of the architectural 
style of the home. Certain basic 
architectural styles have been

Physical deterioration of houses 
is slow and ordinary care can 
practically eliminate it. 

We will probably never see a 
better grade of good artisanship 
and fine materials so universal- 
ly employed in home building as 
during the period from 18860 to 
1900. But, unfortunately; the pen- 
chant of our Victorian’ ancestors 
for fancy work, cupolas, “fussy” 
porches and over-ornamentation, 
has so reflected on houses built 
during this period that their value 
has slumped out of. all. proportion 
to the soundness of their con- 
struction. 

Simple architecture has always 
been the best architecture and 
probably always will be. Flashy 
hauses come and go, so if you are 
interested in your investment 
build conservatively.

More Canadians 
8 Boxing Da 
By The Canadian Press. > 

It's an old English custom. 
Canadians like it, 

It's observance of Boxing Day 
—ordinarily the day following 
Christmas — when, in England, 
Yuletide gifts are “boxed” and 
given to friends. Canadians 
adopted it hesitantly less than a 
generation ago; now most of them 
observe it, 

Boxing Day in this long Christ- 
mas week-end year will be ob- 
served on Monday, December 27, 
as a statutory throughout 
Western Canada; as a voluntary, 
local observance in most of the 
rest of the Dominion, including 
French Canada which sometimes 
looks at English holi- 
days. It ly won't be official 
in Old Quebec, but that prov- 
ince is expected to stretch the 
Christmas week-end to include 
Boxing Day. 

Observance of Boxing Day in 
England — Scotsmen North o 
the Tweed do not observe it — 
began with English banks setting 
aside the day after Christmas for 
presenting gifts to their employ- 
ees, It spread to the general 
population an n became a 
national holiday. Canadian mu- 
nicipalities less than 20 years ago 
began adopting the day as a holi- 
day and each year more and more 
areas observe it. i A 
~ This year, with the day post- 
poned over Sunday until Monday 
Boxing Day has been proclaimed 
‘a @tatutory holiday in British 
Columbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba. Most Ontario mu- 
nicipalities have declared local 
holidays and similar action is ex- 
pected to be taken in the cities 
and towns of New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia, and Prince Edward 
Island. Most Quebee industries 
will be closed though municipali- 
ties have not decided to call the 
day a legal holiday. 

In the municipalities observing 
the day, banks, stock and grain 
exchanges, liquor stores, depart. 
ment stores, post offices, and 
most other places of business will 
remain closed. Many newspap- 
ers will not publish.

Shot By Police 
OTTAWA—Russell Blair, 21- 
year-old alleged thief, was shot 
and wounded as police opened a 
drive to round up a gang of cigar 
store shopbreakers. Detective Ed 
Logan of the Ottawa police fired 
at Blair, hitting him in the stom- 
ach as he attempted to escape. ar- 
rest. Three other men with Blair 
surrendered without a fight. 


LONDON — Government offi- 
cials refused to comment on the 
statement in Sydney by Dr. David 
F. Martyn, Australian radar ex- 
pert who recently visited Europe, 
that Britain would be indefensible 
in atomic war. A defence minis- 
try spokesman, however, classed 
as “completely untrue” Martyn's 
charge that Britain appeared to 
have no defence policy to meet 
the threat of atomic warfare. 


TORONTO — “What this place 
needs is a good cleanup,” Magis- 
trate T. S. Elmore said as a cock- 
roach strolled across his city hall 
desk during a court hearting.

That is a quotation of purpose 
from the call of V. S. Milburn, 
secretary, to the convention of the 
Ontario Federation of Agricul- 
ture, Jan. 5,6,7, King Edward 
Hotel, Toronto. 


As one of the enterprising rural 
areas of the province the Peter- 
borough district should bé large- 
ly represented, not only by ap- 
pointed delegates but by others 
interested in what appears to be 
the shaping of things to come. 

Separate conferences of women 
and Junior Farmers are slated 
for Wed. Jan. 5 at 9.30. Wesley 
Down of Hilton, Northumberland, 
will be chairman of the junior 
panel. Speakers will be Prof. O. 
M. McConkey of the field hus- 
bandry department, O. A. C., and 
Watson H. Porter, editor-in-chief 
of Farmers Advocate. The even- 
ing program includes the finals 
in public speaking and amateur 
entertainment. 

Peterborough is represented in 
the entertainment section by Ke- 
vin Leahy, Bernice Grtenan, John 
Lewis and Don Milburn, as a var-

FOOD STILL CHEAPEST 


“The next time you are told 
by somebody in city or town that 
farm prices are too high, you just 
tel them that food is still the 
cheapest thin gthe ycan buy in 
Canada,” said Charles McInnis of 
Iroquois, Ont., at the recent meet- 
ing of Elgin county hog produc- 
ers. “Latest statistics show that 
while food costs have advanced 


45 per cent, clothing prices have | 


gone up 95 per cent and farm lab- 
or 288 per cent. 

Food costs in the U. S. from 
1939 to 1948 showed an increase 
of 69 points; the Argentine with 
its cheap labor 52 per cent; Mexi- 
co 205 per cent; Switzerland 63 
per cent; France 400 per cent; and 
in Canada the increase was 45 
per cent. ; 

People with money are not in- 
vesting in farms and food pro- 
duction, but in stocks which they 
think will bring them greatest 
returns. 

You will see that pulp and pap- 
er stocks are up 216 points; tex- 
tiles 125; transportation 150; dis- 
tilled beverages, which we would 
be better without, 200, points; but 
the increase in farm values is only 
23 points.” 

Mr. McInnis is president of the 
Ontario Hog Producers Associ- 
ation. To the junior farmers as 
the youth of the industry plan- 
ning to carry it on into the fut- 
ure, he appealed for study and 
understanding of the necessity of 
controlling the merchandising of 
ther products. For example, “the 
Ford motor company does not 
just produce cars and, trucks. It 
controls the sale of them also. 
Our sales program must become 
ah essential part of our farming 
business.“

1939 the “prices for farm pro- 
ducts were below the cost of pro- 
duction.” 

This is one of the bitterest 
grievances of farmers, and for 
years prior to the second war they 
have complained that they were 
“subsidizing” urban populations 
and industries with food produc- 
ed at a sacrifice to themselves. 

The kernel of the Hannam 
representations to the government 
body was: “Although farmers are 
sympathetic to those who feel 
that food prices are high, they 
cannot carry on the present level 
of production with any reduction 
of prices so long as their own 
costs remain at present levels or 
increase.” 

Of all farm costs, says the Fed- 
eration brief, the rise in the cost 
of labor has been greatest, to such 
an eextent that agriculture finds 
it practically impossible to com- 
pete with the oher employment 
fields which offer higher wages 
and shorter hours of labor, 

“It is often said that the far- 
mer must improve his farm fac- 
ilities and conveniences to hold 
farm labor. But, it must be ex- 
plained that with the exception 
of the last six years the farm- 


ers have been subsidizing the 


consumers of this country every 
year since 1930. 

For no less than 12 years farm- 
ers lived off the depreciation on 
their buildings, homes and fenc- 
es, ditches and machinery. Now, 
when they might be in a position 
to restore some of their wasted 
assets, or improve their home, 
they find that building materi- 
als and construction labor are 
higher than their own farm prie-

RURAL OPINION OF RADIO 


“Farmers are as intelligent as 
any other group of people, and 
resent radio programs whete the 
farmer is portrayed as a hillbilly 
or uneducated person.” 

That rural protest from one of 
the Grey county forums’ was 
typical of many expressions from 
around the province summarizing 
opinion on the Farm Radio 
Forum subject “I hear by the 
radio.” 

A Perth forum reported from 
its local assembly: “Farmers are 
getting tired of being regarded as 
non-cultured sapheads.” And this 
from Ballycanoe in Leeds: Make 
character, especially when depict- 
ing farm personalities appear 
more intelligent and not so old 
and decrepit.” 

Form office asked for all com- 
mentaries to be turned in before 
Dec. 17, “since CBC are anxious 
to read “your suggestions and 
criticisms.” 

If any of the radio program- 
mers imagine that farmers are 
addicted to the “Coming Round 
the Mountain” and “Home on the 
Range” motif they should set 
themselves to an hour of revision 
of their notions after reading the 


| reports from the local groups. 


Soap operas, singing commer- 
cials and jazz music were de- 
cidedly unpopular. Argyle in 
Elgin suggested “they put a little 
more soap in the packages and 
less froth in the soap commer- 
cials”. A Perth forum had abun- 
dant support in their demand for 
“a higher type of music intro- 
ducing farm broadcasts”. 

Rural Ontario emphatically re- 
quests more respect for the spirit 
of Sunday in broadcasts on the 
Lord’s Day. 

Summerhill forum in Lambton 
county: “Less Sunday advertis- 
ing”. One of the Northumber- 
land communities spoke for 
dozens of groups in their oppo- 
sition to such loud features as 
Charlie McCarthy, Amos and 
Andy to the exclusion of church 
services on Sunday evenings. 

Bethwell’s Corners in Grey: 
“More programs in harmony with 
the Sabbath”. A Halton county 
forum: “More sacred music and 
less advertising on Sunday.” 
News and news commentaries 
‘were appreciated on all stations, 
with educational broadcasts rank- 
ing him. Weather, sports and 
quiz received a high rating. Kin- 
dergarten of the Air, farm’ news, 
Farm and Citizens’ Forums, and 
semi-classical music were also on 
the top level of appreciation. 

Incidentally, Glengarry county 
asked for more Scottish music. 

Most of the groups said they 
realized local stations and CBC 
had a big job to do, and. their 
consensus was “they are doing it 
very, well”. However, nearly 
every group objected to murder, 
mystery and crime presentations. 
Roy’s forum in Perth comment- 
ed: “Definitely the law should 
step in. They allow such pro- 
grams, then punish for copying. 
‘Saving our souls from the sins 
their bring in their other hand’.”

FARM CAPITAL TURNOVER 

How many farmers „take ac- 
count of the turnover of their 
capital investment? This ques- 
tion was broadly implied in talks 
on farm management by J. B. 
Nelsor and Dr. H. L. Patterson 
ot the Ontario Department of

Factors which determine the 


earnings of farm operators in- 
clude the production per unit. 
The dairy farmer, for example, 
should know from his records the 
yield of each cow. From his farm 


he should know the yield per 


acre. Another important factor 
in the number of hours of labor 
related to his volume of produc- 
tion. What labor time does his 
management records show for the 
production of 100 pounds of milk? 
Still another factor hinges on his 
use of capital. 
If a farm is worth $20,000 in 
property, buildings, livestock, 
equipment and so on, and his 
gross sales are around $5,000, then 
it takes him four years to turn 
over the capital he has invested 
in his farm industry. If the sales 
amount to $10,000 .a year, his 
capital turns over in two years. 
It w that big grocery 
a volume of 
business equivalent’ ta their cap- 
ital turnover up to 15 times a year 
or more than that. Total income, 
volume of production and capital 
investment were basic factors in 
farm management which farmers 
should strive to determine as ac- 


agement plans and practices 

Enquiries had indicated, it was 
said, that the farmer with a small 
capital investment was handicap- 
ped in his operations. From 
the Same sources of inf 
it was found that the 
an investment of $20,000 pro- 
duced milk at a cost of 36 cents 
less per hundred pounds than the 
$8,000 man, 

On farms where attention to 
the factors of management was 
neglected it was found that in- 
come was as low as $200 to $300, 
as compared with approximately 
$3,500 where the importance af 
those elements was ‘recognized 
and applied. 

Where they were of small ac- 
count in management cost of milk 
was found to be around $3.22 per 
cwt, and where these factors 
were all taken ‘into practical con- 
sideration the cost was $2.59 per 
cwt.

VALCARTIER, Que., Dec. 20— 
(OP) — The shell-manufacturing 
plant of the multi-million-dollar 
Canadian arsenal, a sprawling 
1,000 foot Jong building with sev- 
eral annexes linked by corridors, 
was written off as a “complete 
loss” by firemen today after a 
spectacular fire that. burned over 
24 hours and left the plant a mass 
of rubble and molten metal. 

Damage, including new machin- 
ery and recent alterations to the 
munitions plant, was unofficially 
estimated at close to $1,000,000. 

No one was injured as the regu- 
lar army fire brigade assisted by 
a crew of 15 Quebec city firemen 
battled the blaze. 

The fire broke out at 10:15 Sat- 
urday night. Although its cause 
was not known it was believed 
flames started in the laboratories 
ofthe plant. 

Within one hour, the wooden 
steel-girded structure wes burn- 
ing fiercely and the army fire bri- 
gade called in Quebec City fire- 
men.

New York, Eastern States 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20—(AP).—The worst the weather could 
do — 19.5 inches of snow — wasn’t enough to smother the 
largest city in the United States today. At least 12 persons 


were dead as a result of th 
storm that swirled across the 
northeast Sunday and early 
today. There were five casualties 
in New York City, one in New 
Jersey and six others in New 
England. 

New York bore the brunt of the 
storm—third heaviest snow in the 
city’s history. 

Experienced by the record 25.8- 
inch fall of last Dec, 26 and 27, 
the Metropolitan area started 
shoveling early. As a result, 
nearly everything was moving— 
though slowly. 

Commaters. from suburban 
areas found trains a few minutes 
late and buses and trolleys slow. 
Subways and elevated lines in the 
city were operating near normal. 

Only the Long Island railroad, 
paralyzed in last December’s bliz- 
zard, announced the, cancellation 
of 24 regular morning rush-hour 
trains. 

The important Commuter line 
had met increasing difficulties in 
the early morning hours, caused 
by mechanical faNures of equip- 
ment and drifting snow. 

Storm Ends 

The snow, which started falling 
in the city at 6:20 a.m, Sunday, 
began to abate at 8 p.m. and end- 
ed at 2:10 a.m. today.

Laurier Friend

Printed on large sheets, they 
were awaiting delivery to the 
Bank of Canada for final signa- 
tures. They were in a second- 
floor room of the Bank Note Com- 


any. 

An investigator said there was 
evidence the fire had been set de- 
liberately to consume the remain- 
ing sheets and cover up the fact 
that a robbery had taken place. 

"Officials of the Bank Note Com- 
pany were reluctant to give out 
details today, other than saying 
the bills were missing. 

The R.C.M.P, had no comment 
on the case. 

Except for the lack of signa- 
tures, the bills were complete in 
every respect. An informant said 
the required signatures of Bank 
of Canada .officials might easily 
be affixed’ by forged rubber 
stamps. 

Officials declined to disclose 
denomination of the bills.

Nehru Warns 
Netherlands 
On Indonesia 


Says Pledged To End 
Alien Domination 
Throughout Far East 


JAIPUR, India, Dec, 20 (CP)— 
Prime Minister Jawaharlal Neh- 
ru Sunday night condemned the 
Netherlands “police action” in In- 
donesia and warned that India 
could not ignore the Indonesian 
struggle for independence be- 
cause “we are pledged to end 
alien domination of Asia.” © 

Addressing the Indian National 
Congress Party, Nehru said that 
the Dutch resumption of hostil- 
ities in Ind will have ser- 
lous repe! in India, in 
Asia, and perhaps some other 
countries, too.“ 

Denouncing the Dutch action as 
“contrary to the principles of the 
United Nations charter,” the In- 
dian prime minister was applaud- 
ed for his statements that no Eur- 
opean power has any right to 
Wage an aggressive action in Asia, 
and that India’s independence of 
British rule means the end of all 
imperialism and colonialism in 
the Orient. 

“We are pledged to end the 
alien domination of Asia,” he 
added. “Though we cannot give 
the Indonesian republic effective 
aid now, we cannot remain idle 
spectators.” 

No Foreign Rulers 

“No one can prevent the tide of 
independence in Asiatic countries. 
Our foreign policy is that no for- 

` eign power should rule over any 
Asiatic country.” 

Although Jogjakarta, the In- 
donesian capital, had been cap- 
tured by Netherlands forces, Neh- 
ru declared. “I warn the, Dutch 
that they will not be able to 
achieve their object.” 

The plenary session of the Con- 
gress backed up Nehru’s Indones- 
ian stand by adopting a resolu- 
tion saying: “It is a matter of the 
utmost concern to India that In- 
donesia should attain her full 
freedom and take her rightful 
part in Aslan and international 
affairs.” 

In a regius on foreign pos- 
sessions in India Portuguese and 
French—the Congress said that 
they should be politically incor- 
porated in the Indian union be- 
cause “no other solution could be 
stable, or lasting or be in con- 
formity with the will of their

BERLIN, Dec. 20 —(AP)—A 
lonely rural policeman kept 
watch today over the tiny village 
of Stolpe, which France is return- 
ing to Russia. 

The west Berlin police depart- 
ment said the policeman would 
remain in the village until he was 
notified of the imminent arrival 
of a Russian occupation force. 

But, the department added, the 
latest information indicated the 
return of Stolpe might not be for- 
mally completed until Jan. 3. 

The frightened village then will 
move behind the Iron Curtain. 

Stople, adjacent to the French 
sector of Berlin, has a population 
of less than 1,000, most of them 
farmers. It was given to the 
French by the Russians in Oc- 
tober, 1945, so the French could 
build an airfield there. 

The field never: was built, The 
Tegel airfield, inside the French 
sector, was completely last month 
for use by Allied air lift planes. 

The French, therefore, an- 
nounced Stolpe was being return- 
ed to the Russians. A French com- 
munique said since an airport had 
not been built the village’s trans- 
fer to the French “became devoid 
of purpose.” 

The French-tricolor was hauled 


| down Sunday. 


The villagers, who 3 out 
an impressive anti-Communist 
vote in the Berlin elections two 
weeks ago, waited fearfully be- 
hind bolted, doors for the Russians 
to return.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP) 
—The United States Supreme 
Court today refused to interfere 


with the International Military | 


Tribunal which condemned for- 
mer Premier Tojo and six other 
Japanese war lords to death. 


The court by a vote of 6 to 1° 


decided it had no authority over 
the 11-country tribunal. 


With this decision the Supreme | 


Court turned down requests by 
convicted Japanese wartime offi- 
cials that it: 

1. Consider their appeals; 

2. Declare the International 
Tribunal illegal; 

3. Order their immediate re- 
lease. 

The refusal presumably seals 
the doom of Tojo and the other 
six who were sentenced to die on 
the gallows. The executions had 
been stayed until the Supreme 
Court acted.

A Crusading Novelist 
Robert Briffault died last week at the 
age of 72, For twenty years he was 
widely known as the writer of Europa, 
Europa in Limbo and a handful of other 
novels which were characterized by an 
unusually ornate style, à great display 
of learning, stimulating thought, emo- 
tion, scenes of powerful erotic quality 
and that combination of a large group 
of characters and shifting scene which 
critics sometimes call “a broad canvas”. 
With these attractions there were ob- 
vious defects; his plots were poor and 
clumsy, and his characters rarely came’ 
to He. f 
It is doubtful if Briffault ever meant 
to entertain by his works. He was a man 
with a message, and that message was 
that capitalism was rotten and that only 
some great world revolution (for a time 
it seemed to be a communist revolution) 
conid bring peace to the world. He 
liked to write about people of wealth 


and social prestige and he liked to de- 
scribe in detail their habits and dis- 
eases. He was himself an able physician 
and an anthropologist of reputation, 
and he could do so in a most interesting 
manner. 


Like many men who know a great 
deal, Briffault sometimes pretended to 
know more than he really did. The value 
of his books was offset by their preten- 
sions. And his belief that the British 
Empire was “the monstrous instigator 
and abettor of every assassination of 
humanity” coloured his books. A man 
with a bee in his bonnet like that can- 
not hope to escape criticism and dislike. 
He was a man of violent hatreds, dis- 
ordered intellect, and great talents. 


Our Polish Veterans 5 


More than two years ago the original 
group of 2,500 Polish war veterans were 
admitted to Canada, Later 1,500 other 
Polish soldiers came on the same terms. 
The arrangement, administered by the 
Department of Labour (and not the 
Immigration Branch) was that the men 
were to work on farms for two years. 
The farmers agreed to provide them 
with living accommodation and pay 
them the current rates. At the end of 
two years consideration would be given 
to allowing these Poles to stay in Can- 
ada, and take whatever work they wish- 
ed, and to become Canadian citizens. 

The two years have passed for thé 
original group. These men, all single and 
under 32 years of age when they arriv- 
ed, have done their work well. This was 
acknowledged at the recent round-table 
discussions by farm and lahour repre- 
sentatives at Ottawa. They are now free 
to seek employment best suited to their 
individual training and talents. The 
Winnipeg Free Press suggests that the 
granting of citizenship to these veterans 
might be speeded up, and reminds us 
that these men all fought with the 
Polish Second Corps on active service in 
Italy. They were often fighting side by 
side with Canadians, and were occasion- 
ally under Canadian command. 

After the war, Polish soldiers who had 
fought in British armies and did not 
wish to return to Russian-dominated 
Poland, were offered immediate British 
citizenship. Many of the Poles accepted 
the offer, 4,527 preferred to come to 
Canada, The Canadian Citizenship Act 
entitles aliens who joined the Canad- 
jan armed forces to apply for citizenship 
after one year’s residence in Canada. 
Since the Poles maintained their iden- 
tity. as Polish soldiers, they are not 
officially entitled to this special treat- 
ment, They are in the same category as 
other aliens and must have five years’ 
residence in Canada before they ean 
become Canadians. 

We think that the Polish veterans 


‘should be allowed. citizenship rights 


sooner than in five years. Most of them 
are now people without a country; with 
few exceptions they have worked well on 
our farms; they fought valiantly with 
Canadians in Italy; they are generally 
deserving of our help and the privileges 
Canadian citizenship gives. 


A Time For Special Precaution 

Up to the first of December this year 
672 people were killed on the highways 
of Ontario—an increase of five over the 
total for the same period last year, the 
Minister of Highways, the Hon. George 
Doucett, has appealed to the people of 
Ontario to use special care in driving at 
this season, and we are happy to back 
Mr. Doucett’s plea with this word of 
caution-to our readers. 

The first snows are falling, and ice 
is to be found on the roads unexpected- 
ly. Children, in spite of warnings from 
their parents, insist on using roads for 
sleighing and for games. During the fes- 


tive season there are sure to be many 


drivers who are more festive than intel- 
ligent, and who are not in full control 
of their machines. But if as many people 
as possible observe the common rules of 
safety, hundreds of accidents will be 
prevented. 

The motorists cannot be blamed for 
all the accidents and it is up to pedes- 
trians and cyclists to behave sensibly, 
too. In a single day last week we saw 
four cyclists ride through red lights; we 
could not begin to count the number of 
jay-walkers and foolish scamperers 
whom we have seen risking their lives 
on the streets. Motorists can control 
their .cars, but they cannot be respon- 
sible for the actions of every fool who 
runs in front of their wheels. December 
is a bad month for traffic accidents, 
and only vigilance can prevent them.

Top Batter 
For 3rd Time

NEW YORK, Dec, 20 (AP). — 
Stan Musial, the priceless batting 
star of St. Louis Cardinals, is 
the official batting champion of 
the National League for the third 
time in his illustrious career. 

Musial posted a lofty .376 mark 
to win the batting derby in a 
breeze. He also paced the circuit 
in runs batted in, 131; runs 
scored, 135; hits, 230; total bases, 
429; doubles, 46; and triples, 18, 
final offiical averages show. Mu- 
sial’s .376 average is the highest 
since Arky Vaughan posted .385 
for Pittsburg in 1935, 

The Card star also hammered 
39 homers, but Pittsburg’s Ralph 
Kiner and New York’s Johnny 
Mize beat Musial for homer ho- 
nors by clouting 40 apjece. 

Musial became the fourtir play- 
er in the league’s history to cap- 
ture the title three or more 
times. He previously won the 
ceny in 1943- (.357) and 1946 
(365).

The Card star, who finished 43 
points ahead of rookie Richie 
Ashburn of Philadelphia in the 
batting race, also tied a major 
league and two loop records. 

He banged out five hits in one 
game four times during the sea- 
son to equal the major league 
mark set by Detroit's great Ty 
Cobb in 1922. 

Musial joined Rogers Hornsby, 
Ginger Beaumont, and Jess Bur- 
kett for leading the league in 
hits and most times four, and tied 
Wagner and Vaughan for pacing 
the loop in three-baggers the 
oftenest, three.

641. Ashburn paced the field in 
stolen bases with 32. Pitcher 
Johnny Sain of Boston became 
the first hurler to lead in sacri- 
fices.

OTTAWA, Dec. 20 —(CP)— A 
paradoxical year for Canadian 
labor saw it staging some of the 
biggest intra-union rows in its 
history during 1948 while at the 
same time bettering relations 
with employers. 

Other significant developments 
on the labor front included the 
attainment of record employ- 
ment, peak wag though labor, 
claimed a decline in “real” wag- 
es—and adoption of a new labor 
code. 

Employment hit a new top es- 
timated by the government at 5,- 
042,000 during the fall. For all 
practical purposes, that was just 
about “full employment.” Later, 
it dropped off somewhat as the 
customary seasonal shift of jobs 
set in. 

By fall, wages in industry had 
soared to weekly average of $40.- 
88 also the highest on record. 
That was $4 better than a year 
earlier. It was almost exactly 
double the figure for 1926, which 
the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics uses as its comparative yard- 
stick. 

However, labor contended that 
after taking into account taxes 
and inflationary costs, the work- 
er was not as. well off as the pay- 
envelope figures would indicaté. 
Real Wages Down 

His real wages, the Canadian 
Congress of Labor estimated were 
24 per cent better than in 1939 
but were down slightly from the 
last two years. 

While the payrolls were going 
up quietly, it was a series of 
rumpuses over Communistis in 
Canadian labor that monopolized 
headlines for most of the year. 

By far the biggest of these was 
the anti-Communist revolt led by 
Frank H. Hall in the 400,000-man 
Trades and Labor Congress of 


Canada. For getting into conflicts 


with T.L.C. policy, Hall and his 
union—the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way and Steamship Clerks—were 
thrown out of the Congress. Lat- 
er they were reinstated. 

At the year’s end Hall's battle 
to rid the T.L.C. of Reds was still 
a live issue.

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‘Farmers Debate 
Selling ` 
Cotton Crop 


| NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 20 — 
(AP). — Cotton farmers planted 
a $1,000,000,000 crop during 1948 
but at year’s end are pondering 
whether to sell now or hold for 
higher prices. 

It will be up to the farmer to 
determine how much of the es- 
timated 14,937,000 bales will go 
into trade channels. 

He has two choices. He can 
sell it at present market prices 
or enter it in the United States 
Government loan program and 
hope for better prices later. 

If the cotton is sold now, it will 
bring an average of slightly more 
than 32 cents a pound. The gov- 
ernment is lending an average of 
30.74 cents a pound for middling 
grade, 15-16-inch staple length, 
the average grade. 

Nearly 3,0000,000 bales already 
are in government hands and the 
trade guesses are that as much 
as 6,000,000 bales may be enter- 
ed in the loan eventually, 
Increase Reflected 

The increase in loan cotton was 
reflected in the sale of spot cot- 
ton. The New Orleans Exchange 
reported that spot sales since 
August 1 totalled 3,971,675 bales. 
This compared with 4,939,544

bales for the August-December 


period last year, 

Had the cotton been available 
last spring it would have brought 
one of the highest prices in 25 
years. But, as the months pass- 
ed, values dropped and near the 
end of the year future contracts 
on the New Orleans Exchange 
varied between 29.02 cents a 
pound to 32.13 cents. 

The ofifcial prediction Decem- 
ber 8 placed the estimated crop 
at 14,937, bales of 500 pounds 
each. 

The estimated crop, if realized, 
would be the sixth largest in his- 
tory. But the indicated yield per 
acre of 311% pounds was a new 
record and the first time it had 
ever gone above 300 pounds, The 
previous record of 298.9 pounds 
was set in 1944. 


Fight Communism

No doubt there are descendants 
of the Selkirk Settlers in Peter- 
borough. The sons and daughters 
of these sturdy pioneers from 
Scotland spread across Canada, 
bringing the learning the culture, 
and the experience of generations 
to the building of this Dominion. 

Ther is inspiration for the new- 
comers of today in the story of 
the Scottish people who came to 
Canada and settled in Prince Ed- 
ward Island in 1808.

Anxious 
to improve their lives and also 
to have them live in a British 
country, he organized the settle- 
ments in Canada. 

Thomas Douglas was the fifth 
Earl of Selkirk, He was the sev- 
enth son. Those who think in 

terms of superstition thought 
young Douglas was destined for 
great things, The Douglas family 
Was leicate. One by one the 
older brothers died and when he 
Was delicate. One by one the 
son and heir to the earldom.

Burns And Scott

Centre be Life 

The céntre of life was the 
church at Belfast. The land was 
deeded to the congregation by 
Lord Selkirk and it is still part 
of the documents and records of 
the church. On Sundays the 
people walked as much as ten 
miles to attend services. They 
were the salt of the earth. 


| settlers coupled 
| education with the desire for 
divine service. Under the guid- 
ance of a long line of Presby- 
terian ministers, education was 
stressed. A traveling school 
teacher was the first man to 
drill the children. Then schools 
were organized. 

From that settlement of 800 
Scottish folk there has stemmed 
a long line of great Canadians. 
Every so often a descendant of 
the Selkirk Settlers recalls the 
lineage that goes back to 1803 in 
Canada and far, far back in Scot- 
land. 

After this recent War, many 
newcomers are arriving in Can- 
ada to make new lives in the 
new home. When they are dis- 
couraged, as no doubt they will 
be at times, they can think of 
the people who came to Canada 
with Lord Selkirk and who 
through a century and -a half 
have contributed so much to the 
progress of Canada and the Cane 
dian people.

Gets Five Years In Jail 


ELLISVILLE, Miss., Dec. 20.— 
(AP).—A 23-year-old Second 
World War veteran has been sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprison- 
ment for misceZénation, and Dis- 
trict Attorney Paul Swartzfager 
said he believes it is the first 
conviction in the state’s history.

United States Army Pilots Fly 
Horizontally In New Cockpits 


By JAMES J. STREBIG 

DAYTON, O., Dec. 20—(AP)— 
United States Air Force pilots 
may soon lie down on the job. 

They've been sitting at their 
werk since the government 
bought its first airplane in 1900. 
Pilots have actually abandoned 
planes in flight because of the 
agony of uncomfortable seats on 
long missions. 

Fast jet warplanes, with their 
slim silhouettes, call for a cock- 
pit changes. The aero medical

Aeschylus to foresee our modern 
streets and stores on a late De- 
cember day, or he may have had 
| cause to revise this pithy state- 
ment. Following his rule, friends, 
if you want wisdom in a hurry, 
there's no better way to develop it 
than a shopping spree on the Sat- 
urday afternoon before Christ- 
mas, 

Year after year, patient store 
managers issue their warnings: do 
your shopping in the mornings, 


afternoon downtown, 

That would be the easy way to 
take wisdom; “undoubtedly the 
wily Aeschylus would have fol- 
lowed it. Then again, it is un- 
likely that he would have been 
greatly concerned about his list. 
His friends—if he was anything 
like most writers—no doubt got 
autographed copies of his latest 
dramatic output.” Which doesn’t 
help a person much, unless one is 
tirning out a published play 
every year. 

Department store managers we 
talked to have reached an almost 
mellow stage of resignation at 
this time of year. They spend 
thousands of dollars urging the 
shop-early habit; most of it is 
wasted, they will candidly admit, 
although some wise people (per- 
haps the ones who have taken 
Aeschylus’ writings to heart) fol- 
low the sage reasoning. 


The Day Draws Near 


This year in Peterborough, as 
fairly general throughout the pro- 
vince, the shopping rush has been 
slow in starting. According to 
store officials, there’s a psycho- 
logical reason for it. 

It's the weather. People haven't 
been able to realize that Christ- 
mas is so close. Maybe this bit of 
snow we're having now will con- 
vince them....although it’s al- 
ready too late to cut down the 
crush.” 

Monday morning, 
shook his head sadly. 

“Look at the store now—nearly 
empty. The salesgirls are stand- 
ing around with nothing to do. By 
three o'clock this afternoon, 
they'll be wishing for two more 
hands and a couple of extra legs 
to try to keep up with the rush.

Approve Program 

“Today,” he said, “you paid tri- 
bute not so much to me as an in- 
dividual but as the leader of a 
great party which put before you 
a program that is going to do 
great things for this country.” 

He hoped the party would have 
candidates every constituency in 
the next general election, There 
was not a seat which the party 
could not win if supporters work- 
ed as hard as they had in the 
Nova Scotia and Ontario seats. 

Mr. Drew’s victory raised the 
party’s representation in the 
Commons to 67. The party, un- 
opposed by the Liberals in Carle- 
ton, did. not contest the day’s two 
other by-elections in the Quebec 
riding of Laval-Two Mountains 
and the Manitoba constituency of 
Marquette. The Quebec seat was 
won by Leopold Demers, a Liber- 
al, and the Manitoba seat by Jus- 
tice Minister Garson. 

Mr. Drew said he had seen re- 
ports that the party was unable to 
find candidates to contest the 
Quebec and Manitoba by-elec- 
tions. The reports were without 
foundation. 

In returning Mr. Drew, Carle- 
ton had for the third time a party 
leader as it representative in the 
Commons. The seat, held by the 
Cohsérvatives since Confedera- 
tion, hag been represented by Sir 
John A. Macdonald, Canada’s first 
prime minister, , and Sir Robert 
Borden, prime minister in the 
First World War, 

Delighted With Results 

Prime Minister St. Laurent said 
he was “delighted” with the ov- 
erwhelming” victories of the. Lib- 
eral candidates. Coupled with two 
other by-election wins since the 
party's national convention in 
August, they were “not a bad in- 
dication” that the party still en- 
joyed the confidence of most of 
the Canadian people.

Revolution 
In Printing 


an article by C. Lester Walker in "Harper’s 
. Magazine”) 


AN one who reads has probably seen 

something about the “revolution” whith is 
now going on in the publishing and printing 
industry. For, make no mistake, a real rev- 
olution is going on. Some newspapers with- 
in the past eight months have been printed 
without tybe being set for the purpose. And 
just over the horizon are magazines which 
will be, if I may use the term, “ghost” print- 
ed. No printing surface of any kind will 
ever touch their paper, yet a faithful “im- 
pression will be made. 

At. present most of these new inventions 
and devices are very much in the prelimin- 
ary or experimental stage. But they, give 
every sign of coming fast. This revolution, 
like all others—political, economic, social— 
has had its underlying causes; and their story, 
if one would know why the printing upheav- 
al happened to come at this time, is a basic 
part of the chronicle,  ” 

¢ + + 
Ar the bottom of ali the causes is the plight 
of the publishing industry in the past few 
yeers. For the publisher has been caught, 
as never before in history, in an upward vor- 
tex of rising costs over which he had little 
or no control, 

We have seen the outward evidence of this 
plight in rising costs for printed matter. 
Costs, in the book-field, have gone up 80 to 
90 per cent. in the past few years. But the 
price of books to the readers has risen only 
20 to 25 per cent. Newspaper and magazine 
publishers have been in or nearing similar 
straits, Production costs had an ever-rising 
ceiling. Revenue from subscribers and ad- 


ertisers did not. Obviously, some sort of 
relief must come. 


Meantime, during these stressful years, 
technical advances in the art of printing were 
steadily accumulating. Inventors and re- 
searchers would bring out a new composing 
method one day, a new plate material an- 
other. But, paradoxically, the printers and 
publishers never whole-heartedly availed 
themselves of such technical advances. Some 
of the new inventions and discoveries, of 
course, were tried; but only a meager fraction 
of their possibilities were thoroughly explor- 
ed. 

The bulk of printing was done, fundament- 
ally, as it had been done for hundreds of 
years. One set type, spread ink on it and 
pressed the type and paper against one an- 
other. A result was that the inventions and 
discoveries began piling up like the water 
behind a dam, And meantime, the publish- 
ers’ dilemma was becoming ever worse 
wages, paper and other costs steadily rising. 
The spark that set it off came a year ago. 
This was thé strike of all the composers and 
pressmen of all the néwspapers of Chicago.

(HEREAFTER, the struggle was a drama in 


which the chief actors were often ma- 
chines. One of the first to appear on the 
scene was the Vari-Typer. This is a kind of 
glorified typewriter with interchangeable 
type-faces of 600 sizés and styles, in 50 dif- 
n Including Arabic! But 
what it could do especially for printers was 
to “justify” the lines. That is, it could pro- 
duce an even right-hand margin, as in a 
type-set news column. In Chicago, it found 
a spectacular opportunity to prove its worth. 

The story was first typed in correct column 
widths on the Vari-Typer or (case of the 
Sun-Times) on a similar “justifying type- 
writer” of the International Business: Ma- 
chines Corporation. The columns were then 
pasted up on cardboard the page size of the 
newspaper. Headlines were then pasted 
above — individual large-size letters and 
Scotch tape! Pictures similarly, alongside. 
The page filled, it then had its photograph 
taken. This “picture” of the paste-up was 
then engraved — that is, acid-etched on a 
sheet of zinc. Copies were made, put on the 
press as cylinders, and run. Note here what 
had happenad; the compositor and the form 
make-up. man had been done away with. 
Typesetting had been completely by-passed 
and any stenographer could operate the Vari- 
Typer. In fact the Chicago Tribune used its 
“regular girls around the office.” The pub- 
lishers at first ran into a succession of high- 
voltage headaches. One of these was the 
matter of speed. The papers couldn’t be got 
out as quickly. Then another factor, this time 
a new material, entered the picture with a 
possible solution — the magnesium printing 
plate.

pane magnesium plates, the papers found 

you could banish the time-lag caused by 
making engravings. Old-time photo-engrav- 
ing plates sometimes took over an hour to 
etch. With magnesium, the time from copy 
to full-page-size finished plate was forty-five 
minutes. F 

And the new material turned out to. have 
revolutionary advantage in another réspect, 
weight: one-fourth of zinc, o i of cop- 
per. The usual stereo weigh forty-six 
pounds. In magnesium, it weighed nine. 
Further, where the magnesium reproduced 
a photograph it was superb. The metal was 
finer grained than zine or copper, hence 
printed from a finer engraving, which yield- 
ed sharper detail. 

As the strike continued, the typeless news- 
papers continued to come out regularly, nev- 
er missing a day. Oireulation, rather than 
dropping, increased!—and eventually justify- 
ing typewriters were obtained which typed in 
in newspaper type faces. Then some of the 
newspapers took on a more normal appear- 
ance. f 

One result of these events was that pub- 
lishers, began to flock to Chicago to look at 
what was happening, then went home to Du- 
buque and Albuquerque and started thinking 
and, here and there, experimenting’ in re vo- 
lutlonary methods themselves.

English Pantomime 


(U.K. INFORMATION OFFICE) 


SITORS, to London this Christmas will 
have an opportunity to see some of Bri- 
tain’s famous stars in pantomime—Tommy 
Trinder and Evelyn Laye in “Cinderella” at 
the Palladium, Vic Oliver and Pat Kirkwood 
in Humpty Dumpty”, at the Casino, and 
“Monsewer” Eddie Gray in Babes im the 
Wood” at the Princess Theatre. Pantomimes 
begin on or near Boxing Day and continue 
for a number of weeks. Boxing Day is the 
traditional national holiday which falls on 
the day after Christmas Day, and is so called 
because in earlier times tradesmen used to 
arrive at the door with boxes in whieh the 
householder could put gifts of money, 
Pantomimes are supposed to be entertain- 
ment for children first of all. They are, in- 
deed, based on famous fairy tales which all 
children know. But they are, in fact, enjoy- 
ed just as much by grown-ups, whose tastes 
are catered for just as much as those of the 
little ones. The first pantomime was pre- 
sented in Britain in 1605 at the court of King 


James I of Bngland by Venetian players. It 
was led by a man named Arlecchino, and 
even today the role of Harlequin, with his 
rough horse play, is a character in many 
pantomimes. One of the great masters of the 
art of pantomime was the famous clown 
Grimaldi, who appeared at the beginning of 
the 19th century at the rDuray Lane Theatre, 
London. 

For a time pantomime seemed to lose its 
vitality. At this period came curious panto- 
mimes, such as Harlequin and the Steam 
King, produced with allusion to the building 
of Britains first railways. In the middle of 
the 19th century at the Drury Lane Theatre, 
appeared, E. L. Blanchard, who revolution- 
ized the art. It was he who first made inter- 
esting stories, full of wit and fun, from such 
traditional fairy stories as „Cinderella“, 
“Jack and the Beanstalk”, and “Aladdin”, 
Now, this type of Yuletide entertainment has 
spread all over Britain, and almost every 
provincial city and town has its annual 
pantomime.

Find Sickly Old Man

DETROIT, Dec. 21—(AP).—A 
sickly 71-year-old man, his skull 
crushed by a burglar who ran- 
sacked his home, was found dead 
Monday night by his daughter. 

It was the second burglary- 
slaying in the area within 16 
days. 

The victim was Nichol F. Lang- 
staff, former Racine, Wis., po- 
liceman. The body was discover- 
ed by Mrs. Viola Lenz, 41, in the 
dining room, which had been

The slaying occurred just 10 
blocks from the spot where An- 
thony J. Michalowski, 32, was 
killed by a burglar the night ot 
Dec. 4 while his wjfe looked on. 

The burglar has since con- 
fessed and prosecution is pend- 
ing.

Plan 10-Acre Park 
Opposife City Hall 


TORONTO, Dec. 21.—(CP).—A 
10-acre civic square park, on the 
west side of the city hall, is slow- 
ly taking form, with some $830,- 
000 worth of land already pur- 
chased by the city. The project, 
estimated at $2,000,000, was ap- 
proved in a 1947 referendum. City 
Officials now think the cost will 
be closer to $5,000,000. 

The land already purchased, 
most of it vacant property, com- 
prises about 20 per cent. of- the 
future park area. Still to be 
bought are three hotels, a lumber 
yard, one of Toronto’s larger the- 
atres and dozens of smaller stores, 
restaurants and apartments, 

When all the property has been 
acquired, evictions by the city are 
expected to be made slowly. One 
of the areas to be changed into 
grass, trees and park benches is

Study Economic Weapons 
For Russian ‘Cold War’ 


By JAMES McCOOK. 

LONDON, Dee, 21 — (CP). — 
Britain has started to examine 
the economic weapons available 
for the “cold war” with Russia, 
but hopes she never will have. to 
use them. 

In the Lords and Comomns, 
Opposition members are increas- 
ingly critical of shipments of 
“war potential” to Russia, 

The Marquess of Salisbury, the 
Conservative Leader in the Lords 
said Britain was supplying coun- 
tries “that use us so ill” with 
quantities of goods they desper- 
ately needed. This meant Bri. 
tain has a potential lever “to per- 
suade them to behave with cour- 
tesy and decency towards er 
nations and citizens.” 

Salisbury cited: 

Shipments of Malayan rubber 
to Russia. is product could 
not be readily obtained from any- 
one but Britain. 

Sales of jet engines for mili- 
tary aircraft—“an article which, 
probably, they are not able to 
manufacture for themselves.” 

Machine tools, industrial dia- 
monds, and other essential sr- 
ticles also presumably were being 
gold to Russia. 

“Could not this flow be stop- 
ped pending the ‘adoption of a 
more proper attitude to this 
ountry?” he asked.

—raising the salaries of women 
who qualify as householders and 
then giving the same cost-of- 
living bonus to all teachers. 

“In the first case, the Board 
honors the fact that married per- 
sons have greater financial re- 
sponsibilities; the second move 
doesn’t follow that line of rea- 
soning.” . 

G W. Craw, chdirman of the 
Board’s finance committee, said 
that the arrangements made were 
“not reverse reasonings.” He said 
that the difference between 
maxima for male and female 
teachers gives the advantage. 

An Equal Increase 

“This year’s increase was given 
on the same basis (an equal in- 
crease for all employees) as that 
used by industry, which is the 
basis used as an argument by the 
teachers,” said“Mr. Craw. 

R. H. David, another member 
of the teachers’ delegation, said 
that the male teachers felt they 
had been discriminated against 
with the $200 increase. He 
termed the request for a $500 
jump based on need—not just a 
round figure.”

Coal gas seepage from chim- 
neys of new dwellings built by 
| Housing Enterprises Limited in 
the McKellar St. subdivision was 
reported to the council Monday 
night by. Fire Chief George Smith 
and City Engineer Chalmers, 

Complaints of gas had come to 
him from several homes, Chief 
Smith informed the council. “I 
had one chimney torn down. We 
found it had a metal furnace 
pipe substitute fôr tile or flue 
lining. One tile was used at the 
bottom and two at the top. It was 
recently inspected by the city 
building inspector (Mr. Chal- 
mers), and it was felt that all 
chimneys built without tile or its 
equivalent, six-inch brick, should 
be torn down and rebuilt accord- 
ing to the city’s building by- 
law.” 

The houses of Housing Enter- 
prises Limited were constructed 
by agreement with the city, Mr. 
Chalmers reported. “When the 
construction was started in this 
area in North Monaghan, and 
permits for the construction were 
taken out in the township. 


Between the normal flue tile at 
the bottom and one flue tile at 
the top, projecting out of the 
| chimney, the chimney lining con- 
| sists of aluminum pipe, fitted top 
and bottom to the flue lining. 

These materials were so poorly 
connected that fumes leaked out 
between the metal pipe and the 
brickwork, and. passed through 
the joints of the brickwork. It 
is not known how many chimneys 
are constructed in this manner.” 

City Clerk Outram said: “One 
of the residents of that area came 
into my office this morning. He 
said that coal gas had got into 
his home during the week-end 
and to such an extent that he was 
afraid to leave his family this 
morning, and wondered what he 
could do about it.” 

Ald. Swanston “I think we 
should notify Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation that, all 
these chimneys have got to be 
rebuilt.

Four Roses Mixed 

To develop the species, he ob- 
tained some seed of the Kamchika 
rose, which grows in the extreme 
northeast of Siberia, from Petro- 
grad just before the Russian re- 
volution of 1917. He cross-bred 
the Russian rose with the Cana- 
dian wild rose and further de- 
veloped it by cross-breeding with 
other roses, including a Japanese 
double rose. 

He was educated in his native 
France and attended the famed 
Sorbonne ‘University in Paris as 
well as the University of Lyons. 
In 1904 he became attracted to 
Canada by colonization posters 
which, with pi showed 
how easily $25,000 could be made 
in Canada. 

That decided it. Mr. and Mrs. 
Bugnet came to Canada in 1005 
and in the Fall of that year home- 
steaded at Rich Valley. They 
still have to make the $25,000 but

Clerk Reports 46.9 Per Cent Of Electors 
Used Ballots In Municipal Elections 


City Clerk Outram estimated 
that 46.9% of the electors used 
their ballots at the municipal 
polls Dec, 6, in a report of his 
study of the figures to the coun- 
cil Monday night, 

“In the voting on the hospital 
bylaw, 56.9% of the qualified 
voters used their ballots. 

In the election of aldermanic 
candidates 7,419 voters accepted 
ballots, and only 255 were spoiled 
and could not be counted, The 
cause of these spoiled ballots was 
chiefly “plumping” (voting for 
fewer than the required number 
of four candidates.) 

In the voting on the hospital 
bylaw 4,512 property owners 
used their ballots, and practically 
none of these ballots were spoil- 
ed. 

Another analysis shows that

LONDON, Dec. 22—(AP). — An international industrial

pean continent. A diplomatic 
source who declined to permit 
use of his name or even of his 
nationality, reported this decision 
today as one òf the major accom- 
plishments of a six-country con- 
ference on the future of the Ruhr. 

The conference also has decid- 
ed to set up an international con- 
trol board — with Germany as a 
member—to boss the Ruhr’s pro- 

ction, 
This diplomat said the interna- 
tional board will supervise the 
workings of the police force. The 
police will maintain a periodical 
inspection of the Ruhr plants to 
see that they do not exceed pro- 
duction limits set by the western 
powers. 
Keep Close Watch 

The police will also keep a 
close watch to prevent the Ruhr 
plants from production of war.

The plan has been developed 
during a conference of six west- 
ern powers Britain, the United 
States, France, the Netherlands, 
Belgium and Luxembourg — 
which probably will complete i 
work this week. 
A formal communique may be 


delayed until after Christmas. 

Details of the control board’s 
functions were not disclosed, but 
officials who attended conference 
sessions said they represented 
major concessions to French de- 
mands for close supervision over 
production of the Ruhr, which 
yielded.

Armed Forces 
Awarded 
$10 Boost 


Straight Pay Increase 
Not Cost-Of-Living 
Bonus To Be Used 


“OTTAWA, Dec. 22 (CP)—Pay 
increases for civil servants and 
members of the armed services— 
with top-ranking officers except- 
ed in each case—were announced 
today by the Federal Govern- 
ment, retroactive to Oct. 1. 

New pay scales with increases 
ranging between $10 and $20 a 
month were made public for a 
group of the larger civil service 
classes, and the announcement 
said it was expected rates in 
“most” other classes would be 
boosted. The bulk of the increases 
are of $15 a month. 

For the armed forces, the gov- 
ernment has decided on an in- 
crease of $10 a month for ranks 
up to and including a commander, 
lieutenant-colonel and wing com- 
mander and another $10 a month 
in the marriage allowance. 


Straight Pay Boost 


The increases take the form of 
a straight pay boost, rather than 
the cost-of-living bonus which 
civil servants have been seeking. 
They had asked for about $46 a 
month across the board. 

The raisés announced include 
few employees making more than 
$4,000 a year. However, the gov- 
ernment said “salaries of other 
grades will be reviewed at once 
and revised if necessary.” 

“All classes will be reviewed,” 
said the announcement from 
Prime Minister St. Laurent's of- 
fice, “and it is expected that sal- 
ary rates in most classes will be 
increased.” 

While the government did not 
say how many persons would be 
affected by the increases, it in. 
dicated that eventually most of 
the 116,000 civil servants would 
benefit along with the bulk of 
the 35,000 in the services. 


Cost $25 Million 


The cost is expected to run to 
between $20,000,000 and $25,- 
000,000 a year. 

In addition to undertaking the 
straight salary jumps, the gov- 
ernment said, it also has been de- 
cided to increase “proficiency al- 
lowances” for stenographers to 
overcome a shortage of that type 
of help, 

There was no indication in the 
announcement as to when em- 
ployees would receive their first 
cheques containing new salary 
scales, but it was expected the 
cheques would be prepared as 
soon as possible.

U.S. Plane Coming In 
‘Trying To Make Land 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 22.

TOKYO, Dec. 23—( AP). —-Former Premier Hideki Tojo and 
six other Japanese warlords were hanged today for Japan’s 
crimes against humanity. Tojo was the last to die of the 
three Axis dictators who plunged the world into the most 
bloody war in history.

Sugamo Prison, where they 
had been held for more than 
2½ years — during and after 
their long trial. 

Only Monday the United States 
Supreme Court closed the last 
possible door of escape. 

The United States Army gave 
no details of the hangings. It pro-

The first of the condemned men 
dropped to his death at oné min- 
ute past midnight today (10.01 
a.m.

The hangings were finished by 
35 minutes after midnight. 

Announcement from the army 
public information office said:

23, all seven of the war criminals 
that were condemned by the in- 
ternational military tribunal for 
the Far East were hanged.” 
Utmost Secrecy . 

Utmost secrecy surrounded the 
execution at the prison on strict 
orders from Gen. MacArthur. 

In addition to wartime premier 
Tojo, the other six hanged were: 
Gen. Kenji Doihara, the Manch- 
urian plotter; Koki Hirota, former 
premier; Gen. Seishiro Itagaki, 
former war minister; Gen. Heitaro 
Kimura, chief of the Japanese 
armies in Manchuria; Gen. Iwane 
Matsui, who commanded at the 
rape of Nanking; Lt.-Gen. Akira 
Muto, chief of staff in the Philip- 
pines. ; 

The brief announcement gave 
no other details. 

The army promised, however, 
that details of the last minutes of 
the seven warlords would be made 
public as soon as witnesses could 
be interviewed at the prison, 

Newspaper men were not al- 
lowed to attend. 

The seven were convicted of 
plotting and waging aggressive 
war in the Pacific and the Far 
East. An 11-country Allied trib- 
unal sat in judgment on them for 
2% years.

Sun Cabinet 
Facing 
Peace Moves 


NANKING, Dec. 22 — (CP).— 
A member of China’s new six- 
man Inner War Cabinet said to. 
day Dr. Sun's newly-formed ad- 
ministration accepted the possi- 
bility- of peace with the Com- 
munists. 

But the initiative will have to 
come from a third party — the 
United States, Russia or, possibly 
Britain—this spokesman said. 

Speaking shortly after the new 
administration had been an- 
nounced on being approved by 
President Chiang Kai-Shek, he 
added the government would not 
initiate peace talks. It had been 
formed without reference to the 
issue of war or peace he told a 
reporter. 

Such a question would have to 
be settled by Chiang and the 
Central Counci} of Kuomintang, 
the government party. 

Dr. Sun Fo did not make his 
acceptance to talk peace, he de- 
clared. 

Communist armies to the north 
rambled toward the Yangtze. 
Chiang’s troops were in routh- 
ward retreat. All of North China 
and the area of East. Central 
China north of the Yangtze ap- 
peared doomed. Jumpy Nan- 
king residents fretted. 

In this dark picture, Chiang 
approved a Cabinet selected by 
Premier Sun Fo. The fact the 
Cabinet was approved by Chiang 
was significant. Observers felt 
Chiang showed by this act that 
he was still boss of the Nation- 
alist Government and was not 
about to quit. 

Sun had announced Nationalist 
China would fight on until it 
could secure an honorable peace. 
Then he said there would be 10 
surrender to the Communists. 
Observers felt some sort of deal 
might be offered, Others felt the 
Communists would not want to 
make peace with a government 
headed by Chiang.

Peterborough’s Imaginary 
Federal Building 


The other day we wrote in these 
columns about the crowded and antique 
Post Office which is unhandsomely ours, 
and the need fora new Federal build- 
ing, combining Post Office and Customs 
House, We suggested that Peterborough 
should raise a howl in Ottawa to ensure 
that we have immediately a site, plans 
and a promise to build.

We made the statement knowing that 
an appropriation of $50,000 was made in 
the Supplementary. Estimates of the last 
parliamentary session. We also know 
that there is in existence a pretty pic- 
ture, an architect’s preliminary sketch 
of what Peterborough’s new Federal 
building might look life. We even print- 
ed the picture in this paper about ten 
years ago. We also know that it is gen- 
erally understood that the Dominion 
Government, Which owns property on 
Charlotte Street near Louis, intends to 
build something on it sometime. For a 
score of years, the large lot on the east 
side of George Street and Sherbrooke 
was owned by the Government. For a 
score of years that property was con- 
sidered to be the site of a new Federal 
Building. However, last year the Gov- 
ernment decided that it did not want 
the property, and sold it to the city. This 
year the city sold it to a grocery chain 
store. If our new Federal Building can 
become a grocery store once, it can 
happen again.

Since the Great War of 1914-18 (or 
was it the Boer War of the last cen- 
tury?): Peterborough has been on the 

verge of having a new Federal Build- 
«ing. Peterborough people are not from 
Missouri, but they have learned to out- 
doubt Missourians. We refuse to count 
our chickens before they are hatched. 
The Federal Building will be, in our 
minds, a cracked egg, a castle in Spain, 
or a grocery store, until we see it on an 
architect’s board. We shall not believe 
it until the almost mythical Charlotte 
Street site“ is razed of its present 
buildings and until we see a sign on that 
alleged site: “BEHOLD AND SEE, O 
Citizens of Peterborough.. This Is In 
Truth The Actual Spot Whereon Will Be 
Erected the NEW FEDERAL BUILDING. 
In proof whereof there have been de- 
posited in a glass case in the Public 
Library the following items: (1) a 
signed Award of Contract; (2) the can- 
celled cheque with which has béen pur- 
chased the brick and mortar; (3) King 
George WIS acceptance of the invita- 


tion to lay the corner-stone”....Even 
then we may have private doubts. We 
Shall believe in the Federal Building 
when we see it. Meanwhile, we shall 
continue to preach on the virtues of 
raising a hullabaloo in Ottawa: 


Administration Changes In Our 
Schools 


Last summer Inspector K. 8. Wight- 
man was appointed Peterborough’s first 
Superintendent of Schools. With his 
new duties he continued his inspectoral 
work. His-task was onerous and the in- 
creased administrative problems in an 
expanding school system left him little 
time for the regular visits of classroom 
inspection. A deputy inspector seemed 
necessary. When Mr. Huggins resigned 
last week as Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Board of Education, the Board found a 
way Of more closely relating the offices 
of Superintendent and Secretary-Trea- 
surer, by making Mr. Wightman respon- 
stble for both, and appointing a new 
Inspector of Public Schools. 

Mr. Wightman is therefore now 
Superintendent of the Peterborough 
school system, Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Board of Education, and, because of 
a sensible regulation of the Ontario 
Legislature, Chief Inspector. An im- 
pressive amount of authority and con- 
trol has thus been delegated to him by 
the Board of Education. We believe that 
he will use it wisely and to the benefit 
of pupils, teachers and the Board who 
represent the citizens. He has already 
demonstrated his capacity for work, 
careful decisions and informed counsel. 

The Board has not abrogated its 
rights to Mr. Wightman, for apart from 
purely pedagogical duties, all matters of 
policy, the hiring of teachers, and the 
spending of money still rest finally with 
the Board. Peterborough is not unique in 
combining three offices into one. Lon- 


don and Chatham have men who fill 
Mr. Wightman’s triple role, and other 


cities are following suit. 

Some criticism may be directed 
against the Board for its speedy action 
in naming Mr. P. D. Windrim, present 
principal of the Prince of Wales School, 
Inspector of Public Schools. It may be 
said that there are other men, both local 
and outside, who should have been con- 
sidered for the position. However, the 
Board did have to take some action in 
the matter of securing an assistant to 
Mr. Wightman, and the resignation of 
Mr. Huggins made quick action un- 
avoidable. The Board is not unaware of 
other men than Mr. Windrim who- are 
qualified as Inspectors, and Mr. Wind- 
him was not picked out of a hat. He is 
fully qualified, has served the Board 
faithfully and vigorously as teacher and 
principal of a school, and is still a com- 
paratively young man. The way in which 
during the last dozen years he has 
equipped himself academically and pro- 
fessionally for an advanced position 
cannot help but recommend him to the 
Board and the citizens generally. It is 
certain that he will work in close har- 
mony with Mr. Wightman.

Penny Postage For A Prince 

Penny post is as dead as a dodo be- 
cause of two wars and the reduced 
value of the penny. True, Canada made 
an attempt to restorg a two-cent letter 
rate in 1928, but it did not survive the 
Depression. We mention the matter now, 
because it was exactly fifty years ago 
that imperial Penny Post was intro- 
duced between Canada and Britain: 
Christmas Day, 1898—58 years after 
Rowland Hill won his fight for Penny 
Postage in Britain (1840). ‘ 

The introduction of Imperial Penny 
Post in 1898 has a good story connected 
with it, which explains why the new 
rate was initiated on Christmas Day. 
The Duke of Norfolk was then Post- 
master-General. When he told Queen 
Vietorla that penny postage was to be 
introduced with Canada, she asked on 
what. day it would come into force. 
“We thought of the Prince’s birthday”, 
replied the Duke, referring to the Prince 
of Wales, later Edward VII, who was 
born on November 9th. < 

Queen Victoria did not like even her 
eldest son and heir to have too much 
deference paid him; furthermore, “The 
Prince” meant in her widowed ears, 
Albert, the Prince Consort. She asked 
the Duke in her iciest tones: “What 
Prince?” The Duke was quick-witted as 
well as a courtier. “The Prince of Peace 
—on Christmas Day”. So the new rate 
became effective on December 25th, 
1898.

Royal Dynasty 


(P. W. MONTAGUE-SMITH IN SUNDAY TIMES, LONDON). 


"TEE birth of a child to an Heiress Presump- 
tive to the Throne has been an exceeding- 
ly rare event in our long history. The first 
occasion was when Matilda, daughter of 
Henry I and widow of the Emperor Henry V 
of Germany, gave birth to a son, afterwards 
Henry II, by her second husband, Geoffrey, 
Count of Anjou. But in those days the suc- 
cession to the Throne was by no means as- 
sured. 

The second occasion was on June 19, 1566, 
when Mary Queen of Scots, the undeclared 
Heiress Presumptive to the English Throne, 
gave birth to Prince James of Edinburgh 
Castle. Cecil interrupted Queen Elizabeth 
when she was dancing after supper at Green- 
wich Palace, and whispered the news to her. 
She received it coldly, commenting with bit- 
terness that The Queen of Scots is the moth= 


er of a fair son whilst I am but a barren |

whilst Heiress to the Throne was Queen 
Anne, but none of her many offspring sur- 
vived childhood. Anne had married Prince 
George of Denmark, and it is an interesting 
fact that the Duke of Edinburgh is a member 
of the same Royal House. Although it is pre- 
sumably certain that the name of Windsor 
will be retained for our Royal House in the 
same way as the House of Orange is perpetu- 
ated in the Netherlands, where there has 
been a double descent in the female line, and 
as the name of Romanov was retained in Rus- 
sia despite female descent, the descendants 
of Princess Elizabeth will paternally be of 
the ancient House of Sleswig-Holstein-Son- 
derburg-Glucksburg. 


Christian IX of Denmark, father of Queen 


Alexandra, and great-grandfather of the 
Duke of Edinburgh, as a Prince of Glucks- 
burg could trace his descent in the male line 
back to Christian III, who was reigning in 
Denmark when Henry VIII was on the Eng- 
lish Throne. The Glucksburgs, a branch oi 
the Oldenburg dynasty, are the oldest Royal 
House in Europe still continuing in the male 
line. They have ruled in Denmark since 
1448, exactly 500 years ago. From a small 
beginning, their branches spread far and 
wide; for not only were scions of the family 
chosen as Kings of G. and Norway, but 
another branch of thé Oldenburgs became 
Tsars of Russia, by marriage with the Ro- 
manov heiress, 

When William the Conqueror was ruling 
here, Hojo, a Frisian, became Count of Olden- 
burg by marrying the heiress of a previous 
Count, whose traditional descent from Wite- 
kind the Great of Saxony, the fierce heathen 
opponent of Charlemagne, is shared by our 
present Royal House. In the early 15th cen- 
tury a descendant made an imporiant match 
with the sister and heiress of the powerful 
Duke Adolph VIII of Holstein. When King 
Christopher of Denmark died suddenly with- 
out issue, the Throne was offered to Adolph, 
who rather surprisingly declined it, saying 
that he considered his age of 87 too old for 
such a responsibility. His young nephew 
Christian of Oldenburg was then unanimous- 
ly accepted as the new Sovereign. 

On the Duke of Edinburgh’s mother’s side, 
it is an interesting fact that the Mountbattens 
derive from the same origin as one of our 
greatest baronial houses, the Percys of 
Northumberland. Josceline of Louvain 
(whose sister Adelicia married Henry 1) set- 
tled in England and married the Percy heir- 
ess, his sons subsequently taking their moth-

Expecting Peppery Session |4 Men Stabbed 
With Drew As PC Leader

OTTAWA, Dec, 22 — (OP) — 


Political observers here look for 
a peppery session of parliament in 
the wake pf George Drew’s by- 
election victory in Carleton con- 
stituency. 

The win gives Mr. Drew a seat 
in the commons where he will as- 
sume full status as leader of the 
official opposition. With a gen- 
eral election in the offing—pos- 
sibly next October—he and his 
Progressive Conservative sup- 
porters are expected to belabor 
the Liberal government at every 
turn-in the legislative road. 

The date for the sessional open- 
ing has not yet been disclosed, 
but it is thought Likely that Prime 
Minister St. Laurent will make 
the announcement within the next 
day or s0..

Simple, 
isn’t it? 

The Undetermined Type 

In direct contrast to the first 
type is its antithesis—the deter- 
mined type. All men (and a sur- 
prising number of women) are 
in this group. 

Most of them begin the season 
about the middle of November. 
They mumble something at home 
or the office, or factory about, 
“Think TH do my Christmas 
shopping real early this year... 
save all that bother and fuss 
when everybody's rushing 
around. 

These noble sentiments, of 
course, are then laid in cold stor- 
age until advertisements begin 
to relentlessly chalk the num- 
ber of shopping days until Christ- 
mas”... 10...9..:8..+7...6.... 
About this time, our shop-early- 
and-avoid-the-rush devotee feels 
the truth of his month-old’ reso- 
lution coming to the fore He 
lets a couple of days more slide 
by, then plunges dizzily into the 
waves of fellow-undeterminates. 

Let’s follow one of them as he 
struggles through the annual 
holocaust of Yuletide pur- 
chas es. 

He starts bravely, with pencil 
and paper, “jotting down” (as he 
tells himself -hopefully) the 
names of those who are fo re- 
ceive the tokens of his largess. 
This effort soon bogs down. 
Twirling thumbs, biting pencil, 
doodling, tearing papem every 
known aid to mental activity 
fails. Giving up, he tells himself 
that “when I get there and see 
what they have, I can judge bet- 
ter.. Heaven knows his judg- 
ment couldn’t be worse! 

So, into the mad world of 
Christmas shoppers he goes. 
At The Crowd’s Mercy 
a This type seems particularly

adept at causing a maximum of 
confusion In stores and producing 
the minimum results. Bundled in 
winter overcoat and other acces- 
sories, he is always the person 
who pushes his cane in your eye, 
knocks down a carefully-arrang- 
ed display stand, shoves his el- 
bow into the candy counter while 
he mournfully hunts for the toy 
department (which is invariably 
at the other side of the store). 

He is the man who disarrays 
20 feet of counter goods, then 
buys an eighty-five cent item 
which was under his nose all the 
time. Muttering unkind things 
about “these messy women shop- 
pers,” he manages to create more 
chaos than a whole battalion of 
the defamed females, who, in the 
meantime, calmly get what they 
want. 

With typical male conceit, he 
assumes that every salesgirl must 
take a keen, prolonged and clair- 
voyant interest in his gifts, the 
persons who are to receive them, 
and his personal views about 
“this whole darn racket of 
Christmas shopping.” He appar- 
ently expects the girl to know all 
the intimate likes and dislikes of 
his listed names. 

“What? That thing? For Aunt 
Mabel? Heaven forbid! She hates 
that kind of glassware... . 
Goodness, no! Barbara already 
has one of those! . . . That? Of 
course not! Fred hasn’t the slight- 
est interest in that sort of 
book. . . ' And so on down the 
list. Each vomment is given in a 
tone which‘implies that the clerk 
is slandering the dear ones. If 
this furore produced desirable 
results, there might be some jus- 
tification for it. But, no. The un- 
determined type always seems to 
go to great pains to select the 
most outlandish and unsuitable 
offerings to foist upon those who 
must receive them with wooden 
smiles and forced gratitude. 

Aunt Mabel (he should have 
known, even if the salesgirl 
didn’t) already has dozen of fancy 
salt-and-pepper sets; Barbara 
would have liked that purse 
(which he passed over in scorn 
at the suggestion) and hasn’t the 
slightest notion of wearing the 
gaudy gee-gaw our U.T. picked; 
Fred had secretly hoped he would 
receive that anthology our friend 
spurned, and—with equal secrecy 
—firmly believes the shirt he got 
was created by a surrealist on a 
binge. 

The Regular Type ` 

It must not be assumed that all 
shoppers are one of the two ex- 
tremes mentioned. A great mass 
of people are just like you and 
me (we tell ourselves)—a com- 
bination of the determined and 
the undetermined types. They are 
the people who get a kick- out of 
the muddle of it all. 

For the majority of these, the 
heart is still there and the spirit

is battered, but intact. It takes 
more than a few hectic hours 
shoving in stores and streets and 
buses, more than interminable 
lists of cards, more than internal 
wrangling about “the right thing 
to get” for So-and-So, to damp- 
en the ardor of most of us. 

It all seems to be worth while 
on Christmas Day. 

The jostling, short tempers, in- 
convenience, doubt and expense 
are forgotten as the aura of giv- 
ing covers the errors, omissions 
and misjudgments of the average 
shopper. It may be a walking- 
sunset tie from Aunt Priscilla; or 
an outlandish wall ornament of 
dubious taste or a useless trinket; 
or some other wholly unsuitable 
and inappropriate present. 

That’s part of the routine of our 
civilized, commercialized, crazy- 
quilt Christmas celebrations. 
Most of us may feel, like the 
above undetermined type, that 
“it’s all q racket now,“ but the 
old-fashioned ideals of a gift for 
the joy of the giving hangs on

Six convictions under the 
Game and Fisheries Act were

William Davis of the River Rd.

season set. He was fined $50 and 
$2.50 costs and court orders were 
given for confiscation of the 
beaver, six traps and an auto- 
matic rifle. Value of the equip- 
ment taken by the crown from 
Davis is about $60. 

The charge was laid by Game 
and Fisheries Overseer Robert H. 
Trotter of Apsley. Davis had 
been caught with the beaver in 
Burleigh Township while Over- 
seers Trotter and C. S. Windsor 
of Peterborough were on routine 
patrol, inspecting beaver houses. 
They found the traps of the ac- 
cused set and waited until his 
return. Davis, they said, had the 
beaver slung over his shoulder 
when he was caught. 

For unlawfully transporting a 
deer which had been killed and 
which did not have the metal tag 
provided with the licence, Hil- 
liard E. Crowe of Lakefield was 
fined $20 and 82.50 costs. The 
charge was laid by Overseer 
Windsor.

Allow Britain 
Draw On Loan 


OTTAWA, Dec. 22 — (CP) — 
Further withdrawals from the re- 
maining portion of the Canadian 
eredit grant to Britain will be 
authorized early in 1949, it was 
learned Monday night on good 
authority. 

Withdrawals on the $1,250,000,- 
000 credit authorized two years 
ago were frozen when the outflow 
of dollars became too swift for 
Canada’s economy to absorb and 
Canada was forced into an aus- 
terity program of her own at the 
end of 1947. 

The balance remaining at that 
time was $240,000,000. There was 
never any suggestion that the 
credit would be cancelled, and it 
has been gerally known that 
further withdrawals might be 
authorized shortly. Withdrawals 
in 1947 were at a much higher 
rate than anticipated when the 
grant was authorized. 

It was no surprise, therefore, 
that when the United Kingdom’s 
four-year economy plan was an- 
nounced in London Monday it 
took into account further with- 
drawals from the Canadian cred- 
it without mentioning any 
amount.

Poultry Stuffings 
Can Vary 
For a Nice Change 


Choice of a fowl for the Christ- 
mas dinner will have gone by the 
board by now—we hope. Arrival 
of the turkey, choice plump capon 
goose or duck is now subject to 
the whims of the delivery agent. 
The cook has only to decide on 
the type of dressing to be used 
to enhance the bird and add to 
the taste treat in store. 

Many will be filled with the 
same familiar formula —. bread 
crumbs, sage and onion, than 
which there is no finer dressing 
But something different for a 
change will create a increased 
amount of interest when the carv- 
ing is going on. Sweet potato, 
sausage and oyster stuffing, might 
fill up the nice brown turkey. 
Duck or goose would be im- 
mensely improved with an or- 
ange, celery and apple, and raisin 
or current jelly stuffing. Chicken 
demands a more subtle flavor 
and celery and almonds fits the 
till. 

To fill the cavity in a 12 to 
15 pound turkey, two loaves of 
bread at least a day old will be 
needed. Stuff loosely as the dress- 
ing will expand while cooking, 
and be sure to stuff the neck 
cavity too. 

Sage and Onion Stuffing , 

In making the sage and onion 
stuffing, saute a small onion in 
butter or part bacon fat and but- 
ter or a clear beef dripping, since 
butter is so expensive. It will 
require about % cupful melted 
fat. Add % cupful fine cut celery, 
% cup finely cut apple, one table- 
spoon finely "minced parsley and 
two teaspoons powdered sage, 
with salt and pepper to taste. 
Toss the bread crumbs lightly 
in this mixture until every crumb 
is buttered. A little hot water 
may be needed to bind but watch 
out for sogginess or over season- 
ing. 

Sausage Stuffing ` 

2 loaves of white stale bread 

% teaspoon thyme 

1 tablespoon minced parsley. 

1 teaspoon grated lemon rind. 

1 good gized onion, minced fine

The oyster liquor is used 
for part of the moisture instead 
of all melted butter. 

Chestnut Stuffing 
(For Roast Chicken) 

1 Ib. chestnuts. 

8 tablespoons melted butter. 

2 cups bread crumbs, 

1 teaspoon salt. 

1 teaspoon minced parsley. 

14 teaspoon pepper. 

To prepare the chestnuts cut % 
inch gash in the flat side of each 
nut and place them in a deep fry- 
ing pan with % teaspoon olive oil 
to each cupful of nuts. Stir over 
heat for at least 5 minutes, then 
place them in the oven at 400F 
for 10 minutes, when they will be 
teady to shell and skin. Cover the 
shelled and skinned nuts with 
boiling salted water and cook 
until tender—20 minutes or more.

The note stated that the two 
men would be tried before an in- 
ternational tribunal constituted 
by the Ethiopian government with 
a majority of non-Ethloplan 
judges, Legal principles and pro- 
cedure would be the same as t 
adopted at Nurenberg.

Seven Babies Smother 
Too Many Bedcloths 


WINNIPEG, Dec. 23 — (CP)— 
The natural instinct of mothers 
for the comfort of their babies in 
the cold weather has now 
created a hazard which has ex- 
acted a toll of infant lives in 
Greater Winnipeg in the last 10 
days. The weather has been in- 
termittently sever, 

Seven infants died from as- 
phyxiation by bedclothes or the 
regurgitation of food since De- 
cember 13. Provincial Coroner 
I. O. Fryer, terming their deaths 
“alarming, exceptional and the 
most in such a short time in re- 
cent years,” has attributed the 
fatalities. in part to the bundling 
of children in too many clothes 
when they are put out for fresh 
air. 

He estimated that in 1947 there 
were nearly 30 infant deaths at- 
tributable to asphyxia from these 
two causes plus bronchial pneu- 
monia. 

So far this year about 15 babies 
had died in this way. Dr. Fryer 
said one solution to the problem 
would be the careful watching of 
small babies after feeding. He 
said no soft pillows should be 
used which might smother in- 
fants by forcing regurgitated food 
back into their mouths.

Vichy Official 
First Acquitted 


PARIS, Dec. 23 —(AP)—The 
French high court of justice, cre- 
ated to try former Vichy officials, 
Wednesday night returned its 
first verdict of not guilty. 

Marcel Bernard Peyrouton was 
acquitted of treason charges. 

The jury deliberated 46 min- 
utes. 

Peyrouton, like most former 
Vichy ministers, was accused of 
“intelligence with the enemy” 
and therefore risked the firing 
squad. 

He had served from 1940 to 
1942 as general secretary of po- 
lice, Interior minister and Vichy 
ambassador to Argentina. 

During Peyrouton's three-day 
trial many witnesses, including 
Gen. Maxime Weygand, testified 
in his favor. 

Peyrouton was the man who 
arrested Pierre Laval, Vichy chief 
of state, on the eve of the transfer 
to the tomb of Les Invalides of 
the body of the Duke of Reich- 
stadt, son of Napoleon. 

This ceremony was organized 
by the Germans under specific or- 
ders from Hitler. It was meant to 
be the beginning of new era of 
collaboration. It failed complete- 
lv, however, as Marshal Petain, 
Vichy chief, did not go to Paris 
at the fime and Laval could not 
leave, since he was under house 
arrest.

Wales Planning 
Power Project 


LONDON, Dec. 23 (Reuters)— 

British electricians hope to har- 
ness the water power of moun- 
tainous North Wales in one of the 
greatest hydro-electric projects 
ever planned in the United King- 
dom. 
The output of 520,000,000 units 
of electricity a year would ine 
cre we Jive-fold the present gen- 
erating capacity of North Wales 
and save about half a million tens 
of coal a year. 

If agreement is reached with 
local authorities six new hydro- 
electric projects will be construct- 
ed at a cost of £ 20,000,000 ($80,- 
000,000). 

Special efforts will be made to 
preserve the amentities of the 
country, which is one of the most 
beautiful areas of Britain. 

“The various hydraulic works 
can be blended quite effectively 
with the surrounding countryside 
and the artificial lakes which are 
formed can be additional attrac- 
tion to the scenery,” a spokesman 
for the nationalized electricity 
authority said. 

While the larger plan is still 
taking shape, work will proceed 
on extensions to two existing hy- 
dro-electric stations in the area, 
to be completed in about two 
years at a cost of £623,000.

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Aggressive Holland 

The Dutch East Indian possessions 
have long been the richest gems in The 
Netherlands’ crown. It lost them during 
the war to the Japs. After the war it 
lost much territory’ to the Indonesians 
who set up a Republic. During the last 
two years agreements have been reach- 

d alld not acted on, made and broken, 
by both the Indonesians and the Dutch. 
It was thought that through the good 
offices of the U.S.A. and U.N., a fair and 
acceptable ‘distribution of sovereignty 
and territory had finally been achieved. 
The Dutch have militantly dispelled 
that notion. On Sunday they invaded 
the Indonesian Republic in Java and 
Sumatra by air, sea and land. 

— * * 


Most ot the western world will un- 
hesitatingly call it invasion and aggres- 
sion. The Dutch claim that they are 
merely forestalling & planned January 
Indonesian attack on Dutch territory in 
the Islands. They also seem unwilling 
to recognize the new Republic except as 
a puppet, subordinate state, a mild con- 
cession’ to East Indian nationalism. 
When the ‘Republic shows signs of want- 
ing to be or likely to become more than 
that, the Dutch recoil in amazement, 
hurt surprise and dismay, and then un- 
wind again in an attack. ? 

. * * 

It is easy to understand the Dutch 
motives. They have been excellent col- 
onial administrators. It may well be that 
under Dutch governors all Indonesia 
would flourish economically and socially 
better than under complete self-gov- 
ernment. The rubber, oil, spices, cotton 
and food crops of the East Indian Em- 
pire have given profitable occupation to 
Duteh sons for four hundred years and 
have been a large element in the 
Dutch standard of living — which was 
the highest in Euicpe before the recent 
war, The Netherlands lose much if they 
lose Indonesia. 

. * * 

Nevertheless, the twentieth century is 
not a colonial age, and the best colonial 
administration cannot fulfill the aspira- 
tions of a vigorous, nationalistic people 
except by giving up its authority. The 
Dutch Government should heed the 
words of Pandit Nehru, Prime Minister 
of India: 

“We are pledged to end the alien dom- 
ination of Asia. Though we cannot give 
the Indonesian Republic effective aid 
now, we cannot remain idle spectators. 
No one can prevent the tide of independ- 
ends in Asiatic countries. Our foreign 

policy is that no foreign power should 
rule over any Asiatic country. 


Bi-Lingual Ontario 
Last Sunday Cardinal McGuigan 
opened a new six-room school in Tor- 
onto, the Sacred Heart School. It has 
the distinction of being the only school 
in, Ontario’s capital which conducts 
classes in both English and French. Bi- 
lingual instruction in a Toronto ele- 
mentary school is not an inriovation, 
for the new school replaces a smaller 
one which had been in operation for 
sixty years. About 240 children of 
French descent will attend it. 
* . * 

Ontario, like the rest of Canada, is 
Officially bi-lingual, but nearly all the 
citizens who have both French and 
English om their tonguest are French- 
Canadian. English-Canadians have not 
bothered to learn French except as a set 
of grammatical rules. The new bi- 
lingual schoolin Toronto will not alter 
the situation, for it is for French-Can- 
adian children. There are, however, 
signs that Ontario is becoming less 

` antagonistic to the French language. 
One reason is that there 400,000 
people of French descent now living in 
the province, Another is that French in- 
struction in our secondary schools seems 
to be improving. The most important is 
that Ontario is becoming less bigoted, 
and realizing that Quebec is also a loyal 
part of Canada. Ontario folk now know 


that the prime loyalty is to Canada and 


not to “the Old COE ae 
Ontario.

Freer Trade 
We have. had some bright figures 
from Ottawa recently. The Treasury 
reports a surplus of more than $560,- 
000,000 as of the end-of November, The 
official reservés of gold and U.S. dollars 
have increased to $854,900,000, which is 
impressive considering how low they 
were in October a year ago when the 
embargoes and bans were imposed. Our 
balance of trade with the U.S, is still 
unfavourable. In October the deficit was 
$9,700,000. However, that need not worry 


us too much, for Canada is usually in 
the red with the U.S. It is only when the 
deficit reaches the heights of a year ago 
October ($86,200,000 for that month 
alone) that our -financial and trading 
situation becomes precarious. Many of 
the drdstic restrictions imposed in 
October of 1947 have been lifted, and 
now that we have sufficient American 
dollars in the federal pot to allow ffeer 
trade, other barriers against imports are 
to be removed on January ist. » 

The removal of the import ban on a 
considerable list of consumer goods will 
benefit the building, industry, may 
soften prices a little in Canada since 
Canadian manufacturers are liable to 
face increased competition from the 
U.S., and will stimulate British trade 
with Canada. Artificial barriers to trade 
are seldom signs of economic health; in 
fact, they are usually imposed when 
something has gone wrong with the 
trading system. It is good that Canada’s 
condition now permits of their removal. 


The Pay Of Doctors And Clowns 


A writer in the London Daily Tele- 
graph says that in Soviet Russia a star 
clown gets six times the pay of a state 
doctor. Tush! Tush! Are we supposed to 
think that therefore the Soviet Union 
has no sense of the fitness of things? 
How wicked to put funny-men at 6,000 
rubles a month and the medical bene- 
factors of humanity at a lowly 1,000! 
Is it not more blessed to cure with a 
scalpel than to kill with laughter? 

Even in the western world the art of 
the clown is often éonsidered as good 
medicine as the potions of a doctor. And 
are there not more good doctors than 
there are good clowns? It is no dis- 
paragement of the medical profession 
to say that skilled doctors are a dime- 
a-dozen compared with great clowns. 
How many Charlie Chaplins and Harry 
Lauders are there in a generation? We 
need the clowns, and even in the west- 
ern world, pay the few Lauders and 
Chaplins considerably more than we pay 
our general practitioners. 

The difference between the Russian 
and western system is one of degree, not 
of kind. The top clowns in Russia get 
less than $300 a month, the state doc- 
tors $55 a month. Fred Allen does pot 
work for $300, ror our G.P.’s for $55. 


Disliking No One 


The Right Honourable W. L. Mac-. 


‘kenzie King, M.P. for Glengarry, cele- 
brated his seventy-fourth birthday on 
Friday. He said: “It is a great reward to 
be able to look back over a long and 
eventful life, with few regrets, and dis- 
liking no one”. It is a virtuous thing 
to disliké no one, but we suspect that 
that kind of virtue is possessed only by 
old men or nincompoops. Mr. King, be 
it noted, called his ability to dislike no 
one a “reward” of a long, eventful life, 
not the cause of a successful one. In his 
younger days he, a man of no mean 
ability or feeble character, had a strong 
personal animus for many people. One 
reason for his success may have been 
his capacity to hate, and to transform 
that into a force which raised him up 
the political ladder over the prostrate 
bodies of people whom he had disliked. 
Love may move the world, but it is the 
people who get your goat that spur 
individuals into action.

S late as the-5th century there was ño 

general Christian celebration of thë na- 
tiviiy of vesus, and a variety of opinion about 
the proper date for it: Januaty 6th, March 
25th, or December 28th. About 400 A. D., the 
Christians in Rome began observing Decem- 
ber 25th, whieh had been the date of a pagan 
festival. Syrian and Armenian Christians 
clung to January 6th. in Britain, December 
25ta was a festival long before Christianity 
came to the island. According to the Ven- 
erable Bede the pagans called it “mother’s 
nignt, by reason, we suspect, of the céremion- 
ies which in that night-long vigil they per- 
formed”. 

Caristmas (Christ's Mass’) became joyous, 
everpoisterous in the Middle Ages, as early 
carols reveal. During the Puritan regime 
of Cromwell (1649-166u) the law forbade the 
celebration of Caristmas. Charies II revived 
the feast, but the Sets adhered to the Puri- 
tan ban. It is partly for tnis reason, and 
partiy because of the French infiuence in 
Scottish history, that Christmas is not a great 
testive day in scotland. There, as in France, 
New Year's Way is the time for wassail.

LL the so-called Christmas carols are not 

carols; in fact, most of the ones sung at 
carol services are not carols at ali: they are 
Cnristmas hymns—like “On Come All Ye 
Faitntul” (a quite modern hymn, for both 
Latin woras and the music are probably 
eigateenth century) and “silent Night” (a 
German nymn composed 130 years ago). Of 
course, a song aces not become a carol when 
it becomes antique. Tne Oxford Book of 
Carols aetines carols as “songs with a re- 
ligious impuise that are simple, hilarious, 
popular and modern”. The word “carol” has 
a dancing or.gin, aeriving from the Italian 
“carola’—a ance in a rng, and medieval 
Latin chorula —a dance to the flute. A real 
carol is gay, genial, sometimes ecclesiasticai- 
ly improper, sometimes ungrammatical. Since 
taey are numanistic, not liurgical, there are 
no ancient carols—none earlier than 1400, or 
even 1450. Because they are not starchy, 
stuffy, or studious, few carols have been 
written since the eigateenth century.

Rest You Merry, Gentlemen“. Tnat line is,

College Entrance Regulations

LONDON, Dec. 23 — (CP). — 
Overcrowding at British uni r- 
sities has aroused fears that the 
teaching standards will suffer. As 
a result entrance regulations may 
be revised. 

The present policy of making 
university training open to all 
young men and women able to 
profit by it has almost doubl 
university population and ca 
“quite a serious deterioration in 
the standards of university life,” 
says a report by the University 
Grants Committee on university 
development between 1935-1947, 

To meet the changed situation 
the committee urges a policy that 


1—Keep university doors open 
for the best without “embellish- 
mediocrity.” 
crease ‘accommodation, 
lack of which is seriously affect- 
teaching and “atmosphere.” 
Leave universities as auton- 
omous as possible despite the in- 
creasing responsibility for their 
financing 
In 1 a government survey 
said the existing student popula- 
tion of 50,000 should number 90, 
000 within 10 years, with a dou- 
bled output of graduates in sci- 


ences Nana technology. There was 
to be a general shift in emphasis 
to these from arts and cultural 
studies. 

Within two years under-grad- 
uates.in the technical fields have 
doubled and the overall univér- 
sity figure already is 83,000. 

Government grants, which in 
1935 accounted for only 34 per 
cent of university revenues, now 
provide 52 per cent and by 1900 
8 to amount to 60 per 
cen 

An average of seven of every 
10 British university students 
now receive financial aid. At 
Oxford and Cambridge this year’s 
figure is “more than eight in 10.”

Stevens Given 3 Years | 
For Thefts and Break-ins 


Three years in Kingston Penitentiary has efided a series of 


and cottage entries in eastern 


Ontario within the last month. Twenty-one-year-old David 


Albert Stevens of RR 1, Cod- 
rington, who pleaded guilty to 
eight charges last week and 
two more charges today, receiv- 


ed sentence here from Magistrate 
W. R. Philp, KC. 


Brief police evidence was given 
to the court, outlining the offences 
committed by Stevens. The ac- 
cused asked no questions of the 
witnesses, and made no state- 
ment before or after sentence was 
passed. 

Provincial Constable George 
|Coling of Brighton told of two 
car thefts late in November— 
one in Cobourg, the car of Nor- 
man Fitchett, and the second one 
the following day at Brighton, the 
car of the Rev. E. Lemon. The 
Fitchett car had been recovered 
in Brighton before the loss of the 
Lemon car was reported. 

Six of the charges wehe re- 
viewed by Provincial Constable 
Roger Andrew of Kingston. These 
included theft of the car of H. 
R. Amys in Kingston Township 
on November 26. It was recover- 
ed four days later outside the 
cottage of E.; A. Gledhill near 
Sharbot Lake, The Gledhill cot- 
tage had been broken into and 
canned goods—stolen from the 
store of J. M. Bertrim near Tich- 
borne—were found in it.

Carelessness Of Detail 
Blamed In Crashes 


WASHINGTON, Dec. -23—(AP) 
Erne United States Civil Aero- 
nautics Bosrd said Wednesday 
that lack of attention to detail by 
the airplane manufacturer, the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration 
and the airlines contributed to 
two plane accidents, one of which 
killed 52 persons. 

The board in a final report on 
the accidents said the probable 
cause of both was the burning of 
gasoline which entered the cabin 
heaters through air intake scoops 
as a rë of fuel tank over- 
flow. That finding had been dis- 
closed some months ago. 

The acciderts involved Douglas 
DC-6 four-cengine transports. The 
first oceurred at Bryce Canyon, 
Utah, Oct. 24, 1947 when a United 
States Airlines plane crashed. 
Fifty-two persons Including a 
crew of six were killed. 

The second Involved an Ameri- 
can Airlines plane which landed 
at Gallup, N.Mex., Nov. 11, 1947, 
after a serious fire in the belly 
of the ship. No one was injured,

MerchantMarine 
Suffering 
From Bad Slump 


OTTAWA, Dec.. 23 — (CP)— 
Canada’s deep-sea merchant mar- 
ine is running into heavy weath- 


er. 

Shrinking world cargo tonnage 
and sharpening competition have 
been causing the deep-sea opera- 
tors—whose fleet was built up 
hugely during the second world 
war—to break out distress flags. 

And while federal authorities 
are determined that the fleet is to 
survive, the expectation in in- 
formed quarters here is that it will 
have to trim its sails to do 80. 

There now are 166 Canadian- 
flag vessels in the deep-sea trade, 
of a total gross tonnage of 1,211, 
000. The next couple of years 
may see this whittled to a more 
compact 75 or so ships of perhaps 
half the existing tonnage. 

In recent months several fac- 
tors have started to operate 
against Canada: 

1, Rebuilding of vessels to the 
point where authorities feel the 
world’s tonnage now is too high in 
relation to the available traffic. 

2. Higher costs of running Can- 
adian ships by comparison with 
those of such maritime nations as 
the United Kingdom and the 
Scandinavian countries. 

3. Shortage of hard money, 
which impels non-dollar countries 
to move their cargoes in vessels 
other than Canada’s dollar ships. 

4. The fact that much of Can- 
ada's war-built tonnage is slow 
and relatively obsolescent against 
the new vessels coming off the 
ways of other countries. : 


U.S. Hit Too 


Canada’s is not the only merch- 
ant marine hit by the post-war 
doldrums. The United States, 
whose shins have even higher 
operating costs than Canada’s, al- 
ready has laid up at least 1,000 
vessels from her big wartime 
fleet. Others are operating on 
stibsidies—which Canada does not 
furnish. 

In Canada, though operators are 
feeling the pinch of slackened 
business, ships are not being de- 
commissioned as yet. However, a 
number are being sold abroad 
with a view to their eventual re- 
placement by more modern craft. 

This is being done under a plan 
of the Canadian Maritime Com- 
mission whereby war-built Park“ 
ships now may be disposed of to 
foreign buyers provided the pro- 
ceeds are put in escrow to pay 
for new tonnage from Canadian 
shipyards. Before the plan went 
into effect this year, the Park 
ships had to be held under Can- 
adian registry.

To Please Gourmet 
Cook Turkey 
With French Touch 


The Christmas holiday means 
turke, 

Here is a famous French chef's 
method of cooking turkey. 

A few hours ahead of time, pre- 
pare a broth for the dressing and 
basting of the turkey. Ingredients 
for broth and dressing. The neck, 
liver, heart and gizzard of the 
turkey, 2 large onions, 2 heads of 
celery, one quart of- col dwater, 
a sprig of parsley, 8 ounces of 
butter, dry bread, one teaspoon 
of powdered sage and salt and 
pepper to tase. To make broth 
chop celery leaves fine, cut the 
stalks and hearts into half-inch 
squares. Place half of the celery 
in a pot with a quart of cold wat- 
er. (Reserve the other half for 
the diessing). Add the gizzard, 
cut into 3 pieces, the neck, liver 
and heart, one large white onion, 
chopped fine, parsley chopped, 
salt and pepper. Cover and sim- 
mer for 3 hours. 

Dressing: Strain broth through 
colander. Reserve onion and cel- 
ery. Pick meat from neck and 
chop together with the giblets. 
In a skillet, slowly melt butter 
the size of an egg (about 2 
ounces). Brown one large white 
onion, chopped. Add chopped 
neck meat and giblets, and brown 
over slow fire. Then add ingrede- 
ients strained out of the broth, 
the reserved chopped celery, dry 
bread broken up, 1 teaspoon pow- 
dered sage, salt and pepper to 
taste. Mix thoroughly over a slow 
fire, using half of the broth for 
moistening. 

Roasting the urkey: Clean, 
stuff and truss turkey. Rub the 
entire surface liberally with but- 
ter. Sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per. After the turkey has been in 
the oven at 250 degrees F. (mod- 
erate) for about 20 minutes, baste 
every 15 minutes, using the bal- 
ance of the broth with 4 ounces of 
butter added. Allow 20 minutes 
to the pound for roasting. 

Gravy: Remove turkey and 
place pan on top of the stove over 
an open flame. Add the balance 
of the broth, or, if no broth re- 
mains, add 1 cup of cold water. 
Bring it to a high fire. Thorough- 
ly scrape and mix whatever dried 
essences adheres to the sides of 
the pan, This will dissolve in the 


pan gravy.

Police Uncertain 
DP Murdered

Bat their with- 
drawal into those two large cities 
has ended their actcive participa- 
tion in the war. They are as use- 
less to Chiang Kai-Shek as the 
thousands he lost in Manchuria. 

Today the soldiers in Tientsin, 
Peiping, Kalgan and Tangku, 
Tientsin’s port, are waiting—with 
a pretense of defensive activity— 
for a negotiated peace. 

A North China trip completed 
Thursday convinces me that the 
Nationalist will to fight is com- 
pletely gone north of the Yangtze. 
In Peiping and Tientsin a frantic 
effort to build defences and con- 
struct strongpoints apparently is 
designed to keep troops busy and 
gut of mischief rather than to 
prepare, to meet the Communist 
troops ot Linpiao. 

No. Contact Made 

There ure repgated indtances of 
National Gen. Futso-Yits units’ 
withdrawing into the large cities 
without evén making contact with 
the Communists. In one instance 
a local commander, well installed 
for defence in an area outside of 
Peiping, received the surprising 
order, “You are being attacked by 
Communists. Withdraw immedi- 
ately.” 

Puzzled, he complied. Three 
days later there still was no sign 
of Communists in the area he for- 
merly: held, 

On the Communist side, too, 
there appears reluctance to force 
the fighting in the north. Lin Piao 
and other high commanders evi- 
dently prefer to await desertions 
from the Peiping and Tientsin 
garrisons rather than to fight in- 
to the cities  Peiping is filled 
with historical treasures and the 
other ‘commercial and industrial 
prizes. 

Chinese and foreigners alike in 
North China ı not question that 
the Communists will take over 
both cities. The only question is 
when — and the majority seem 
hopeful that it will. be soon in

Canadians

Israel State 


De Facto Recognition 
Given As Boundaries 
Not Yet Been Decided 


OTTAWA, Deg. 24 — (CP). —. 
The Canadian Government an- 
nounced to-day that it is recog- 
nizing de facto the State of Israel 
in Palestine. It also is recogniz- 
ing de facto the authority of the 
Provisional Government of Israel. 

External Affairs Minister Pear- 
son said the State of Jsrael. has, 
in the opinion of the Canadian 
Government, given satisfactory 
proof that it complies with the 
essential conditions of statehood. 

“These esesntial conditions are 
generally recognized as external 
independenc and effective inter- 
nal government within reason- 
ably well-defined territory.” 

The State of Israel was pro- 
claimed in May, 1948. 

Mr. Pearson added: 

“The Provisional Gevernment 
of Israel has been informed that 
the recognitiin given hy “Canada 
is accorded in the knowledge that 
the boundaries of the new state 
have not yet beeri precisely de- 
fined, and in the hope that it.may 
be possible to settle these and al} 
other outstanding questions. in 
the spirit of the resolution adopt- 
ed by the General Assembly of 
the United Nations on December 
11, 1948.”

Pope Appeals 
For True Peace 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 24 (AP) 
Pope Pius, drawing a sorrowful 
balance for 1948, declared to-day 
that once again the world is men- 
aced by war. 

The Pontiff said in a Christmas 
message to the world that the 
past year, which at first had ap- 
peared to be the start of a surge 
toward true peace, to-day “seems 
instead opening upon the edge of 
a precipice.” 

The forces of the world, he

Mr. Gar- 
eon had held the seat since 1927. 

It was the coalition govern- 
ment’s first test at the polls since 
Douglas L. Campbell became pre- 
mier last month. Mr. Anderson's 
election left the coalition with 26 
Liberal Progressive, 14 Progres- 
sive Conservative and two Social 
Credit supporters. In opposition

The Coalition, formed in 1940 
under former premier John 
Bracken, was continued by both 
Mr. Garson and Mr. Campbell.

2 Countries Try 
For Wheat Pact 
By End Of 1948 - 


OTTAWA, Dec. 24— (CP) — 
The full cabinet Thursday heard 
the inside story of the Anglo- 
Canadian wheat price negotia- 
tions from Agriculture Minister 
Gardiner, recently returned from 
talks with British government of- 
ficials in London. 

Prime Minister St. Laurent met 
reporters in a pre-Christmas press 
conference following Thursday’s 
meeting, but dec to indicate 
when the wheat ce would be 
announced.

For the current crop year— 
1948-49—the United Kingdom is 
paying $2 a bushel. There have 
been unofficial suggestions that 
agreement may be reached on a 
similar price for 1949-50, but offi- 
cial sources said the negotiations 
have not reached. the point where 
a specific figure is under study. 

The contract, now in its third 
year and approaching its fourth, 
provides that the new price must 
be fixed by Dec. 31.

Church-Going At Christmas 

Despite the statistics of the 1941 and 
latest Canadian census in which it is 
reported that 9744 per cent. of all Can- 
adians call themselyes Christian, it is 
apparent that only a small minority 
attend church services with any regu- 
larity, If next Sunday all the people in 
Peterborough who say they are Christ- 
lans went to church, fewer than half of 
them could find seats in our churches. 

There. is a tendency to make jokes 
about those who go to church only at 
Christmas and Easter. That is inſudi- 
cious, and if regular church supporters 
are the jokers, it is condemnatory of the 
church which they support. The folk 


who go to church only on those occa- 


sions are at once a hope of the church 
and a challenge. They are a hope, be- 
cause they represent the majority of 
Canadians who still possess some sort of 
belief in or residual regard for the func- 
tion and purpose of organized Christ- 
ianity. They are a challenge because at 
least twice in the year the church has 
the opportunity to show them, the bulk 
of Canadians, that the church is indeed 
Christian, that it holds the key to the 
ages and the promise of the future. 

It is a good thing to assent to one’s 
inclinations, to affront one's scepticism 
or laziness, and to go to church at 
Christmas, The institution which is the 
Christian church is neither an accident 
nor ephemeral. It is part of our civili- 
zation, part of time. It is more than 
sermon, music and conned prayers. It 
can transcend its earthy inadequacies 
and crudities. Therefore, people who call 
themselves Christian and want to be 
Christian need have no qualms about 
attending church at the Christmas sea- 
son, They should, indeed, welcome the 
opportunity. 


‘What The Dickens! 


The only good thing about the popular 
Victorian-Canadian euphemism for the 
Devil (“the Dickens”) is that it puts on 
our lips the name of Charles Dickens. 
No man of literature is farther removed 
from the devil. To read him is to ac- 
quire faith in the innate goodness of 
man, the betterment of society and the 
prospect of heaven. He is the optimistic 
voice of common humanity, the strong 
humour of Anglo-Saxon earth. - 

Hear him in Oliver Twist: “Please, sir, 
I want some more”; or There's light 
enough for wot I'v got to do”, In 
Martin Chuezlewit: Buy an annuity 
cheap, and make your life interesting to 
yourself and everybody. else that 
watches the speculation”; “What we've 
got to do, is keep up our spirits, and be 
neighbourly, We shall come out all right 
in the end, never fear”. What hearten- 
ing aphorims he has left us—now they 
seem. proverbial. (He owes in some of 
them a debt to Shakespeare.) “As good 
as gold”; “Lord, ke my memory 
green”; Let sleeping dogs lie”; “Heaven 


knows we need never be ashamed of our 


tears, for they rain upon the blinding 
dust of earth; overlying our hard 
hearts”. And for this season there is, of 
course, Tiny Tim’s ‘God bless us every 
one!”

A Sad Christmas At Quebec 


(From N. E. Dionne’s “Champlain” in the Makers of Canada Series) 


IN the autumn of the year 1635, Champlain 

suffered from a stroke of paralysis, which 
was considered very severe from the com- 
mencement. However, hopes were enter- 
tained for his recovery. The months of Octo- 
ber and November passed away, and still no 
sign of improvement appeared. Champlain, 
therefore, made his will, which he was able 
to sign plainly, in the presence of some wit- 
nesses, Father Charles Lalemant, the friend 
and confessor of Champlain, administered to 
him the last rites of the church, and on the 
night of December 25th, 1635, he passed away 
at Fort St. Louis (aged 65 or 68), 

All the inhabitants, without exception, 
were deeply affected on hearing the news of 
his demise, and a great number attended his 
funeral, The funeral sermon was preached 
by Father Le Jeune. Champlain was buried 
in a grave which had been specially prepar- 
ed, and later on, a small chapel was erected 
to protect his precious remains. This chapel 
was unfortunately burnt, as we have already 
mentioned, during the conflagration of June 
14th, 1640.

account of the last days of *Champlain, 
which we here quote: “On December 25th, 
the day of the birth of our Saviour upon 
earth, Monsieur de Champlain, our governor, 
was reborn in Heaven; at least, we can say 
that his death was full of blessings. I am sure 
that God has shown him this favour in con- 
sideration of the benefits he has procured for 
New France, where we hope some day God 
will be loved and served by our French, and

The father comforted 
him throughout his sickness, which lasted 
two months and a half, and did not leave him 
until his death. He had a very honourable 
burial, the funeral procession being formed 
of the people, the soldiers, the captains, and 
the churchmen, Father Lalemant officiated 
at this burial, and I was charged with the 
funeral oration, for which I did not lack ma- 
terial. Those whom he left behind have rea- 
son to be well satisfied with him; for al- 
though he died out of France, his name will 


not therefore be any legs glorious to pos- 
terity.”

Canada's First Christmas Carol Written 
By Martyr, Illustrated Displayed In Arctic 


By NICK NICKELS 

One Christmas Eve, more than 
three hundred years ago in Old 
Quebec’s log parish church, three 
musicians were preparing for the 
carol service. By the light of four 
candles spluttering in iron brack- 
ets, they leafed through their 
sheets of music. The warmth from 
two glowing fire kettles, reques- 
itioned from the Governor's 
warehouse, had finally ‘brought 
suppleness to their stiff fingers. 

Monsier de la Ferte’ plucked 
the strings of his bass viol to tune 
it to a violin played by Monsieur 
St. Martin. A third man practiced 
scales on a silver German flute. 

I was likely that they examined 
a roughly handwritten musical 
score sent by a Jesuit missionary 
from far-off Fort Ste Marie in the 
Huron country. It had come to 
the Quebec settlement by express 
canoe late in the autumn and 
smelled faintly of campfire smoke 
and the sweat of a paddler’s 
buckskin jerkin. 

The musicians remembered the 
missionary well. His name was 
Father Jean de Brebeuf, a tall 
muscular man whom they had not 
seen for eleven years. They prais- 
ed the author for his zeal in at- 
tempting to write a carol in the 
Huron tongue. It was very inter- 
esting to them,, indeed. 

But the little church was rapid- 
ly filling with the congregation 
and the manuscript wag laid 
aside. Habitants filled the rude 
benches in body behind the color- 
ful uniforms of the Governor and 
his staff. Soldiers from, the Fort 
stacked their arquebuses in the 
vestibule and suilors, from ice- 
locked ships on the frozen St. 
Charles River, ranged themselv- 
es along the badly-chinked walls. 
The choir had taken their places 
in the chancel. 

The thin note of the church bell 
tolled once on the half-hour past 
eleven o'clock. Its tinkling note 
floated over the starlit settle- 
ment, over the River, into the 
snow covered Laurentian hills, 
and was lost. 

The choir, accompanied by bass 
viol, violin and flute, began to 
sing “Venez, Mon Dieu’. It was 
followed by “Chantons Noe.” The 
boom of a cannon rolled from the 
palisades above the church and, 
Christmas Mass began. 

Quebec clergy of that day knew 
little of the hardships of the 
Jesuits in Huronia, Nor did they 
Tealize that the old explorer 
Champlain, in allying himself 
with the Hurons against the pow- 
erful ‘Iroquois, had placed the 
lives. of the missionaries in ex- 
treme danger. White men all, 
whether priest or trader and who 
were friends of the Hurons, were 
doomed to destruction. 

In March 1649, the Iroquois, a 
thousand strong, swept up from 
the Mohawk country by snow- 
shoe across the spring snows. 
They attacked the little village 
of St. Ignace in waves and it is 
said that only three natives 
among the hundreds of villagers 
escaped the dreadful massacre, 
Fathers Brebeuf and Gabriel La- 
lemant were tied to burning 
stakes. 

The whole Christian world wa: 
shocked by the heinous tortures, 
the baptisms of boiling water, 
the belts of blazing pitch and 
hours of fiendish cruelties inflict- 


ed on the two good fathers. 

From St. Ignace the Iroquois 
went on to destroy the nation of 
Huronia, a complete devastation 
lost over the silences of three 
hundred years. 

Martyrs Brebeuf and Lalemant 
did not die in vain, especially St. 
Jean de Brebeuf who, before his 
death, had given the world the 
first truly Canadian carol. 

It was rewritten from the orig- 
inal French translation by J. Ed- 
gar Middleton in 1926 and set to 
music by Healey Willan, choir- 
master of the Anglican Church of 
St. Mary Magdelene, Toronto. It 
was arranged in a free-flowing 
Pplain-song melody and appears 
in the carol section of the Church 
of England Hymnal as number 
745. The original Huron words 
follow:

This beautiful carol was one of 
the first contributions to Cana- 
dian culture. It was not compos- 
ed in some quiet cloister, but 
against a background of filthy 
bark lodges filled with savages 
and their dogs. Flashing white 
rapids, sparking lakes and the 
vast clean forests were also in the 
mind of the Martyr as well as the 
ever-present knowledge of Indian 
torture. 

The contribution not only found 
a place in the church music of 
Canada but also inspired eccles-

for funds to build a larger church 
at Aklavik in the Mackenzie Del- 
ta. 


Among those who heard him 
was an Australian artist, Miss 
Violet Teague, who may have 
been inspired by the Huron carol. 
At least, she was anxious to do 


an appropriate painting for the 


new project and after several 
consultations with the Bishop, 
they arrived at a tentative plan. 

Twe years later, her oil paint- 
ing entitled “Epiphany Of The 
Snows”, was exhibited in Mel- 
bourne at a special showing op- 
ened by Archbishop Head. In due 
time the painting reached Eng- 
land and was put on display at 
Canada House. Among many hun- 
dreds of visitors who inspected it 
were former High Commissioner 
Vincent Massey and the Most 
Rev. M. T. M. Harding, DD, Arch- 
bishop of Rupert's Land and Bi- 
shop of the Artic. 

When the Most Rev. Derwyn 
T. Owen, Primate of All Canada, 
arrived on St. Peter’s Day, 1930, 
to consecrate All Saints Cathed- 
ral, Aklavik, he found that the 
painting had already been placed 
behind the altar. 

Some who have seen the paint- 
ing say that their first reaction 
to it is one of surprise because 
it Is so essentially modern, but, 
with study the picture assumes 
a charm of its own. Finally, the 
viewer feels keen appreciation 


and fascination. 


The painting measures eight by 
five feet and shows several fig- 


ures. The Madonna and Child are 


pictured in regal ermine and Es- 
kimo boots. The Three Wise Men 
are there, one, a Nascopie-Cree 
Indian, in buckskin dress, offers 
a live beaver, a symbol of the 
Government sanctuaries estab- 
lished in the North. The second, 
a Hudson’s Bay Company man 
offers Arctic fox pelts and the 
third is an Eskimo hunter of- 
fering trophies of the hunt, two 
walrus tusks. A Royal Canadian 
Mounted Policeman stands at the 
rear with his offering of protect- 
ion. Two sled dogs crouch be- 
side him, harnessed and ready for 
service. An Eskimo mother is also 
shown with a child in the hood of 


her attigi. Instead of the tradit- 


ional camels, two reindeer are 
included in the group; they are 
symbolical of the vast herds es- 
tablished by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment east of the Mackenzie 
Delta. Overhead shines the Star.

Word On Referees 

Puck referees should be up on their rules, neat in appearance, 
quite definite in their decisions and see that: All games start prompt- 
ly on time; all minor officials are prepared to carry out their duties; 
goal lights and nets are in proper order; ice is marked right; benches 
are provided for each team and also for penalized players, timers and 
official scorer; only players in uniform, coaches, managers and train- 
ers occupy players’ benches; official scorer has obtained and checked 
the lineups and these are shown the referee before the game; the of- 
ficial scorer is informed by whom each goal is scored and to whom 
assists, if any, are credited; rink managers place police at the play- 
ers’ or penalty bench if found necessary. 

b * * * * * * 

These rules in brief are found in the 1948-49 CAHA rule book 
and should be followed to the letter. There are also instructions to 
minor officials but we're interested mainly in hockey referees. They 
are bound to get some criticism from fans but a good arbiter pays 
no attention, just calls everything as he sees it and promptly without 
fear or favor. The OHA usually supplies good competent officials, 
and competing clubs never know what referees they are getting on a 
game night till just before the teams take to the ice. The referees 
do not fraternize with the players at any time.

Led Adventurous Life 


MARMORA, Dec. 24 (ENS)— 
A familiar figure in the left of 
Deloro for about 40 years, Joseph 
Judge died at his home in Madoc 
Village on Wednesday, Until 
moving to Madoc about two 


| months ago he was Deloro’s re- 
1 sident of longest standing. Illness 


forced his retirement from work 
at the Deloro Smelting and Re- 
fining Company. 

He was born 68 years ago in 
Hinchinbrook Township, Front- 
enac County. After passing his 
entrance examination, he attend- 
ed in turn Kingston Business 
College and Kingston Collegiate. 
He learned telegraphy with the 
Kingston and Pembroke Railway 
and later worked for the Ontario 
Government as a diamond driller. 
These duties which also took 
him later to Western Canada 
were in quest of various minerals. 
He then entared the employ of a 
machinery company of Chicago, 
which after employing him for a 
while at Canadian Goldfields 
Limited, Deloro, placed him in 
their shop at Claremont, New 
Hampshire. Twenty one months 
were then spent by him in South 
and West Africa. In the latter 
place he contracted malaria. Re- 
turning to Canada he was mar- 
ried in 1903 to Emma Pearce, 
daughter of the late Mr and 
Mrs. William Pearce of Deloro. 

Accompanied by his wife, Mr. 
Judge travelled to Northern Aus. 
tralia, -Here he drilled for his 
old company for anthracite coal 
and tin, His next scene of labor 
was Koolgardie, Western Aus- 
tralla, where gold was sought. 
On the way back to this contin- 
ent, he stopped off at New Zea- 
land for about six weeks to drill 
for gold and oil. The only oil 
ever discovered in New Zealand 
was discovered and lost by the 
driller whom he succeeded. Re- 
turning to Canada he was trans- 
ferred to Labrador and Néw- 
foundland to drill for copper and

Through Domination In US

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (CP). 
An accusing blast at the Unit- 
electrical Workers (CIO) was all 
but drowned this week in the 
echoing hubbub of The Big Spy 
Case 


A labor sub-committee of the 
House of Representatives charg- 
éd that Russia, through Commun. 
ist domination of the UEW, con- 
trols the vital electrical industry 
of the United States. 

Dangerous Implications 

The sub-committee report, re- 
sulting from a four-month inves- 
tigation, has implications which 
warrant careful attention. Com- 
munist strength in the UEW, it 
said, is a “serious threat” to Un- 
ited States security and can lead 
to “national tragedy.” 

“The hold of the Communists 
on America’s electrical industry 
is the hold of Communist Russia. 
It is Communism in action—now. 
It is not an historical, it is a pre- 
sent danger.” 

Bearing On Canada 
The warning, in effect, is a 
rning to Canada, too, because 
UEW’s Canadian locals are 
part and parcel of the parent un- 
ion. 

Its Canadian leaders— notably 
Clarence S. Jackson and George 
Harris, both of Toronto — ait: 
avowed Communists whose party 
line tactics are a major disrupt- 
ive force in the powerful Canad- 
ian Congress of Labor. Jackson 
is one of several Canadian labor 
leaders denied permission to en- 
ter the United States this year. 

It was Jackson and Harris who 
egged A. R Mosher, CCL presi- 
dent, into a “shut up or get out” 
ultimatum at the Congress con- 
vention in Toronto last October. 
They did not “shut up” — nor 
were they bounced by the mili-

The sub-committee’s linking of 
UEW Communists and vital de- 
fence work raises the unanswered 
question of whether the same tie- 
in exists in Canada.

Now, all the girls want is 


Last Book of the Bible 
Fells St. John’s Revelation 


Scripture—Daniel 7; Revela- 
tion 1; 4-8b, 11; th 15b; 15:3b-4 
21-22, 

By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 


In the Bible are found two 
apocalyptic b k- one in the Old 
Testament, in Daniel; one, in 
Revelation, in the New Testa- 
ment, written by St. John—the 
last book in the Bible, and titled, 
“The Revelation of St. John the 
Divine.” 

The word apocalypse means a 
revealing or disclosure of truth 
concérning divine things that 
were not previously known. 

Daniel's vision which he said 
he had in a dream while in his 
bed, took place in Babylon, when 
the Israelites were in captivity 
there, and the four great beasts 
he saw coming out of a stormy 
sea represented the four, great 
empires of that day, and the in- 
terpretation was that eventually 
they would be destroyed, follow- 
ed by the everlasting kingdom of 
the most high God. 

The first beast or image—a lion 
—symbolized the kingdom of 
Babylon; the second—the bear— 
that of the Medo-Persian; the 
leopard that of Greece, more par- 
ticularly under Alexander the 
Great, and the strong and ter- 
rible beast with 10 horns—which 
represented 10 kings—the great 
empire of Rome. This vision was

wfitten, probably about 560 B. C. 
St. John wrote the Book of 
Revelation on the island of Pat- 
mos, a small isle in the Mediter- 
Yanean sea near the Grecian 
coast, toward the end of the first 
century, possibly A.D. 95. 

It was a time of great perse- 
cutions of the Christians, and 
John wrote to the church people 
Das a brother and companion in 
tribulation—to bolster. up their 
courage in suffering ‘by telling 
themrof his divine message from 
God of the glories that awaited 
them. 


“I am Alpha and Omega, the 
beginning and the ending, saith 
the Lord, which is, and which 
was, end which is to come, the 
Almighty.” 

Seles Hoei hevo he eee, 


God Almighty, which was, and is, 
and is to come.” 

“Worthy art Thou, O Lord, to 
receive glory and honor and 
power for Thou hast created all 
things, and for Thy pleasure they 
are and were created.” 

The suffering and persecuted 
Christians were told, that “The 
kingdoms of this world are be- 
come the kingdoms of our Lord, 
and of His Christ; and He shall 
reign for ever and ever.” 

St. John's relevation grows 
more and more wonderful and 
jubilant: “And I saw a new 
heaven and a new earth; for the 
first heaven and the first earth 
were passed away; and there was 
no more sea. 

“And I, John saw the holy 
city, new Jerusalem, coming 
down from d out of heaven, 
prepared as a bride adorned for 
her husband. 

“And I heard a great voice out 
of heaven saying, Behold, the 
tabernacle of God is with men, 
and He will dwell with them, and 
they shall be His people, and God 


himself shall be with them, 
be their God. 

“And God shall wipe away all 
tears from their eyes; and there 
shall be no more death, neither 
sorrow, nor crying, neither shall 
there be any more pain; for the 
former things are passed away.”

Mary said: Behold the hand 
maid of the Lord. Be it unto 
me according unto Thy word.— 
St. 1:38. 

This truth that Jesus Christ was 
born of the Virgin Mary is to be 
held fast by every Christian. It 
is the corner stone of the mystery 
of the birth of the second Adam; 
the Head of the New Race—THE 
NEW MAN. In contrast to the 
false gospels you will note the 
delicate language in which St. 
Luke, a medical man, tells the 
story of the re-entrance of God 
into this world through the 
agency of a Hebrew maiden. A 
Jewish village girl becomes con- 
scious of a spiritual visitor. He 
opens with words of courtesy: 
“Hail, thou that are highly favor- 
ed of the Lord. The Lord is with 
thee. Blessed are thou aniong 
women“. Then followed the im- 
portant message, “The Holy Ghost 
shall come upon thee and the 
power of the Highest shall ever 
shadow thee.. Therefor that Holy 
Thing which shall be born of thee 
shall be called the Son of God.” 

The Holy Ghost will do in her 
the marvellous work and in due 
time the Son of God shall be born. 
But there is a primary question. 
Will she consent? God will not 
force Himself upon her. Angels 
are waiting her answer, In 
a supreme act of self denial she 
gives herself to the carrying out 
of the Divine purpose. “Behold 
the hand maid of the Lord. Be 
it unto me according to Thy 

ford.” She knew that the sword 
would pierte her own soul. 

In due time the Lord Jesus 
was born in Bethlehem, the house 
of bread. It symbolizes that He is 
indeed to be the Bread of God 
which came down from heaven. 


Some of you will hear in your 
Christmas communion these care- 
fully c and thought provok- 
ing words: “Who, by the opera- 
tion of the Holy Ghost was made 
very Man of the substance of the 
Virgin Mary His Mother and that 
without spot of sin to make us 
clean from all sin.” ‘ 

What is the practical value of 
this doctrine of the Virgin birth 
of the Lord Jesus? It means that 
Jesus is God. Christianity stakes 
all on the Divine nature of the 
Lord. Many accept this in hum- 
ble, child like faith. Yet it is 
necessary to emphasize this truth. 
Some claim that He is a great 
Teacher, which is true, and that 
He went about doing good. Fol- 
low His example. This teaching 
means that He is not God; that we 
have no Redeemer, no High Priest 
to make intercession for us. 

God is willing to work the same 
miracle in you if you will con- 
sent. The Holy Ghost will come 
upon you an enter into your very 
soul and you will betome par- 
taker of the Divine Nature. 
Slowly, silently you will become 
impregnated with the Christ. 


Quietly He will develope some- |\ 


thing of His purity, His gentle- 
ness, His patience and other vir- 
tues in you. As a scholar of the 
Faith tells us “You will become 
a little Christ “The grace of 
Christ” will be taking hold of 
you.

30 Gallons Beer 
To Moisten 
Chefs Pudding 


No matter how merry any 
housewife’s Christmas is going to 
be, it’s not likely she’s half as 
busy with the necessary prepara- 
tions as is Adolfe Fivian, head 
pastry chef in a large hotel. It's 
hard work, too, mixing 30 gallons 
of beer, 7,000 eggs, and 1,000 
pounds of currants as well as a 
large assortment of other ingredi- 
ents into a ton and a half of 
Christmas pudding—enough for 
15,000 visitors. 

This Swiss culinary artist has 
been turning out the wherewithal 
for Christmas repasts on a simi- 
lar scale for the past 20 years and 
should know all about it. In ad- 
dition to the 3.000 pounds of pud- 
ding, he also makes 300 pounds of 
regular Christmas cake and 120 
pounds of special chocolate cake 
that’s made in the shape of an old 
Yule log. This comes complete 
even to jutting branches and 
gnarled bark. 

Plum puddings are his special 
baby. As well as the contents of 
a good-sized wine cellar, beer, 
Adolfe states, is the best kind of 
moistening it is possible to put in 
a Christmas pudding. but he pours 
in a few bottles of other stuff just 
for the principle of the thing. His 
recipe has heen concocted after 
European countries in which he 
worked before coming to Canada. 
It calls for some four bushels of 
chopped apples; 180 pounds of 
flour, 300 pounds of brown sugar,

Battle Three Hours 
In Zero Weather 
To Subdue Blaze 


An estimated $40,000 damage 
was done to the Windor Hotel, 
Brock street in the heart of down- 
town Peterborough Sunday after- 
noon, by a fire which is believed 
to have started from a defective 
chimney. Firemen battled the 
stubborn blaze for three hours in 
sub-zero weather, and were able 
to confine the flames to the third 
and fourth storeys of the 60-year- 
old building. — 

At two o’clock a telephone call 
informed firemen smoke was 
pouring from the cornice of the 
hotel, and when the trucks arriv- 
ed, the fire had taken a good hold 
in the upper portion of the build- 
ing. 

Hampered by billowing grey 
smoke, a biting west wind and 
sharp cold weather, firemen 
fought the flames from the back 
and front of the hotel hoping to 


save the business block adjoining | 


to the west. A sloping roof over 
the kitchen at the rear permitted 
close contact with the spot where 
the first flames were spotted near 
the chimney above the kitchen. 

At the front of the building, the 
new aerial ladder was put into 
use at a fire for the first time. It 
permitted the firefighters to Pour 
a stream of water directly into the 
fourth storey from close range. 
Veteran members of the depart- 
ment who feared at first that the 
entire block would be levelied 
credit the aerial ladder for much 
of the success in bringing the fire 
under control. 

No One Injured 

No person was injured in the 
blaze, and three women who were 
on the second storey when the 
fire broke out had no trouble 
leaving the. building. The 16 
room which are usually occupied 
by roomers were vacant at the 
time. 

Heavy cornices on the upper 
storey made it difficult to get at 
the flames, and firemen were 
forced to rip out the woodwork. 
below the eaves. A back stairs 
gave the firefighters entry to the 
fourth floor at the rear and from 
this spot the main fire was soon 
checked. Time and again the 
grimy smoke forced the men out 
of the building and even the fire-

QUEBEC, Dec. 27 — (CP) = 


Christmas and all its gifts have 
come and gone for most Canadian 
children. But for many of the 
children of French Canada, who 


have had their traditional re- 
ligious Christmas, the gifts are 
still to come on Le Jour de l'An 
—New Year's Day. 

Le Jour de l'An, merriest day 
of the year in rural Quebec, is 
to much of French Canada the 
gift-day equivalent of Christmas 
elsewhere. 

Le Jour de l'An is a religious 
day too. It starts with mass. After 
the religious service, as heavily- 
dressed, felt-shod rural Quebecers 
pour out of church doors, the old 
greeting of “Bonne et Heureuse 
Annee” ( a good and happy New

It is only after church that the 
children are allowed to see what 
“Let Petit Jesus (the child Jesus)” 
has brought them as a reward for 
a year’s devotion and good be- 
havior, Just before, there is the 
solemn moment when the eldest 
son asks hig father to give his 
blessing to the kneeling family. 

For the housewife, New Year's 
is a busy day and women rela- 
tives join her at the black iron 
stove to warm up and serve food 
prepared weeks shang. 

In most homes the table is set 
once, after mass, and remains set 
all day long. The women keep it 
loaded with everything from city- 
bought olives to home-made ero- 
quicnols.” 

Well-wishers come and go all 
day. A nip of “whisky-blanc,” 
water-diluted alcohol, or “cari- 
bou,” a combination of red wine 
and alcohol, is part of the wel- 
come for the visitors.

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Investigation Of Bread-Baking 
In The West 

Mr. Carl Goldenberg, special Commis- 
sioner investigating an alleged combine 
in the bread-baking industry in the 
three most westerly provinces, has made 
a report. In his opinion and after tak- 
ing and studying evidence over many 
months, seven large chain bakeries “hold 
the dominant position in the industry. 
The structure of the prices at each level 
has been established by agreement or 
common understanding....The element 
of price competition has been removed 


in large measure from the distribution 


of bread whether sold by the bakery on 
a house-to-house delivery basis or by in- 
dependent merchants through retail 
stores”. In other words, he believes that 
the chain bakeries in the West have been 
fixing prices in violation of the law. 


His disclosures recall the situation in 
Ontario a year ago when the bread- 
baking industry was censured in Parlia- 
ment, at meetings of the prive-spreads 
special Committee, and in the press. The 
public outcry ahd the possibility of court 
action being taken against the baking 
industry had one rather direct result. 
The price of bread dropped, arid now we 
ean, if we wish, buy ten-cent loaves al- 
most everywhere. Mr. Goldenberg’s re- 
port on the western alleged combine has 
been submitted to the Attorneys- 
General of B. C., Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan, ‘who may prosecute the companies. 
Judging from our experience in Ontario, 
it dows no harm to keep a wary eye on 
distributing methods and prices in in- 
dustries supplying basic foods. 


More Fish Than We Care To 
‘Contemplate 

The fishing season at Yarmouth, N.S., 
has been unusually successful this year. 
Some boats have been returning from a 
night’s fishing with about 10,000 cran— 
a cran being a measure of 3744 gallons. 
Others are bringing in 200,000 herrings 
in a single might.

Even three google-eyed halt- 
dead fish proudly displayed by an. angler 
are enough to turn our stomach. How- 
ever, we do not have to lock at the 
herring catch, nor do we expect that 
Canadians have to eat all the 300,000,000 
Yarmouth herrings, and the other mil- 
lions caught elsewhere down in those 
salty regions. Indeed, we should con- 
gratulate Nova Scotia and its fishermen 
on the large catch, on behalf of the 
people of Europe who need food. We 
must admit, too, that a couple ot her- 
rings on our Sunday morning breakfast 
plate, decently disguised as kippers, are 
‘quite to our liking. A kipper is a plea- 
antly domestic sort of thing arid does 
not have the unnatural appearance of a 
live herring. As a pig acquires re 
bility when it is pork, so a is 
civilized when it is a kipper. 
From a philosophic point of view we 
‘are disturbed by the 300,000,000 her- 
rings a month, How long will the At- 
lantic offer up that many fish? Is the 
gold of the sea being too rapidly deplet- 
ed, the herrings that lay the eggs being 
gluttonously killed off? Perhaps the 
Nova Scotian fishermen have never 
heard the dire prophecies of men like 
William Vogt whose book Road To Sur- 
vival is agitating many thoughtful per- 
sons now. His thesis is that the people of 
the world are eating themselves off the 
planet—using up its water, its food, its 
minerals, its soil, at such a rate that 
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Free British Health Service 

The National Health Service in Britain 
Has been operating since the summer. 
The majority of Britons seem to like it, 
the majority of British doctors do not. 
Their discontent is reflected in the pages 


of the Journal of the British’ Medical 
Association. Here is a paragraph from 
a recent issue of the Journal: 

The situation is still too Confused to give 
anything like a clear picture of what is 
happening, but perhaps the most note- 
worthy fact is the eagerness with which the 
public has sought to take advantage of a 
service which, in effect, guarantees the 
supply, free of direct charge, of everything 
from wings to iron lungs. There has been 
an overwhelming demand for spectacles 
and dentures, and a run on the chemist 
shops so fast at times as almost to exhaust 
the supplies of certain pharmaceutical pro- 
ducts. Presumably in time the novelty will 
wear off and the demand for such things as 
spectacles will decrease as the numbers of 
those apparently needing them diminish. 
This rush of the public for remedies and 
appliances has put an acute strain upon 
the medical profession, especially those in 
general practice. Evidence comes in from 
all over the country that doctors’ surgeries 
are crowded out, and the doctors them- 
selves deplore that this heavy pressure of 
work has made it at times impossible for 
them to give their patients adequate care 
and attention. If the demand for the doc-; 
tor’s time continues at the present level we 
can foresee that in the event of an epidemic 
in the winter the Hfe of the general prac- 
titioner in particular will become intoler- 
able. 

The British Medical Journal is not 
satisfied, either, with the monetary re- 
wards doctors are receiving for their 
labours, although it admits that general 
practitioners in industrial areas will not 
be earning Jess than they did before 
July. They are having to work harder 
for it. The decline in private practice, 
specialist and general, has been much 
sharper than the profession expected. 
The Journal consoles its readers by re- 
marking that this fall is “probably a re- 
flection of the hard economic times in 
whieh we live”.

This 
is odd, for we think of fire as something 
which occurs by chance; the existence 
of a rough average loss suggests that

Busy Preparing 


For Opening 
Of Parliament 


By GEORGE KITCHEN 

OTTAWA, Dec. 27 (CP)—Of- 
ficials in a dozen government 
departments will begin making 
concrete preparations this week 
tor the opening of parliament | 
Wednesday, January 26. 

Some steps for the opening al- | 
ready have been taken but, with 
the actual date unknown, they 
necessarily were of a preliminary 
nature. However, Prime Minister 
St. Laurent’s announcement on 
Thursday that the House will 
open Jan. 26 was the signal for 
a bustle of activity. 

For the man on the street, this 
fifth—and probably last—session 
of the 20th parliament—will have 
at least one cheerful aspect. With 
a general election in the offing— 
some say it may come in June or 
October—the government is cer- 
tain to introduce healthy cuts in 
taxation, both in personal income 
taxes and many of the indirect 
levies, . 

The cost of living will rank 
high in the topics of debate and 
the opposition parties can be ex- 
pectedg@to belabor the govern- 
ment for its alleged failure to 
cope with this problem. The gov- 
ernment's answer likely will be 
the tax-cutting budget. 


Two New Leadsrs 


The session will bring to the 
floor two new party leaders, 
Prime Minister St. Laurent as 
Liberal leader and George Drew, 
the former Ontario premier, ag 
leader of the Progressive Con- 
servatives and the officlal oppo- 
sition. - 

Two major pieces of legislation 
will get No. 1 priority this year. 
They are the bills to implement 
Newfoundland’s entry into Con- 
federation and to give legislative 
force to the North Atlantic Setur- 
ity Pact. They likely will get 
general approval from all parties. 

There probably will be some 
conflict over the government's 
announced intention of extending 
rental and other™controls _ still 
hanging over from the war per- 
iod. There likely will be criti- 
cism, too, if it moves, as Mr. St. 
Laurent has indicated, to abolish 
appeals to the privy council. 

The Liberal party will have a 
slight edge over all other parties 
when the next session starts. 

The House standing is: Liber- 
als, 124; Progressive Conserva- 
tives, 67; CCF, 32; Social Credit, 
13; Independent, eight; Vacant, 
one; total, 245. With one seat va- 
cant, the Liberals will enter the 
Commons with a majority of four 
over all other parties on Jan. 26.

During 3% years of occupation 
the Soviet ‘Union has stamped its 
imprint on 29,000,000 Germans be- 
tween the Elbe and Oder rivers. 

Loyal pro-consuls of Moscow 
transformed the politics and econ- 
omy of this war-shattered land. 
Dressed up in a Teutonic accent 
and paying lip-service to nation- 
alism, Communis dogma grips 
the population virtuelly from the 
cradle to the grave. 

Red objectives now are plain

unswerving obedience to Russia 
in foreign affairs. 
Time Table Different 

The cold ‘war has dispelled 
much fog surrounding Russia's 
aims in Germany. The pattern is 
much the same as in other satel- 
liteg in Eastern Burope. But the 
time-table is different. 

Because of the attempt at four- 
power control in Germany after 
the war, the Soviet occupation 
zoné hab lagged far behind Bul- 
garia, for example, in approaching 
Stalin’s principles. 

Literally tons of reports are is- 
sued annually by the western al- 
lies regarding all phases of their 
occupation of Western Germany. 
The Soviet command has never 
issued one. 

The allies are still disputing 

among themselves over occupa- 
tion aims, The Soviets can enjoy 
the luxury of silence if they wish. 
Their mind is made up. 
For German consumption, Rus- 
sia hammers away on the theme 
that she alone of the great powers 
is ready to make a peace treaty for

MONTREAL, Dec. 28—(CP).—Death toll in a suburban 
level-crossing crash was set at three today after a police 
search of the debris-strewn right-of-way near here elimin-

Killed 
when a truck was hit by a 
Canadian National Railways ex- 
press bound for Masseria, NY, on 
Monday were Frank Wallace, 
elderly Laprairie, Que., farmer, 
and his two sons, Richard and 
Peter.

Police said that due to the isolated 
area of the accident, they were 
not notified until. two hours after 
the crash.. 

Police, who walked 1½ miles 
through densely-wooded country 
to reach the scene, said remnants 
of clothing and sacking and pieces 
of metal were strewn on both 
sides of the double set of tracks 
for several hundred feet. The 
truck’s motor was found 2,000 feet 
away. 

Hampered by drifting snow and 
the heavily-wooded countryside 
police searched far into the night 
for the bodies of other possible 
victims. 

Investigators said that Wallace 
had four sons. Traffic Officer 
Henri Brisson said that a check of 
the Wallace farm after the crash 
showed there was no one at home.

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Russia Beats 
Pre-War Level 
Of Production 


MOSCOW, Dec. 28 (AP) — 
Russia has recorded 1948 as a 
year of important economic suc- 
cess. In both industry and agri- 
culture, prewar levels of produe- 
tion are now reported to have 
been surpassed, and the process 
of recovery from war losses large- 
ly completed. 

Foreign Minister Molotov said 
Nov. 6 the grain crop was as large 
as the largest prewar harvest, de- 
spite the fact that the sown acre- 
age was somewhat lower than 
pre-war. This, —— said, 
meant the yield ` hectare 
throughout the — is was high- 
er than ever before. Furthermore, 
other erops than grain were also 
reported as being good. 

The 1948 harvest was the sec- 
ond succéssive excellent crop re- 
Ported, indicating that the coun- 
try enters 1949 with good re- 
serves, and that a foundation has 
been laid, by increased sowings 
this fall of winter grains, for fur- 
ther increase in agricultural out- 
put next year. 

In the case of industry the pic- 
ture is recorded by the govern- 
ment as no lesg rosy. Molotov re- 
ported that total industrial pro- 
duction of the Soviet Union dur- 
ing 10 months of 1948 was 27 per 
cent higher than during the same 
period of 1947, and 17 per cent 
higher than prewar. 

The statistical administration 
previously had said that output 
in September, 1948, was at a rate 
26 per cent ahead of prewar years, 
implying that the rapid increase 
in output continued throughout 
the year. 

This would mean that Soviet 
industry is far advanced toward 
the five-year-plan -goal, 
provided originally that in 1950 
output should be 50 per cent 
above prewar levels. 

Perhaps the most startling dec- 
laration during 1948 was the 
statement, made at a meeting of 
the Metallurgical Workers Trade 
Union and reported in Trud, that 
the Soviet Union had now re- 
attained its prewar metal output, 
metal in this case obviously 
meaning steel.

NEW YORK, Dec. 28 (AP) — 
Food prices in the United States 
are on the decline as the old 
year bows out. 

And most trade analysts expect 
them to ease further in 1949. 

No spectacular reductions, like 
the 20-per-cent drop in retail 
meat prices since September, are 
anticipated. 

But the gentle downward trend 
seems fairly sure of continuing 
well into 1949 because of the 
record 1946 harvests, and because 
foods which have been most

bor Statistics reported they were

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Civil Service Pay Increases 


Canada’s’ civil servants received the 
bther day what seems like a substantial 
Christmas present, if the aggregate of 
pay increases is considered. The in- 
creases will cost the country about $25,- 
000,000 a year. When the pay increases 
are considered individually, they are 
nothing to make our public servants 
gleeful: an average of $180 a year, or 
$15 a month, or 33.50 a week. When the 
twenty-five million dollar bonanza is 
thus broken down into a hundred thous- 
and segments, it spreads pretty thinly. 

* * * 


How does it happen that a generous 
sum like $25,000,000 becomes a higgardly 
increase? The obvious answer is that 
there are too many hands into which 
the millions must be placed. We have an 
army of civil servants. If there were 
fewer the pay boosts could be bigger. 
Therefore, if the nation’s public work- 
ers wish to feel a bigger effect from a 
$25,000,000 increase in pay, they should 
urge the Government and the Depart- 
ment heads to fire a few tens of thous- 
ands of their fellow-werkers. They do 
not take such forthright action, of 
course. Many have other tactics. If a 
person on a job can secure two assist- 
ants, that person becomes a Director of 
some sort or another and expects a 
wage increase because of his more ele- 
vated status. 

„ * * 

It would perhaps not be good for the 
country if the civil servants clamoured 
to have several tens of thousands of 
themselves discarded. Canada’s business 
is big business. If the staffs were cut by 
fifty per cent. or even twenty per cent. 
government departments would be 
shambles. Twenty years ago this country 
hobbled along with 40,000 civil servants. 
Today the nation’s business has multi- 
plied two or three times, public welfare 
services have been expanded and 100,000 
civil servants may be no more than the 


minimum required to handle the busi- | 


ness and the services.

The truth is that $25,000,000 is not a 
generous sum to allocate for increases 
in civil servants’ pay these times. It may 
not even be adequate to the just needs 
of many thousands of our public work- 
ers and to the good intentions of their

Canada Recognizes Palestine 

Until last week-end the new Jewish 
Republic of Palestine was a state which 
Canada officially pretended not to 
know. It was like a stranger in a small 
town. Everybody gossips about him and 
of course knows who he is and what he 
does and how he comes to be in town, 
but he has to be inspected critically and 
preferably accepted by somebody else 
before the ordinary Canadian invites 
him into the domestic circle. It is not 
that we are inhospitable; we are merely 
cautious, knowing that it is easier to 
pick up an acquaintance than to drop 
one. 

The United States recognized the ex- 
istence of the nation of Israel a year 


ae 


proclaimed. Canada was not so hasty, 
because we know that the Americans 
pick up with people quickly and in the 
first minute of conversation are calling 
the stranger by his first name. Further, 
Canada has many relatives whose pre- 
judices and wishes must be taken into 
account: Britain, Australia, New Zea- 
land, India. By last week-end Israel 
had been diplomatically ,recognized by 
eighteen nations. Inthe last year it has 
shown that, it is no fly-by-night good- 
for-nothing. It seemed safe for Canada 
to call it by name without embarrassing 
the other members of the British 
family. So the Minister of External 
Affairs, Mr. Pearson, announced on 
December 24th—a sort of Christmas 
present—that Canada was recognizing 
the Jewish state of Israel and its pro- 
visional government. 

It is a de facto recognition: that is, we 
acknowledge Israel to be a matter of 
fact. Like the stranger in town, we are

accorded de jure (full legal) recognition 
to Israel: there will be no intimate 
house-parties until Israel has trimmed 
its dress to conventional taste. Just now 
its boundaries are indefinite and not to 
our liking. There should be general 
Canadian approval that our Govern- 
ment has given this recognition to the 
new state. We think that it cannot be 
severely criticized for having acted 
slowly, with typical Canadian caution. 


, Good Works In. The Red 


A Toronto Lions Club recently spon- 
sored a huge Christmas carnival, The 
affair flopped. The show lost about 
$25,000. We mention the matter not to 
criticize the club's good intentions, but 
its lack of business sense and its failure 
to assess before the event the probable 
support and the effort required to make 
the affair at least a paying proposition. 

Service Clubs, charity balls, benefit 
concerts and the like are often useful, 
charitable and communally beneficial. 
However, now and then organizations 
become so zealous in making their good 
works bigger and better that mere ac- 
tivity—busy-ness in professional bene- 
ficence—scatters benevolence to the 
winds, if not to the wrong side of the 
ledger. Sometimes, in fact, good works 
are an excuse for a big party or a good 
time, as when expensively - staged 
Charity Balls wrap society in ermine 
and leave hardly a-nickel for the charity 
which was the assigned purpose of the 
ball. , 

There can be too many cars up for 
lottery, too many and too ambitious pro- 
jects to raise money for worthy pur- 
poses, Sometimes the worth and purpose 
are not clearly evident even to the 
members of the organization undertak- 
ing the money-raising campaign. En- 
thusiasm for doing something presumed 
good can make profligate school-boys of 
men who are, in their personal business 
affairs, paragons of commercial virtue. 
The money which charitable and service 
clubs raise is really public money, given 
in trust. It is not given to underwrite a 
subsequent, more grandiose venture in 
money-raising. It is of little use to a 
club, the community or the charities 
which the club supports, if an expensive | 
concert group is brought. to a large hall 
and nobody goes to the concert. 

Organizations must not over-reach 
themselves in their zeal for service 
money; otherwise not merely club mem- 
bers but the general public will weary 
of being contributing ducks to fund- 
raising drakes. 


The Death Ot Roly Young 

It was with regret that we learned of 
the death of Roly Young, for so many 
years movie critic of the Toronto Globe 
and Mail, He was one of the very few 
regular critics of the movies writing in 
Ontario, his following was a wide one, 
and his influence was good. There exists 
very little criticism of the arts and of 
entertainment in Canada, and Ontario, 
the wealthiest province, is particularly 
badly served in this respect. Roly Young 
was not a highbrow, and some of his 
judgements (such as his remark that 
Pride and Prejudice was of interest only 
to boarding school girls) showed his 
limitations; but he knew a great deal 
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I contehiptudus of shoddy work, and never | 


lost sight of the fact that there can be 
no final decision in matters of taste. 
His sudden death on Chrirtmas Eve will 
be felt as a very real loss by thousands 
of people who depended, to some extent, 
upon his judgement.

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Atlantic Pact 
Talks

[THERE has been quite 4 lot ot misunder- 

standing about the “Atlantid Pact“ dis- 
cussions which have just started in Washing- 
ton, 


For example, there have been reports that 


a “draft treaty” prepared by the Permanent 
Commission of Western Union already exists; 
th : purpose of the present talks is to se- 
cure American and Canadian acceptance of 
it, with perhaps a few amendments; that then 
a formal conference will put the “finishing 
touches”; after that is signed other 
European countries may be invited to accede 
to ity i 

Such a procedure is not, in fact, being 
adopted. For apart from every other consid- 
eration, it would be to “ask for trouble”, Am- 
ericans and Canadians are not just going to 
adopt a treaty drafted in London. And other 
European States would probably resent the 
suggestion that they should just sign on the 
dotted line a treaty from the making of 
which they had been carefully excluded.

T real process is perhaps slower but like- 

ly to be far sounder. Tne first move came 
from tne United States in May, when Sena- 
tor Vandenberg, taen Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Reiations Committee, tabled, in 
consultation with the State Department, the 
resolution now known by his name. It ex- 
pressed readiness to “associate” the United 


States with defensive regional groups which 


were based on “continuous and effective self- 
help and mutual aid“ and which would ef- 
fectively develop their maximum defence 
potential by co-ordination of their military 
forces and resources”.

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Princes And Kings Called Charles

HERE has been no Charles in Britain's 
royal family since Charles II died in 1685. 
The British in Cromwell’s regime had be- 
headed the first King Charles, his son the 
second of the name had a place in history as 
the foremost roue of his time, and to cover a 


period of more than 250 years we have had a 


king named James, a. William-and-Mary col- 
laboration, a series of Georges, another Wil- 
liam, a Victoria and an Edward. 

Charles is an outstanding name in royal 
annals, however, and kings and princes who 
bore it occupy some 37 pages in the Britan- 
nica. Charles the Great, better known as 
Charlemagne, ‘vho was King of the Franks 
some 1,200 years ago, leads them off. There 
were Roman emperors named Charles, in 
Rome’s failing days; it was the name of kings 
of France, Spain, Austria, Hungary, Sweden. 
There was a Charles the Bald, Charles the 
Fat, Charles the Simple, Charles the Fair, 
Charles the Wise, Charles the Bad, Charles 
the Noble, Charles the Stammerer. 

But there was only one Bonnie Prince 
Charlie, and it is with him that the infant

Bonnie Prince 
Charlie is a romantic figure in Scottish his- 
tory, and recently in Edinburgh they made a 
film of his life. + 

Charles Edward Louis Philip Casimir 
Stuart was born in 1720, grandson of King 
James II of England, and English history 
knows him as “The Young Pretender.” He 
was the last hope of the Stuarts. He was born 
in Rome, in exile, and in his mid-twenties set 
off a Jacobite uprising in Scotland Which he 
hoped would carry the Stuarts back to the 
throne his grandfather had abandoned. But 
Charles was beaten at Culloden in 1746, and 
for months the Young Pretender hid in the 
Highlands with £30,000 on his head. Eventu- 
ally he escaped to France, to live and plot 
more than 30 years, but the hopes of the 
Stuarts had vanished. 

Bonnie Prince Charles was a gay, gallant 
figure whose fame has teen much embroid- 
ered by legend and romance. The destiny of 
the infant Prince Charles nobody knows; it 
would do him much good’ to possess the Stu- 
art charm, more character and stability than 
some of the Stuarts showed.

Geometry Helps 
Doctors 
In Spine Cases 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE. 

NEW YORK, Dec, 28 (AP). — 
A little geometry can help tell 
when, and when not, to operate 
on children with one type of cur- 
vature of the spine, a 14-year 
study at the Hospital for Special 
Surgery here shows. 

The geometry adds up the an- 
gles of the curves in the spine. 
It can trace, accurately, whether 
they are getting worse. 

The study was made by Dr. 
John R. Cobb, chief of the Sco- 
liosis Clinic of the hospital. 

Scoliosis means a sidewise 
curving of the spine. Many 
people have it, to a slight and 
unnoticeable degree. When the 
curving is bad, the shoulder and 
ribs may be prominent on one 
side or one hip may jut outward 
with the trunk curving inward 
on the other side. 

Many different conditions may 
cause this curving. But in most 
cases, perhaps 85 per cent, the 
case is not known. 

The spine may become curved 
like a long letter “S.” If the 
middle part of the spine starts 
to curve, then segments above 
and below may curve in the op- 
posite direction. This is compen- 
sation to maintain balance.

Putting the child in a plaster 
cast or -brace can straighten out 
the spine to some extent. But this

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (CP)— 
After long, long months of head- 
line sensation, one phase of the 
big spy probe is almost over. 

The House of Representative’s 
committee on un-American activ- 
ities is writing its formal report 
on Communist espionage in the 
United States—and preparing re- 
commendations based on the com- 
mittee’s voluminous findings. 

Most of the findings already 
are a matter of record, because 
few committee sessions were 
closed to the press. 

The story of Whittaker Cham- 
bers, confessed former Commun- 
ist courier, has been told and re- 
told, 

But the recdmmendations are 
something else again, particular- 
ly as they relate to present-day 
Washington. Anything the com- 
mittee may have to say about up- 
to-date espionage will be of major 
interest. 

The Chambers seems to have 
established beyond doubt that 
Russian-directed spies stole secret 
documents from the State De- 
partment a decade ago. A popular 
assumption is that the same pil- 
fering is going on—or at least 
being tried—in 1948. 

Representative Carl Mundt 
(Rep. S..), acting chairman of 
the committee, said Sunday there 
is “réason to believe” Communists 
in the United States government 
are working for Russia. One re- 
commendation, he said, will be 
legislation to bolster security 
measures and to punish “officials 
who violate them.”

Ottawa Boosts | 


Hospital Rates 


Ottawa Civic Hospital has in- 
creased its rates $1 a day for all 
patients. The, new scale is ex- 
pected to swell the revenue by an 
amount estimated at $160,000, but 
the increased cost of operation 
during 1949 will be $200,000 to 
$250,000 more than this year. 

Provincial legislation permits a 
charge of $2.50 a day for in- 
digent patients; but the actual 
cost to the hospital is $8 a day. 
On each indigent the hospital and 
the city of Ottawa lose around 
$5.50 a day. 

Two years ago room rates for 
private patients were raised from 
$6 to $8 a day; and for semi-pri- 
vate patients from $3.50 to $5 a 
day. 

At 89 a day, the charge to the 
private patient is almost double 
the $5-a-day rate that was in 
effect in 1939. These Ottawa fees 
reflect the condition which hos- 
pital authorities and management 
have to contend with throughout 
the country.

Lock Co. Paying 


Judge Declares 


Workers at the Peterborough 
Lock Co, have received an in- 
crease of 1l-cents-an-hour, with 
what amounts to two months re- 
troactive pay, according to a de- 
cision of the Ontario Labor Re- 
lations Board. Local 527 (UE- 
CIO) and the Peterborough Lock 
Co. were the principals in an 
arbitration case in which the 
union had originally asked for 


15 cents, six months retroactive 
pay and special Sunday rates. 

According to company spokes- 
man the union had asked the 
company for a 15-cents-an-hour 
increase, and the company grant- 
ed and put into effect 11-cents- 
an-hour.” As the union was not 
satisfied the matter was taken to 
arbitration. 

Judge Harold E. Fuller, ap- 
pointed by the Ontario Labor Re- 
lations Board, presided. 

Judge Fuller stated that the 
Company had submitted evidence 
to show that they were paying 
higher wages than any of their 
competitors: in the Dominion of 
Canada, and that the overall av- 
erage earnings for hourly rated 
employees was higher than any 
industry in the Peterboro area. 


The Company agreed to make 
this lle increase retroactive for 
one month, and the Union re- 
quested six months retroactivity. 
The Board awarded an additional 
two months retroactivity at half 
the rate—51gc—which would be 
the equivalent to another month 
at the full rate. Also, the Board 
directed the Company to pay 
double time for work on Sun- 
days. 

This Company which had pre- 
viously been paying eight statu- 
tory holidays, is to continue with 
this and pay workers nine hours 
at average earnings. 

As the Company has been 
working Saturday in lieu of Mon- 
day up to the week prior to this 
arbitration, the Company agreed 
to pay for the Christmas holiday 
this year, but since they have 
resumed the normal working 
week, pay will not be given for 
New Year’s Day, because it does 
not fall within a working week.

Mayor Harvey Donald, in ac- 
cepting his nomination, said that 
former ‘councillors had hope and 
foresight in building a better 
Campbeliford by laying sewers 
and pavemen d building a 
High School; but those services 
had loaded us with a debenture 
burden that had to be met.

Surplus of $3,500. 

Councillor W. A. Kingston, the 
chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, id there had been a 
surplus of $3,500 this year and 
the taxpayers could except some 
relief in 1949. He stated that the 
laying down of sewers and re- 
pairs to the schools had increased 
the debenture burden, but the 
Council: had met all of its finan- 
cial obligations through careful 
Planning and spending. 

The chairman of the Public 
Utilities Commission, J, O. Benor, 
gave a full report on the Light 
and Water Department. He said 
that the Light and Power De- 
partment had $10,101.92 cash on 
hand at the ‘beginning of 1948, 
and at the end of the financial 
year, October 81, it had $16,002.52 
in hand. He stated that the com- 
mission had sold $12,392.62 worth 
of power, $8,709.21 of commer- 
cial light, and $27,086.31 of do- 
mestie light. He claimed that a 
third generator was necessary, 
and that the sale from excess 
power would in a very short 
time pay for the added expense. 
He said that the commission had 
gone behind in the Water De- 
partment, and recommended that 
water rates be raised.

‘was functioning properly, the 
lighting system was satisfactory

Deputy Ralph Locke spoke on 
his work as chairman of the spec- 
ial school committee at the United 
Counties’ Council. He said that a 
new school under the larger 
school unit. He stated that the 
United Counties grants to schools 
was based on the average cost of 
maintaining a pupil for one day.

Vaughan reported that gross re- 
venues for 1948 —the last month 
estimated— amounted to $402,- 
000,000, an increase of $54,000,000 
over 1947. Operating expenses, at

Health Program Highlights 
1948 Legislation In Ottawa 


By WILLIAM WILSON 
Canadian Press Staff Writer 

OTTAWA, Dec. 26-—(CP)—The 
legislative program enacted by 
the fourth session fo Canada’s 
20th Parliament established a 
$30,000,000 health program, cre- 
ated a new labor code, amentied 
the criminal code and approved 
Finance Minister Abbott's aus- 
terity policies. 

The health program was the 
only social legislation of the ses- 
sion. Under the new policy the 
federal government committed it- 
self to spend $30,000,000 a year 
helping the provinces build up 
their health programs. 

The money, to be paid mainly 
on specific projects presented by 
the province, began to flow in Oc- 
tober and by the end of the year 
a large number of individual 
schemes had been approved. It 
appeared unlikely, however, that 
the provinces would be able to 
use the whole amount the first 
year. 

The labor code laid the ground- 
work for uniform labor legislation 
across the country. It applies to 
industries under federal juris- 
diction such as railways, radio 
and shipping, but paves the way 
for the federal government to 
assume jurisdiction in other fields 
where the provinces give their 
authorization. 

The criminal code amendments 
tightened the law dealing with 
six offenders. 

Import Controls 

Paliament approved a govern- 
ment bill authorizing the use of 
import controls to curb expendi- 
ture of United States dollars. The 
division brought one of the clos- 
est votes of the session and the 
government was upheld 102 to 
92. Parliament also approved a 
measure extending the govern- 
ment’s powers to control domestic 
rents and keep some commodities 
under price control. :

Anti-Sub Vessel 
To Be Produced 
On Limited Basis

OTTAWA, Dec. 29 — (CP). — 
The New Year loomed with new 
promise to-day for Canada’s hun- 
gry aircraft and shipbuilding in- 
dustries 

The government, through De- 
fence Minister Claxton, announc- 
ed Tuesday that 1949 will see the 
construction programs started for 
these air and sea combat craft: 

1—Canada’s all-weather, long- 
range interceptor fighter which 
still has to undergo its flying 
tests. It will be built by the A. 
V. Roe Company at Malton, near 
Toronto. 

2—The American F86, world's 
fastest jet fighter with a record 
of 670 miles an hour, six half- 
inch cannon, a fighting height of 
40,000 feet and a fighting range 
of 500 miles. Reports indicate it 
will be turned out by the de 


. V. Roe and Canadair as big 
producers. 

3—A new type of anti.subma- 
rine vessel, a modification of the 
British design, which will have 
a lot of American equipment. 
This craft and new minesweep- 
ers will be turned out at first on 
limited basis. There is no indi- 
cation which of a number of the 
shipbuilding firms across Canada 
will get the orders. 

Complement Design 

Informed sources said the F-86, 
a product of North American Avi- 
ation Company of Los Angeles, 
will complement Canada’s own 
specially - designed Interceptor, 
but that it is pretty much of a 
rival of the slower British Vam- 
pire which the RCAF has been 
using since the war. 

Mr. Claxton said’ the RCAF’s 
fighter squadrons will gradually 
turn te the American plane, but 
that the Vampire will not be 
abandoned. 

At a press conference, Mr. 
Claxton was asked by a British 
reporter if the F-86 development 
indicated Canada’s official beliet 
that the U. S. had gone ahead of 
Britain in the jet field. He did 
not answer the question direct- 
ly, but said there were some mat- 
ters in which circumstances made 
it wise for Canada to standardize 
with the U.S.

Films were dropped and the 
men made a pictorial record of 
their adventure, Three nights 
ago a polar bear wandered to 
within 30 feet of the camp, but 
did not molest the men. 

Christmas Day the men talked 
to their wivés at their Greenland 
base over a portable radio trans- 
mitter.

Skilful Landing 


EST Tuesday, 
Beaudry skilfully set his big ship 
down on the cap. » Thirty-eight 
minutes later the ski-runnered 
transport, assisted by jet take- 
offs, roared into the air and 
headed Back to its base 270 miles 
away. 

News of the feat was cheered 
aboard the U.S.S. Saipan, carry- 
ing a navy Helicopter rescue team 
to the area. The 14,500-ton cat- 
rier, which left Norfolk, Va,, 
Christmas Day, had not expected 
to launch its five “flying wind- 
mills” on the rescue mission be- 
fore Thursday noon, 

Navy officials said the Saipan 
will put into port at Argentia, 
Newfoundland, before making the 
return trip to Norfolk. 

The rescue also came before 
the air force’s top Arctic expert, 
Col. Bernt Balchen, had a chance 
to try his hand at the job. Balch- 
en flew a glider-equipped C-54 
from Fairbanks, Alaska, via Win- 
nipeg to Greenland for the task.

Fails To Offset Mounting Costs 


BY R. C. VAUGHAN, 
Chairman and President. 
Canadian National Railways. 

The Canadian National Hail- 
Ways is altogether likely that 
even with a record-breaking gross 
this year, the company’s net posi- 
tion in 1948 will prove to be the 
lowest since 1939. After payment 
of taxes, equipment rents and 
other such charges, the 1948 net 
will not be sufficient to meet all 
the interest due on securities held 
by the public and owing to the 
government, 

Gross revenues for. 1948— the 
last month estimated— amounted 
to $492,000,000. As compared with 
1947, this waz an increase of $54,- 
000,000, But operating expenses, 
at $466,000,000. were $69,000,000 
higher and the net revenues this 
year were $15.000,000 lower than 
those of 1947. 

Granted Increase. P 

Last spring, after hearings last- 
ing more than a year the Board of 
Transport Commissioners granted 
the railways an increase of 21 per 
cent in freight rates, on an ap- 
plication by the railways for 30 
per cent, This was the first gen- 
eral increase in more than a quar- 
ter of a century, but because of 
exceptions, the over-all increase 
Was only 13 ½ per cent. These new 
rates becam? effective April 8. On 
September 15, certain competitive 
rates were raised 15 per cent, 
these rates having been voluntari- 
ly reduced during the depression 
years to meet un ricted com- 
petition. All of these increases 
added approximately 0,500,000 
to Canadian National revenues 
during 1948, but they fall far short 
of what is needed to take care of 
increased costs. Among these costs 
was a general increase of 17 cents 
an hour to employees in Canada, 
granted in July and retroactive to 
March, and other increases due 
to changes in working conditions 
which included extension of vac- 
ations with pay. These pay- roll 
adjustments together with wake 
increases granted employees on 
our lines in the United States add- 
ed 300,090 to the company’s 
operati expenses in 1948 and 
were unavoidable. 

Including new equipment, we 
paid approximately $213,332,580 
for materials and supplies pur- 
chased in 1948. This was an in- 
crease of $60,402,213 over the ex- 
penditure.in 1947 for the same 
purposes. 

Over-all rate increases granted 
to United States railways since 
June, 1946, are estimated at 43 
per cent, Notwtihstanding these 
adjustments, the continued rise 
in operating costs forced U. S. 
lines to ask for more revenues 
and an application for an addi- 
tional increase of 13 per cent, with 
certain exceptions, was filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in October 

Canadian railways are no bet- 
ter able to get along without 
money than United States rail- 
ways, and they have been com- 
pelled to seek further relief. Ap- 
plication for an increase of 20 
per cent is now before the Board 
of Transport Commissioners and 
hearings are expected to begin in 
January.

This is a 
reduction of some 221,000 tons as 
compared with the previous year. 
Although tle railways originated 
more tonnage on.its Canadian 
lines, there was a notable decline 
in traffic originating in the United 
States, mainly due to restrictions 
on imports, Approximately 20,- 
800,000 passengers were carried 
this year, a decrease of 426,000 
from the 1947 total. 

‘The total volume of express 
traffic exceeded that of any prev- 
ious year.

In common with other railways 
on the continent, the Canadian 
National suffered from a shortage 
of equipment and during the past 
year we experienced at times dif- 
ficulty in meeting the demands of 
shippers. Through the co-oper- 
ation of the Association of Am- 
erican Railroads, some relief was 
afforded toward the end of the 


year when the return of empty- 


cars from the United States to 
Canada was expedited. 

All railways are endeavouring 
to meet the competition of other 
forms of transportation by im- 
proving service and equipment 
and, within the limitations im- 
posed by high costs, reduced rev- 
enues and slow deliveries, the 
Canadian National is putting 
thought and effort into making 
train travel more attractive and 
we are keeping abreast of mod- 
ern trends. 

During the past year, we re- 
ceived 28 deluxe first class 
coaches and we recently ordered 
another 25. We are still awaiting 
delivery of 20 sleeping cars of the 
duplex roomette type, which were 
ordered more than two years ago. 
The railway is also remodelling in 
its own shops, a number of sleep- 
ing cars of various types, lounge 
cars, parlor cars and dining cars. 

A transportation system like 
the Canadian National Railways, 
which hauls 86 million tons of 
freight and carries nearly 21 mil- 
lion passengers in one year, which 
handles something like 22 million 
express shipments and transmits 
12 million telegraph messages, 
which operates a chain of first 
class hotels and two steamship 
services, whose annual purchases 
run as high as $213 millions and 
whose annual payrolls amount to 
$315 millions, obviously holds an 
important place in the national 
economy. Recognizing that they 
have been entrusted with a pro- 
perty vital to the national wel- 
fare,, its officers and employees 
are carrying on their duties with 
integrity, striving to maintain 
high standards of service while 
scrutinizing every expenditure. 
There are factors, however, over 
which they have no control.

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Words And Deeds In Indonesia 


How the U.S.S.R. must be laughing at 
the state of affairs in Indonesia! How 
Russian commentators must nod to each 
other, saying, “You see, we always said 
that all that Western talk about demo- 
cracy was nonsense; they are simply a 
pack of greedy imperialists and exploit- 
ers of the weak, as we have always 
maintained”. We have the present Neth- 
erlands government to thank for this 
state of affairs. Unless all reports from 
Indonesia are lying, Dutch behaviour 
there is on the lowest level of cynical 
imperialism. We do not think that the 
‘reports are lying, but we cannot tell, for 
Dutch authorities have barred all news- 
men from the area — a thing which 
usually happens only when a govern- 
ment is afraid ef the truth. 
eS . eae 


Let us review, as briefly as we can, 
the situation in Indonesia. The Nether- 
lands East Indies comprises a rich 
archipelago, including Sumatra, Java, 
part of Borneo, the Celebes and west- 
ern New Guinéa, spread over a Pacific 
area about the size of the U.S.A. 
Holland gained this rich territory by 
conquest and colonization. Early in the 
war the Japanese took the Netherlands 
East Indies and the Dutch Government 
—at that time in exile in England — 
promised: the Indonesian people self- 
government and equal status in the 
postwar Dutch Empire. 

$ * * * 

During the Japanese occupation an 
Indonesian’ republican movement was 
organized underground, and when the 
war was over Dutch troops and forces 
from , British India, using American 
lease-lend arms, tried to suppress it. 
They failed, and in 1947 U.N. set up a 
committee representing the U.S.A., Aus- 
tralia and Belgium, to mediate, and the 
Renville truce was reached in 1948. The 
Dutch then blockaded the areas held by 
the republicans. 8 — 

* * * 

The Marshall Plan makes no provision 
for Indonesia, but it provides Holland 
with $270,000,000, and added $84,000,000 
to be used in Indonesia for food and tex- 
tiles—to be purchased from the U.S.A. 
and Japan. But the Netherlands Gov- 
ernment refuses to grant any of this aid

vate Dutch firms, and uses the money 


in the Netherlands. That is why the 
U.S.A. has stopped Marshall Plan aid to 
the Netherlands: American money was 
being used to assist the Dutch to subju- 
gate people to whom they had promised

The Indonesian republicans are not 
communists; indeed, they have fought 
the Indonésian communists and exe- 
cuted their leaders, They are people who 
want the freedom which was promised 
to them. The Netherlands Government, 
we are sorry to say, appears to be act- 
ing in a disgracefully dishonourable 
manner, discrediting western democracy 
in communist countries, and driving un- 
reckoned numbers of Asiatic people 
straight into the arms of the commun- 
‘ists. Let Russia laugh! To her the situa- 
tion must indeed be funny. But to us it 
is tragically disheartening.

Hanging Tojo 

A week ago the Japanese war leader 
Tojo and six of his associates were 
hanged. A tribunal representative of 
eleven victorious nations had found 
them: guilty of war crimes—crimes 
“against humanity. The world is well rid 
of them, but history may not judge the 
manner of their despatch to be as 
righteous and just as people in the west- 
ern world think it now. 

Nations have individually laws and 
codes which protect Their societies. They 
work because the society has generally- 
accepted basic principles. The attempt 

to establish international codes of jus- 
tice, to mete out punishment for crimes 
_ perpetrated against all humanity, is 
ambitious and laudable. The difficulty is

of beliefs on which to base international 
justice. Even so-called Christian coun- 
tries differ about what is just and pro- 
per, and war among themseives, 

The only nearly universai beiet is 
that might is right. Although some west- 
ern democracies profess faith in higher 
principles, the recent war has reaffirm- 
ed the validity of power. Other nations 
may believe that even the Tokyo hang- 
ings were evidence that might is still the 
yard-stick of right. The hanging of Tojo 
may have been just but it was also a 
retribution, rather a timely one for 
Canadians who remember the Christmas 
Day of 1941 when Hong Kong was sur- 
rendered to the Japs. 

It will be a long time before any but 
the victors will bring anybody but the 
vanquished to trial for war crimes. That 
time will probably not come until there 
are no victors, no vanquished, no war, 
and therefore no war crimes. We note 
wryly that the Communists in China 
have published a Christmas list of “war 
criminals” who would be punished by a 
people’s court when they are captured. 
The names of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-Shek and Madame Chiang Kai- 
Shek head the list. It seems that among 
the modern spoils of victory is the 
right to try enemies for crimes against 
humanity. i 

We could wish that Tojo had been 
given a short, sharp court martial three 
years ago instead of a pompous trial 
which dragged on into 1948 and ended 
on a gallows idealistically imported from 
victorious democracies. Perhaps national 
leaders of thirty years ago were wiser 
and less starry-eyed when they won 
elections on a popular cry of “Hang the 
Kaiser” and made him a country squire 
in Holland. i 


“A Fine Old English Gentleman” 


We never saw C. Aubrey Smith on the 
screen without being reminded of the 


song about “A fine old English gentle- 


man, One of the olden time”. If he was 
playing the faithful Swedish servitor of 
Queen Christina, or the honest old Ruri- 
tanian soldier in The Prisoner of Zenda 
something of his essential Englishness 
still peeped through the disguise. Holly- 
wood, which loves “type-casting”, allot- 
ted to him very frequently roles which 
demanded a display of fine manners, 
handsome appearance and good breed- 
ing—the qualities which are tradition- 
ally associated with aristocracy, and 
which aristocrats often display. But few 
aristocrats could show these qualities 
better than Aubrey Smith. 

He was not a great actor, as screen 
actors go. He had not the versatility of 
Harry Baur or Conrad Veidt; he lacked 
the ability to convey fine shades of 
meaning which distinguishes Michael 
Chekov; he was rarely called upon to 
sustain any emotion, except indignation, 
for long. But in his own limited field he 
was matchless; honesty and manly feel- 
ing were apparent in everything he did. 
He was fortunate also, in his appear- 
ance; heavily built, but not fat, tall but 
not gangling, of strongly marked fea- 
tures yet in no way coarse, graceful even 
after his eightieth year, he was of a dis- 
tinguished, commanding presence — so 
much so indeed that actors who were 
not so well-graced paled to insignifi- 


Longe beside him. Many a “star” looked 


He will linger in memory as a con- 
summate master of good manners. It is 
a painful fact that many film actors, 
however carefully they may be schooled 
by their directors, are never able to root 
out their essential ill-breeding; they are 
inescapably common. Aubrey Smith 
played, in his days on the stage, with Sir 
George Alexander and Beerbohm Tree, 
both of whom insisted upon the highest 
degree of cultivated deportment in their 
colleagues, and he took to Hollywood a 
perfected stage technique and an un- 
derstanding of what deportment really 
was. Movie-goers everywhere are grate- 
ful for his long career, and will miss him, 
for he gave a special sort of pleasure 
to millions.

Would Gag Press 


On the surface, the recent tiff between the 
Regina Leader-Post and the C.C.F. govern- 
ment in Saskatchewan might seem of little 
importance or consequence. But the Leader- 
Post performed a public service in its 
knuckle-racking job against a Socialist bu- 
reaucrat who tried to deny the paper its in- 
herent right to gather news.

Fifty Years On A Newspaper 


(THERE have been great changes in the 

newspaper in the last half century. Ac- 
cording to Mr. D’Arcy Finn, executive editor 
of the Ottawa Citizen who is celebrating his 
fiftieth anniversary with that newspaper, the 
greatest is the immense foreign coverage now 
offered by newspapers. 

“I can remember when the whole Associat- 
ed Press coverage was a dozen handwritten 
sheets a night.” f 

Other equally important changes have oc- 
curred. Among the greatest, according to Mr. 
Finn is in the ethics of the profession. 

ein the old days, the editor. . dietated not 
only the policy of the editorial page but also 
got it into the news. So the news had to be 
tinged with the newspaper’s policy beliefs. 
In a political campaign, the stories and even 
the headlines had to be slanted in the direc- 
tion of the paper’s policy. If you didn’t con- 
form you'd get fired. 

“Today the news columns of the paper are 
strictly objective and give all sides of our 
day-to-day problems. There is no reason 
why people today cannot make up their 
minds intelligently on every issue that is be- 
fore us. 

“This, of course, is the finest thing that has 
happened to newspapers. It meant the ren- 
aissance of the newspaper as we know it to- 
day.” 

Summarizing fifty years of down-to-earth 
experience on the Ottawa Citizen, Mr. Finn 
declared: 

“It has been a good life. I have written— 
or handled—literally millions of words of 
news in my time and not once have I know- 
ingly caused to be put into The Citizen one 
word that I have known not to be true. 

“There are some people who think news- 
pabermen‘invent’ or manufacture“ news but 
this is not $0. No newspaperman could be 


| suceessful—or happy—if he did this. Neither 


would he last long. 

“Of course, mistakes are made. When this 
happens I have found it the best policy to ad- 
mit the error frankly and ask what can be 
done to make up for it. 

“The people appreciate it. Many times the 
customer thinks he is right but he is wrong. 
I have had them come into my office with 
fire flashing from their eyes and smoke pour- 
ing out of their ears. Then comes the prob- 
lem of bringing them around to the right 
point of view. ; 

“I’ve never had to throw anybody out of 
my office. It's always been my policy to be 
friendly and I hope—and think—I’ve suc- 
ceeded.” 

Based on his fifty years, the executive edi- 
tor took the opportunity to explode a still 
all-too-prevalent fallacy. “It used to be a 
favourite cliche that newspapermen were 
boozers. Some of them were—as in many 
other callings—but they always lost out and 
were weeded out. No calling in the world 
today demands a greater degree of sobriety. 
Booze and news are a fatal combination.” 

Then he went on to underline the cardinal 
principle to which he has stuck throughout 
his career. 

“One of the prime essentials of the news- 
paper business, in my opinion, is loyalty to 
the cause, through thick and thin. You know 
your paper’s principles; fight for them every 
day of your life. 

“A newspaper's success is the measure of 
its service to its readers, its community. And 
that service is compounded of the services 
faithfully. rendered to it by every member 
of its staff, from the office boy to the boss. 
So you see, we all shoulder part of a very 
great responsibility, and that’s where unre- 
mitting loyalty and earnest, hard work enter 
the picture.” A

LUENEBURG, Germany, Dec. 
29 (Reuters). — Sensational dis- 
closures of the relations between 
President Hindenburg and Adolf 
Hitler, when Hitler was Chancel- 
lor, are expected to be made dur- 
ing the forthcoming denazifica- 
tion trial of Lt.-Gen. Oskar von 
Hindenburg, the president’s son. 

The trial is due to take place 
early in the new year. 

Although Oskar von Hinden- 
burg never was a member of the 
Nationalist Socialist Party, the 
denazification court at nearby 
Uelzen will have to decide wheth- 
er he benefitted materially from 
the Nazi regime and if so, what 
penalty shall be imposed. 

Both the public prosecutor and 
defence counsel state that during 
the proceedings, documents will 
be produced and witnesses called 
which will throw a strong light 
on the events which led up to 
Hitler’s accession Jan. 30, 1933. 

The so-called “Hindenburg Tes- 
tament” will play a part in the 
proceedings, especially the his- 
toric statement of which the Nazi 
party made great use and in 
which Hindenburg is alleged to 
have urged the German people to 
support Hitler.

Oskar von Hindenburg sup- 
ported the published version of 
his father’s political Testament 
and in a radio speech Aug. 18, 
1934, declared: 

“My dear father looked upon 
Adolf Hitler as his immediate 
successor as chief of the German 
Reich. I am, therefore, acting in 
accordance with my father’s 
wishes when I call upon all Ger- 
man men and women to vote to- 
morrow for the transfer of the 
office of Reich’s President to the 
Fuehrer and Reichschancellor.”

Feller To Get 
Smaller Salary 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 29.—(AP). 
—Bob Feller, baseball's No. 1 
money man, thinks his pay envel- 
cpe may be slightly thinner next 
season. And his boss, President 
Bill Veeck, of Cleveland Indians, 
agrees. 

Last season, Feller signed for a 
guaranteed $40,000 plus bonuses 
based on attendance. By the time 
the year closed,’ insiders figured 
his income from the Indians at 
around $82,000, baseball's top sal- 
ary of all time. 

But that was last season. Fell- 
er wound up with, for him, a so- 
so record of 19 victories and 15 
losses. Now Veeck says he will 
start Feller’s attendance bonuses 
at a higher crowd figure. 

“So naturally,” Veeck told a re- 
port, “if we draw the same num- 
ber of people we drew last sea- 
son, he'll collect less money.“ 
Even granting the stiffer bonus 
requirements, Feller's salary still 
should hit above $65,000 for an- 
other high season.

Fred A. Medd, a Londoner who 
imported . reindeer fawn hides 
from Alaska before the war, wrote 
to the Times that in these days 
of searcity no portion of earth 
capable of producing the food 
should be overlooked and “the 
vast tundras’ of the Arctic are a 
case in point.” 

“Only by animal industry such 
as the herding of reindeer, which 
réquire no artificial breeding or 
shelter and in suitable environ- 
ment rapidly multiply, ean these 
become producers of meats, fats 
and skins for clothing and leath- 
er.’

The herds could be produced all 
right in the “vast fundras of the 
Arctic,” but the cost of shipping 
the meat to England would be so 
high that Londoners would have 
to pay as much as $2.50 a pound 
for choice reindeer steak.

new year. The City Council will 
be asked to have three surfaces | 
made in addition to the 12 now | 
ready for blades. 

To avoid any chance of over- 
lapping on rink schedules, per- 
mits for the use of surfaces at 
specified hours are being issued 


from the office of Jack Dane, 


recreation director, to leagues and 


teams applying. A master time- | 


table in that office will give a 
complete picture of what users 
are on each surface at any time. 
Allotments of time and supervi- 
sion, of programs on the rinks will 
be in charge of the Commission, 
at the request of the city council. 
The request was accepted at a re- 
cent meeting of the Commission. 


There will be three surfaces at | 


Riverside Park, twe for hockey 
and one for pleasure skating. 

At Inverlea Park, where there 
is now. one surface for skating, 
the Commission has asked the 
Parks Department to build an- 
other rink for hockey. This re- 
quest was made, said Mr. Dane, 
because there are no hockey sur- 
faces in the north end of the city 
now. 

Two surfaces, one for hockey 
and one for skating, are at Mc- 
Donnel and Stewart Sts. 

A skating surface only will be 
operated on Bonaccord St. 

Turner Park has a skating and 
a hockey surface. 

King Edward Park will also 
have oné of each type of rink. 

The one ‘surface at Confedera- 
tion School at present is for use 
of hockey alone. The Commission 
has asked that another, for skat- 
jing, be erected there. Last win- 
ter, demand for ice space was 
heavy in that district, and as the 
area is growing, it is not expected 
that there will be any decrease. 
Work has now been started on 
this surface, it is reported. 


Rink At The Grove 


The Commission has also asked 
that a skating rink be built at the 
Grove School. The nearest rink 
now is nearly a mile away, and 
the population in that area now 
warrants a separate rink, it was 
pointed out. 

The number of rinks this year 
is only two short of the 17 which 
operated last year. 

Mr. Dane said that the opera- 
tion of the new Civic Arena this 
year will not cut down the de- 
mand for open-air surfaces. Most 
of the games played there, he 
said, will be ones which last year 
played in out-of-town 
points, so it will not greatly ef- 
fect the requirements for the 
small open rinks.

Others at the table 
who think they couldn’t be fool- 
ed by a margarine product, who 
pompously declare that ereamery 
butter is in a class by itself, and 
no one could slip a substitute 
past their guardians of taste, were 
as vastly surprised as I was. 
That was the revelation of only 
one meal, of course. How this 
margarine would stand up day af- 
ter day as dairy butter does, J 
don't know, but this one experi- 
ence seemed almost incredible. 
After all the adverse propaganda 
against it, and your own convic- 
tion that there is nothing to take 
the place of the best creamery 


butter, nothing in its class, and 


then to have the margarine palm- 
ed on you without the slightest 
recognition of the deception and 
substitution — well, you would 
have said it was something that 
couldn't happen, 

But, it did. 

He Was Fooled 

And this is not an isolated case. 
A member of the Examiner sat in 
to a meal of fried potatoes, cold 
cam, and stewed corn Tuesday ev- 
ening. He spread a big gob of 
butter on the potatoes, smeared 
butter on two slices of bread and 
thoroughly enjoyed the meal. As 
he was about to retire a few hours 
later his wife said, “How. did 
you like the flaver of that butter 
we had for supper?” His reply 
showed no suspicion of any 
change as he said “it was tops.” 

That was his introduction to 
the present day margarine. He too 
had been a guinea pig without 
knowing it, and the margarine 
weathered the experiment with 
flying colors, 

Looking back to the lean days 
of 1914-18 when margarine was 
a daily item on the menu, this 
man is inclined to believe the 
present product is far superior, 
not only in taste and palatability, 
but in appearance,

In the last officisl step before 
next Monday's civic elections, 
candidates for councils and school 
boards in munſeipalities across 
Ontario filed qualification papers 
Tuesday evening. 

Many localities discovered they 
won't need elections. Scores of 
local politicians failed or declined 
to qualify. In four towns, nine 
villages and 17 townships the 
councils were put into office by 
acclamation at the qualification 
affices, 

Port Arthur, the only Ontario 
city. with local elections Jan. 3, 
found itself suddenly without the 
mayor who has guided it for 18 
years. 

Mayor Charles W. Cox waited 
until two minutes before the 
Qualification deadline before an- 
nouncing that he would not be a 
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candidate. He had failed in his 
attempt at clection as mayor of 
neighboring Fort William earlier 
this month. 

Following his nomination for 
mayor of Port Arthur Monday he 
kept silent as to whether he would 
qualify. Cox 4s the Liberal mem- 
ber for Fort William in the On- 
tario legislature: Two Port Ar- 
thur aldermen, George Wardrope 
and Fred ©. Robinson, will fight 
for the mayoralty. 

Another mayor, J. S. Beck of 
Brampton, did not file his papers 
and automatically ended 24 years 
in public office, six of them as 
mayor. Harold R. Lawrence step- 
ped unopposed into the chief 
magistrate’s chair. 

Something of a record for town- 
ship reeves was set in Binbrook 
township neur Hamilton when no 
candidates turned up to oppose 
Hiram Fletcher, who now goes in- 
to his 20th term of office as reeve. 
In that time he has been opposed 
only three times. 

A father agd son team took over 
the two kev municipal offices in 
the town of Dresden by acclama- 
tion. Walter 8. Weese moved in- 
to the maycr’s chair, vacating the 
reéveship which was won by his 
son, Douglas Weese.

Political Killings 


‘Highest 
In Many Years 


By The Associated Press 

The assassination In Cairo on 
Tuesday of ‘Premier Mahmoud 
Fahmy Nokrashy Pasha added 
another outstanding name to the 
1948 toll of political killings, al- 
ready the highest in years. 

The list now includes two of 
the world’s outsfanding men of 
peace, a prime minister and sev- 
eral prominent figures in politi- 
cal life of their countries. 

In New Delhi, Jan. 30, Mohan- 
das K. Gandhi, the Indian apostle 
of non-violence was assassinated. 

Burma, where assassination of 
political leaders is almost com- 
monplace, was the scene of three 
such slaying this year. In Febru- 
ary, Thankin Tin Maung Gyi and 
Hla Bu, leaders in the Upper 
Burma Peasant Association, were 
shot and bludgeoned to death. In 
September, U Tin Tut, foremost 
in his country’s fight against. a 
Communist-led rebellion, was 
killed ‘when his automobife was 
booby-trapped. 


No Let Up 


In Bogota, Colombia, this April 
an assassin shot Jorge Elieger 
Gaitan, the Liberal Party’s presi- 
dential candidate for 1950. The 
Slaying brought days of terror, 
looting and killing. 


A Communist official, Col. 
Augustin Sram, was slain at the 
door of his home in Prague, the 
Czech police announced in June. 

May Day brought the assassin- 
ation of Justice Minister Christo 
Ladas of Greece. A grenade was 
thrown into his automobile, 

The tragedy of Palestine was 
heightened in September by the 
assassination of Swedish Count 
Folke Bernadotte, United Nations 
mediator for the Holy Land 
struggle, Slain with Bernadotte 
was his French assistant, Col. An- 
dre Pierre Serot.

World Series In Hockey 


Turned Down By Editors

TORONTO, Dec. 29 — (CP).— 
There is no valid reason for a 
World Series in professional hoc- 
key because the National Hockey 
League would win hands down. 
That is the opinion of Canadian 
sports editors. 

Question of a World Series, 
posed in the Canadian Press an- 
nual year-end poll and mention- 
ing specifically the NHL, Ameri- 
can, United States, and Pacific 
Coast Leagues, received an em- 
phatic “no” vote. 

Thirty-one writers participat- 
ed in the 16th poll and the re- 
sult, announced to-day, showed 
17 with a flat “no” ballot. Three 
were just as definite in their 
“yes” vote and the others came 
up with various alternatives, in- 
cluding six who suggested a 
World Series between only the 
NHL and AHL champions. 

In “Yes” Column 

In the “yes” column were Bob 
Mamimi, sports editor of the Cal- 
gary Herald; Pete Sallaway, the 
sports editor of the Victoria 
Times, and Nelson Whitmore, 
sports editor of the St. Thomas 
Times-Journal. 

Mamimi figured a World Series 
“would be a good way of finding 
out just how good the NHL real- 
ly is.” Sallaway thought it 
would create more interest in 
hockey and Whitmore said there 
are “many fans who believe the 
other leagues have improved and 
that the NHL title may not be 
the world’s title,” but he doubted 
the “feasibility of complicated 
playoffs away on into the spring.” 

Two writers from each of the 
NHL cities of Toronto and Mont- 
real participated and only one,

Clayton Browne of the St. Ca- 
tharines Standard plumped for an 
NHL AHL series “if handled 
identically to the World Series in 
baseball.” He added the “AHL 
is the only loop that measures at 
all up with the calibre of the 
NHL.” 

Definitely Against 

Browne is “definitely” against 
a four-league series. “The USHL 
and PCHL are practicaily com- 
posed of talent of the NHL ‘has 
been’ variety, along with players 
whom the majors passed up as in- 
ferior,” he said. “Inclusion of 
the USHL and PCHL would as- 
suredly lower NHL prestige.” 

Other suggesting an NHL-AHL 
series include Chick Appel of the 
Stratford Beacon-Herald, Ray 
Guay of the Prince Albert Daily 
Herald, and Dick Eliot of the 
Port Arthur News-Chronicle. 
Appel said he did not believe 
there was “much difference be- 
tween the two leagues” and Guay 
said that .competition between 
the two is “argued to be about 
the same” and added: “At least 
one series would definitely 
prove the point.“

Two Billion Mark

|} OTTAWA, Dec. 28 (CP)—Can- 
ada’s primary industries flourish- 
ed in 1948. 

The agriculture, fisheries, min- 
ing and pulp and paper industries 
ali reported a good year, with 
new high peaks showing in most 
cases in both the quality and dol- 
lar value of commodities produc- 
ed. 

Canadian farmers, though still 
enjoying a high rate of income, 
suffered a setback toward the 
year-end when the 1949 food con- 
tracts with Britain—in some in- 
stances providing for lower quan- 
tities at lower prices—were an- 
nounced. 

In brief, Britain in 1949 will 
take less Canadian Bacon than in 
1948 with no change in price, less 
cheese with no change in price 
and fewer eggs at lower prices 
than this year. Contracts for the 
purchase of beef and mutton were 
not renewed. 

The four-year contract for the 
sale of wheat to Britain continued 
and for the 1948-49 crop year 
Canadian wheat producers were 
guaranteed $2 a bushel for the 
140,000,000 bushels being shipped 
under the arrangement. 

During its session earlier in the 
year, parliament adopted legisla- 
tion to continue certain wartime 
powers needed to enable the gov- 
ernment to fulfil the food agree- 
ments. $ 

The margarine issue broke on 
the dairy industry late in the year

U.K. Has Better 
Trade Balance 


LONDON, Dec. 30.— (CP).—

Boosted 
On January 6 


Two-Price System 
To Be Abolished 
In Dairy Deliveries 


TORONTO, Dec. 30—(CP)— 


Many Ontario consumers may 
Pay a cent a quart more for milk 
after Jan. 5, the result of the 
decision Wednesday of an arbi- 
tration board called to settle the 
price of milk to be paid to pro- 
ducers in 42 Ontario marketing 
areas. 

The board awarded farmers a 
| 20 to 25-cents-per-hundredweight 
increase in the 42 regions. The 
present price in these areas is 17 
cents a quart. 

P. Bruce Scott, secretary-man- 
ager of the Ontario Milk Distribu- 
tors, said dairies would have no 
alternative but to raise the price 
to consumers. He did not say what 
the increase would be. Other dis- 
tributors said it would be at least 
a cent a quart. 

The arbitration board, headed 
by Judge J. D. Cowan of Brant- 
ford, set prices ranging from $3.75 
to $4.15 per hundredweight. Of- 
ficials of the Ontario Milk Con- 
trol Board said the prices would 
go into effect Jan. 5. 


37 Areas Affected 


A price of $4 per hundredweight 
was set by the board in 87 of the 
42 market areas, They are: Acton, 
Aylmer, Barrie, Bracebridge, 
Brampton, Brantford, Brockville, 
Campbellford, Cobourg, Colling- 
wood, Cornwall, Delhi, Dunnville, 
Georgetown, Gravenhurst, Gode- 
rich, Kingston, Lindsay, Meaford- 
Thornbury, Midland-Penetangui- 
shene, Newmarket, North Musko- 
ka, Orillia, Owen Sound, Paris, 
Peterborough, Port Elgin, Port 
Hope, St. Marys, St. Thomas, 
Simcoe-Waterford, Smiths Falls, 
Southampton, Stratford, Sutton, 
Tillsonburg and Wiarton. 

Farmers on the Oakville mar- 
ket will receive $4.15 per hun- 
dredweight in Pembroke, $4.10; in 
Hawkesbury and Picton, 83,85, 
and in Napanee $3.75, 

The board’s decision abolished 
the present system whereby 
farmers receive two prices on 
quota milk, one for whole milk 
used in bottling | and aoaaa for 
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all milk delivered by farmers ün- 
der quota to the dairies. 

A second arbitration board is 
expected to give a decision soon 
on the price of milk to producers 
in the Toronto area, where the 
price paid by consumers is 18 
cents a quart. It is expected that 
the decision will be copied in the 
Hamilton area. 

The price increase comes at a 
time of decreasing milk consump- 
tion in the province. The Agri- 
culture Department reported that 
sales of fluid milk in October, the 
last month of record, were 36,- 
085,800 quarts, compared with 
36,944,500 quarts in October, 1947.

Published reports of the success 
of corneal grafts in restoring eye- 
sight had led many persons to 
offer to give or sell their eyes in 
the belief that they could give 
sight to others. Only a very limit- 
ed number of the biind could be 
aided by corneal graft and enough 
corneas were available to meet 
the need. They were obtained 
from eyes renioved because of 
other diseases. 

“In most of these offers there 
is no spirit of true philanthropy,” 
Dr. Alyesworth said. “People of- 
fer their-eyes o us every day for 
9.000. They. would put 
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anyone but because they want 
money. Even if we could use these 
eyes we couldn’t buy them.”

Isobelle’s mother, bedridden 
since the birth of her youngest 
daughter, eight-year-old Ethel, 
was in the house at the time but 
was removed to hospital. Ethel 
and two other children, nine-year- 
old Marion, and Norman, 12, will 
be cared for by the Children’s Aid 
Society. 

Carried To Car 

Newell carried the girl to his 
car which was stuck in frozen 
mud and slush in a lane behind 
the house. A passerby helped 
him push out the vehicte but it 
was 15 minutes after the shooting 
before he reached the hospital, 
where the girl died 10 minutes 
later. 

Police Chief S. W Illingsworth, 
constable of this town of 2,129 
persons, and Dr. Royden Burnett, 
went to the Brown home and 
found the father rolling around in 
the basement.

—President Truman apparently is 
determined to hold American 
military costs next year to the 
lowest figure he considers safe in 
the present une&sy state of the 
world, 

He is said tq be eager to avoid 
straining United States produc- 
tion to a point where rationing 
and price controls would have to 
be clamped dk on. 

His advisers believe he will ask 
Congress once again next week 
for stand-by controls. But bar- 
ring some great new world emer- 
gency. Americans probably can 
count on getting through the next 
year of huge foreign aid and re- 
armament programs without any 
new curbs actually in force. 

The question of controls arises 
because everything the United 
States does abroad has its effects 
at home. It works the other way 
around, too. And as chief of both 
domestic and foreign policy, Tru- 
man bas to worry simultaneously 
about the cookstove for the Am- 
erican kitchen and the combat 
tank for France. 

The Government set to work on 
final plans for a great new ex- 
tension of the American “stop- 
Russia” policy — including .a 
multi-billion-dollar program of 
military aid to western Europe.

. The kind of control that has been 
imposed on Germany’s greatest indus- 
trial region, the Ruhr valley, is no more 
international than the new interna- 
tional Danube Authority which is dom- 
inated by Russia and excludes the 
western powers. The Ruhr Authority has 
been set up by six western nations and 
it is their representatives and theirs 
alone who administer it. The six are 
Britain, France, the U.S.A. (each with 
three votes); Holland, Belgium and 
Luxembourg (each with one vote). The 
agreement reached las-.Tilesday pro- 
vides for the admit of Hérman. 
(with three votes) to the Authority when 
Germany has a democratic and repre- 
sentative government. , 
* re * 

Not only is the system of control for 
the Ruhr very Umited in an interna- 
tional way, but in actual practice it will 
be pretty much under the thumbs of 
Britain and the United States. Decisions 
will be made by majority vote. Britain 
and the U.S. A. have together six votes. 
Their thumbs are likely to come down at 
the same time and to press for the same 
things, because both are more interested 
in seeing the Ruhr industries booming 
than are the continental countries. They 
France, Belgium, Holland and Luxem- 
bourg—have had the hard experience of 
being overrun by the German war 
machine built in the Ruhr. Together 
they have only six votes. When Germany 
is admitted to a share in Authority her 
three votes are more likely to be cast on 
the side of the Anglo-American group 
than on the French-Benelux side.

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Opulence In Sweets 

Last year Canadians. spent $75,000,000 
on candy and gum. 

The sum is so large that it gums-up 
our imagination. Millions“ hunger in 
Asia, millions have the bare caloric ne- 
cessities in Europe, and Canadians stuff 
their mouths and double their chins and 
fatten their waists on $75,000,000 worth 
of sweets. We are not terribly distressed 
about the situation, for even if we want- 
ed to stuff foreigners with. that much 
candy and gum and deprive ourselves, 
the laws of economics and the capaci- 
ties of ships would not allow us to send 
the sweets, It is probably just as well to 
waste the sweets on our stomachs as to 
let them mildew in vaults or pollute the 
soil. Anyway, sugar is a good food, The 

army went to battle on chocolate bars 

and sickly-sweet tea, for it was a routine 
order that tea must be sweetened and 

the weekly diet include chocolate bars. 
Here are some of the succulent statis- 

ties isstied by the Bureau of Statistics 
‘Wich Bas been pouring over our 1947 

bill for sweets. The selling value of lead- 
ing products of confectioner, cocoa, 
“chocolate and chewing gum industries 
in 1947 were: 

Chocolate confectionery in bars, $11,- 
126,021; chocolate confectionery in 
packets, $11,178,184; sugar confectionery 
in bulk, 80,789,454, and in packages, $4,- 
217,394; chewing gum, $6,432,874; choco- 
late confectioney in bulk, $4,428,591;

Chocolate bars represented the largest 
part of-the,$76,000,000 total. Factories 
produced 538.99 1.156 bars with a selling 
value of $22,126,201. 

Delving deeper into statistics the 
bureau reported that $40,556,698 worth 
of materials went into the manufacture 
of the swéets and the gum. The 9,345 
employees who turned out the products

were paid $12,718,309, compared with 
$10,295,159 in 1946. The value of the pro- 
ducts manufactured in Ontario was set 
at $44,594,917, compared with $21,294,- 
573 for Quebec and $10,965,373 for all 
other provinces. i 

If the people of a country can afford 
to spend $75,000,000 on sweet foods, the 
country is not going to the dogs 
economically, In fact, it may be said 
that the sweeter a coungry’s tooth, the | 
more opulent is the country. Are not the 
people of the U.S.A. the greatest con- 
sumers of sweets in history? Measured 
that way, Canada’s fortunes are rising. 
In’ 1938, only ten years , Canadians 
spent a mere $30,489,803 on sweet foods. 
In 1940 the bill rose to $52,078,273. In. 
1947 it ‘was $76,854,862. Judging from 
such figures, Canada has indeed a fat 
future. At present it certainly has no 
lean and hungry look. 


No Longer Untouchable 


One of Ghandi’s more cherished hopes 
for India has been realized. The Con- 
stituent Assembly of the new Dominion 
of India which is drafting a Constitu- 
tion has approved a clause to abolish 
untouchability.. Thus the segregation 
and degradation imposed by Oriental 
custom and decree on millions of India’s 
depressed classes will end. Others be- 
side Ghandt have been horrified by the 
effects of the caste system on India’s 
poor. Christian missionaries have 
preached against it, and thousands of 
enlightened natives of higher castes 
have worked for its abolishment. 

A decree, a law forbidding its practice 
and providing penalties agains} those 
who might impose any disabilities 
against untouchables will not imme- 
diately banish untouchability from 
India. The custom is too deep-rooted to 
be wiped out by a legal proclamation. 
Particularly in the thousands of small 
villages the Hindu temples will still in 
practice be reserved to people of the 
higher castes, and segregation in sepa- 
rate wards and outside the villages will 
still continue. 

Patient education and many years will 
be required before the forty million un- 
touchables will realize that they have 
equality of status with other citizens of 
India, and for the Brahmins to change 
their almost religious attitude to the un- | 
touchables who have been for centuries 
the polluted and polluting people.

Eric Riordon 

The Canadian painter Eric Riordom 
died in Montreal last Thursday at the 
age of forty-two. He is not as well- 
known in Ontario as in Quebec, partly 
because until very recently the Toronto 
and Montreal groups of painters seemed 
to work, as well as live, in isolation from 
each other, and partly because he was 
devoted to the Laurentian countryside, 
a devotion reflected in the limited range 
of his canvases. 

Eric Riordon did not decide to make a 
life work of painting until about 1930. 
He studied at the Ecole des Beaux Arts 
in Montreal and at the Grande Chaniere 
and the Academic Julien in Paris. In the 
‘relatively few years left to him as a pro- 
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painter sold them. His facility and suc- 
cess in portraying the sun and snow on 
the Laurentians may have circumvented 
any capacity he had for wider expres- 
sion, deeper interpretation and experi- 
ment. He was not a great painter, but 
his quiet, colourful landscapes will con- 
tinue to please as long as people find 
joy in the Laurentians themselves.

OTTAWA, Dec. 30.—(CP). — 
A Royal Commission armed with 
far-ranging investigatory powers 
was launcehd today on a search 
for the solution to Canada’s trans- 
portation problems, 

Task of the Commission, per- 
haps the biggest ever assigned to 
a transportation inquiry in Can- 
ada’s history, was to draw up the 
blueprint of a national transport- 
ation policy designed to best 
serve the general economic well- 
being of all Canada.” 

To accomplish this job, its terms 
of reference as disclosed Wednes- 
day gave it authority to examine 
every angle of economic policy on 
transportation under parliament- 
ary jurisdiction with but a single 
reservation. 

It was empowered to inquire

Rebuke 
Baron Crook 


By JAMES McCOOK 

LONDON, Dec. 30 (CP). — 
Baron Crook of Carshalton, 47, a 
former Labor organizer, should 
know now that all hospital ma- 
trons are not tyrants. 

Lord Crook in the Lords raised 
the problem of a shortage of 
nurses for Britain's hospitals, and 
said the treatment of trainee 
nurses was partly to blame for 
limited recruitment of new 
staffs. 

Matrons and Sisters “who were 
brought up in the old tradition, 
the hard way, seem in many cases 
to make it one of their duties to 
see that new girls who come in 
today are brought up the hard 
way as well.” 

Stifling Discipline 

He cited a nurse who returned 
to the nurses’ home 10 minutes 
late one evening and was “repri- 
manded like a child, with the re- 
sult that she resigned”; a matron 
who tried to discipline two nurses 
who spoke to male nurses on the 
same staff; a London matron who 
imposes a color bar at a dance 
in respect of one of her staff, a 
Colonial girl. 

There were, he added, “even 
grosser examples.” 

Lord Crook’s statements caused 
Matron E. O. Jackson, University 
College Hospital, London, to 
speak for her colleagues by writ- 
ing to the newspapers. 

Indignant Matron 

“If Lord Crook were unfor- 
tunate enough to fall ill, would 
he not be the first to demand 
good, capable nurses to look 
after him?” she wrote. 

“Does he think these women 
are provided ‘out of a hat?’ Does 
he imagine they could be trained 
to be the efficient, responsible 
women they are with no routine 
of discipline at all in their train- 
ng years?” 


Matron Jackson said she was 


sure that unless unmerited crit- 


icism of the nursing profession 
was stopped “only the hard and 
tyrannical type” of matron would 
be left.

Butter output for 11 months 
totalled 70,496,100 pounds compar- 
ed with 73,716,300 pounds in the 
same period last year. Cheese was 
8 pounds against 86,498,-

Damage to Connelly’s car was 
well over $300, with about $20 
damage to the Longhurst car. 

Frank Connelly said he met the 
two accused as they were. walk- 
ing from the accident back to the 
Monaghan Rd. house and that they 
turned over the keys to him.

The 
accused explained in evidence 
that they had taken the camera 
from the car so that it would not 
be stolen.

Dairy Farmers | 
Gets 20 Cents 
More For Milk 


Dairy farmers of the Peter- 
borough district receive the in- 
crease of 20 cents per hundred 
pounds of their milk announced 
in the award of the board of 
arbitration of which Judge D. J. 
Cowan was the head. 

„This increase is added to their 
present rate of $3.90 per owt., 
raising their price to $4.10" Mayor 
Ovens of Campbell’s Dairy said 
today. “This change in the price 
to the producer may require an 
increase of one cent a quart in 
the price to the consumer. That 
would mean an advance from the 
present 17 cents to 18 cents a 
quart.” 

“Another disturbing factor is 
the granting of $1.10 per cwt. in- 
crease in the price of milk for 
sweet cream.” 

“The disturbing thing about it 
is that the price may move up 
to the point where the general 
public cannot buy it. I don't know 
whether that is mentioned in the 
press reports. A great deal of this 
milk is required for the choco- 
late milk demand, and it seems 
to me that, with that $1.10 in- 
crease, there will have to a higher 
charge to the consumer.” 

Mayor Ovens said “frankly I’m 
sorry to hear the news of the 
price increase, and I have no feel- 
ing of being unfriendly to our 
dairy farmers. I thought it was 
shown to the board that produc- 
tion prices had reached the top 
and that further price increases 
would not be necessary. Evident- 
ly the dairy farmers were able to 
impress the board that the level 
of costs entitled them to the in- 
evrease. 

The news was a bombshell to 
me. The gossip I had heard was 
chiefly about marketing changes.” 

The new price applies in this 
district to Peterorough, Lindsay, 
Port Hope, Campbellford, Cob- 
ourg, Belleville and other places, 
but Lakefield, Norwood and 
Havelock are among the smaller

|tioned. The producers in these 
will have to discuss their prices 
with the dairies, and if agree-| 
ment fails then there is the re- 
course to arbitration.

Teachers Oppose 
Lowering - 
Of Standards 


TORONTO, Dec. 30.—The Hon. 
Dana Porter, Minister of Educa- 
tion, addressed the executive of 
the Ontario Public School Men 
Teachers’ Federation at a noon- 
hour luncheon held in Toronto on 
Wednesday, Stressing the need 
for closer attention to fundamen- 
tals in teaching practice includ- 
ing the training for clear think- 
ing, comprehensive reading and 
writing for adequate expression, 
the Minister expressed his ap- 
preciation of the fine spirit of co- 
operation exitsing between, the 
Department of Education and the 
Federation. 

The 57 executive members from 
widely scattered parts of the pro- 
vince gave considerable attention 
to the topic of educational re- 
search with special emphasis on 
textbook and curricula revision. 
Every elementary school subject 
is being studied by committees 
under the direction of H. E. Car- 
bin, Principal of Hughes Public 
School, Toronto. A review of all 
textbooks published in Canada 
and of possible use in the ele- 
mentary schools of the province 
has been undertaken, and a con- 
structive critical examination of 
the courses of study has already 
been initiated. 

Strong approval was expressed 
concerning the lowering of the 
standards set for entrance into 
teacher training schools. The 
meeting also went on record as 
being greatly concerned over the 
inadequacy of the present super- 
annuation plan for teachers, and 
unanimously supported a resolu- 
tion calling for immediate revi- 
sion of the scheme now in opera- 
tion. 

It was noted that present con- 
ditions have caused many of the 
best teachers to leave the profes- 
sion to receive remuneration com- 
mensurate with their abilities, To

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Hobo Buried 
By Coal, 
Life Saved 


CNR Engineer Speeds 
To Port Hope; 
Crew. Digs Him Out 


PORT HOPE, Dec, 31.— A 26- 
year-old hobo from New Bruns- 
wick received a belated Christ- 
mas present Thursday night—the 
gift of life. He was buried un- 
der tons of coal in a CNR tender 
into which he had fallen while 
“riding the rods” on a freight 
train. 

Frank Urquhart, of Barnett- 
ville, N.B., is in hospital with 
badly wrenched legs, a bruised 
body and a severe case of fright. 
For as long as it took a speeding 
freight engine to cover the 12 
miles between Newcastle and Port 
Hope he lay buried in coal, up 
to his neck, his legs caught in 
the worm feed mechanism which 
moves the coal to the engine. 

Engineer Cecil Davis of Belle- 
ville was at the controls of the 
freight engine as the train near- 
ed Newcastle, when a man came 
running along the catwalk to the 
cab of the engine. 

“My pal’s fallen innto the coal 
tender,” he shouted. Later he said 
his name was Gordon Dickson, 22, 
of the same New Brunswick town 
as his friend. 

Davis brought the engine to a 
grinding stop and immediately 
disengaged the worm feed. Run- 
ning to the coal tender, he saw 
at once that help would have to 
be obtained before anything could 
be done for the man, buried alive 
in the coal. 


Doctors Waiting 


Word was flashed ahead to Port 
Hope and Engineer Davis un- 
coupled the engine and tender 
from the freight cars and pulled 
away on the 12-mile trip. 

“I thought he'd be dead or dying 
long before we got there,” he said 
later. “I didn’t know how far 
jammed in the worm feed he was, 
or whether he had suffocated.” 

Roaring into Port Hope station, 
Davis found the advance call had 
brought doctors and railwaymen 
to the scene. Men with shovels

$15,000Blaze 
Destroys 
400 Fox Pelts 


Fire of undetermined origin 
completely destroyed more than 
400 fox pelts and a supply of feed 
shortly after midnight when the 
storehouse of Earl Mills, Chemong 
Rd. burned to the ground. Dam- 
age was estimated to be at least 
$15,000. 

Mr. Mills who has run a fox 
farm for about 25 years had just 
completed his pelting for the year 
and the valuable furs were placed 
in the building which serves as 
a combination cook hose and 
storage room. 


“It couldn’t have come at a 
worse time in the year,” said Mr. 
Mills. “I started to pelt about De- 
cember 1 and all the furs were in 
that building; $15,000 would 
hardly cover my loss.” 

First person to notice the blaze 
was Leslie Burton, a neighbor of 
Mr. Mills, who phoned to tell him 
that flames were shooting from 
the roof of his storehouse. 

Hastily pulling on a pair of 
pants Mr. Mills rushed out of his 
house to save what he could, but 
he was too late to salvage any- 
thing from the burning building. 

The city fire department was 
called and it used five booster 
pump lines to prevent the blaze 
from speading to two adjacent 
buildings, about 20 feet away, 
used for housing the foxes. 
Neither contained any of the ani- 
mals at the time because it was 
after the killing season. 

“It was a good thing there was 
snow on the roofs of the buildings 
or the whole lot would have gone 
up with all those sparks flying 
about,” commented Mr. Mills. 

Nearly 100 neighbors arrived 
to lend a hand where they could. 
A bucket brigade was formed be- 
fore the firemen arrived but it 
confined its activities to wetting 
the roofs and walls of the nearby 
buildings.

Hidden Letters 

BUDAPEST, Dec 31—(AP) — 
Hungarian newpapers today 
printed a purporied exchange of 
letters between Joseph Cardinal 
Mindszenty and American envoys 
regarding political changes in 
this communist-led state. 

The press said the letters, al- 
legedly written’ by Cardinal 
Mindszenty; the former United 
States minister, Arthur Schoen- 
feld; and the United States minis- 
ter, Selden Chapin were found 
in a metal capsule buried in the 
cellar of the cardinal’s palace. 

The government announced 
Monday that Cardina! Mindszenty 
had been urrested on suspicion of 
plotting against the government 
spying, treason and black-market 
money dealiugs 

The papers quoted Schoenfeld 
as acknowledging receipt of three 
letters from the cardinal “con- 
cerning the Hungarian minority 
in Slovakia, retrenchment of Hun- 
garian civil service and the gen- 
eral matter of political interest in 
Hungary.” 

Schoenfeld also was quoted as 
stating that the primate had “re- 
quested. the assistance of the 
United States government in al- 
tering certain concitions which 
your eminence deplores.”

Mayor Ovens: A Valedictory 


Mayor W. G. Ovens is retiring from 
municipal office after serving two years 
as alderman and three as mayor. His 
period of service has coincided with 
momentous times in Peterborough’s 
development. When he was first elected 
to the Council the city was approaching 
its wartime industrial peak. He took 
office as Mayor at the beginning of the 
first post-war year, when civic problems 
arising from the transition to peace 
were becoming insistently great, Impor- 
tant and difficult tasks were therefore 
his, as well as a position of honour. He 
has carried out the tasks with-a high 
degree of competence, probity and in- 
dustry, and has given to the office of 
Chief Magistrate a dignity in keeping 
with the honour which was accorded 
him this year when on behalf of the 
citizens he received the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Ontario and the Governor- 
General of oe 


Mayor Ovens may justly be praised 
for his advocacy of both the St. Joseph 
and the Civic hospital projects; his sup- 
port of the civic employees’ pension 
scheme which has become a model for 
other Ontario cities; his active and suc- 
cessful endeavour to secure new hous- 
ing; his close attention to a multiplicity 
of municipal matters and his generous 
expenditure of time and thought on 
them. Much of his work has not yet blos- 
somed on our streets, but the plans have 
been laid, the direction determined, and 
when we have our new City Hall, the 
Memorial Centre, an adequate sewage 
system and City Planning in action, it 
will be realized that W. G. Ovens had a 
large share in the spade work. 


His regime has been remarkable for 
two characteristics” There has never 
been better harmony and understanding 
between the Council and other bodies, 
civic and county, than during his terms 
as Mayor. The citizens of Peterborough 
have never had a mayor who was as 
close to them. He has with decorum and 
friendliness brought the office of mayor 
to the people: at dances, civic recep- 
tions, charitable teas, church socials,

Hatless Hatmakers 


The lid is off the British hat trade. 
In fact, the trade is a bit up in the air 
because too many male British heads 
are unhatted, exposed to the air. In 
Canada the hatters have been conduct- 
ing a poster advertising campaign to 
shame Canadian men into wearing hats. 
The British hatters are taking other 
steps, acting on the principle that re- 
form begins at home. 

So widespread has become the habit 
ot not wearing hats that in Denton and 
Stockport, the Lancashire hatmaking 
centre, 20 per cent. of the workers do 
not wear hats. In southern England 35 
per cent. are hatless. So 7,000 workers in 
the felt-hat industry are being urged to 
set an example to Britain by wearing 
the products they manufacture. There 
are notices posted outside hat factor- 
ies: “Don’t come in here without wear- 
ing a hat“. In addition to these disci- 
plinary hat-factory measures, the in- 
dustry has set aside £25,000 for a “wear- 
a-hat” publicity campaign which open- 
ed on December 10th. 

It does seem appropriate that work- 

ers in hat factories should wear hats, at 
least when the, workers are in public 
view. Of course, that sort of reasoning 
can be carried too far. Should men in 
silk stocking plants. wear silk hose? 
Should everybody in dental equipment 
places wear false teeth? Should the men 
in cosmetic factories attempt to set a 
fashion. tor heavily rouged cheeks? It

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would be rather upsetting to see the

Perhaps the British hatters are a bit 
mad in their demand that their em- 
ployees wear hats. It does seem rather 
a restrictlon on personal liberty, but 
some say that Britons are getting used 
to restrictions. 
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Holiday Disasters 

Every year at this time, and usually 
on the first publishing day after Christ- 
mas, the newspapers are full of stories 
about fires in homes, children smother- 
ing, occupants fleeing a flaming house 
in the middle of a cold night, traffic 
accidents, automobile collisions, violent 
death and gaping wounds. Why this 
parade of shocking events? 

The week between Christmas and New 
Year’s is, of course, usually a lean one 
for political and international news. 
There is therefore more space on the 
front page for stories of accidents and 
fires, Further, the first publishing day 
after Christmas comes usually after a 
two-day holiday, so that news of two 
days’ fires and accidents appears in one 
day’s issue of a paper. 

There are, of course, more fires and 
accidents at Christmas and New Year’s 
than at ordinary times. Christmas tree 
lights, decorative tinsel littering a house, 
candles galore, dry Christmas trees, 
tissue-paper wrappings, fire - places 
alight, and furnaces going full blast on 
cold uayb: these increase the fire hazard 
in homes at this season. As the danger 
increases, the occupants of a house must 
increase their caution. 

More traffic accidents occur at this 
holiday season because drivers are in a 
festive and care-free mood. They relax 
their habitual caution, Also, people 
(pedestrians, passengers and drivers 
alike) drink more at this time than at 
others. The cup that cheers even if it 
does not inebriate is not a good dish to 
have in one’s hand immediately before 
venturing out into the streets. It is 
especially dangerous if one’s hands are 
next going to be at the wheel of a car. 

Péople do not have a happy new year 
if they damage their own limbs, or 
worse, somebody else’s. 


Predictions 


A common pastime at this season is to 
guess the old year out and outguess the 
new one in. The chief news is predic- 
tions. An expert announces that if New 
York were A-bombed the port of New 
York would be ended, caput, finito. In- 
ternational soothsayers predict that “a 
relatively modest amount of American 
machinery can tip the scales” in Yugo- 
slavia and “switch Tito to the Western 
camp”. Political guessers say that Lord 
Mountbatten, will be given a Cabinet 
position in the British Labour govern- 
ment. The arrest of Cardinal Minds- “ 
zenty in Hungary will, it is. predicted, 


start a War, between church and state 
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We could make predictions too. We 
might say that the sun may not rise to- 
morrow, and there is nobody who can 
prove us wrong before the event. It is, 
of course, safer to make predictions 
which people will have forgotten at the 
end of the year unless the guesses turn- 
ed out to have been good. Then the 
prophet can remind people about his 
prediction. It is also safer to hedge, to 
clothe your guesses in two dresses so 
that whatever the kind of party, there 
is something to suit it. 

We have been reading what one 
clothes designer—named Tina Leser, if 
you must know—has had to say about 
women’s fashions in the new year: “The 
shape of 1949 is based largely on un- 
expectedly draped skirts and tiny, 
moulded tops. Sometimes, the skirt 
drapes up in strange places, sometimes 
in front, to the side or back. And some- 
times it’s straight”. If Tina Leser is as 
good a designer as equivocator, she is 
really a person of address.

GERALD MARRYAT 
The prociamation establishing 
the Colborne District, was issued 
on October 14, 1841 by command

Canadian Skiing 
Governed 
By Two Systems 


BY BILL GRAHAM 
Canadian Fress Staff Writer 

ST. DONAT, Que., Dec. 31— 
(COP)—AHais and Arlberg may 
mean little to you—but those who 
want to impress the after-ski fire- 
side group should learn what it’s 
all about. ; 

The day of the barrel staves 
and the river bank runs have dis- 
appeared and only those who talk 
learned about telemarks, chris- 
ties, sitzmarks and gelandes- 
prungs, have a chance of being 
classed as real skiers by the term- 
conscious followers of the chilly 
sport. 

When the trick term and catchy 
names have been mastered, the 
next question to be fired at you 
will probably be: Do you use 
the Allais or Arlberg method?” 

Depending on what school of 
skiing your questioner is an ad- 
vocate of, you may make the right 
answer. But if you don’t—you 
have a battle on your hands, 

Through the Jength and breadth 
of the Laurentian hills there is no 
agreement between Allais and 
Arlberg men. And there isn’t 
much hape of a sound decision on 
which method ts best. 


The Two Systems 


The Allais or parallel system 
‘was introduced to Canada by 
Emile Allais, French instructor 
and former world champion who 
last year coached Canadian 
Olympic team skiers and taught 
in the Queoec City oe, It is 
based on body movéments or 
weight shifts, keeping the skis 
as close as possible together, al- 
though as all skiers know, the 
boards sometimes have ideas of 
their own on what route to take. 

The Arlberg or snowplow 
system originated in St. Anton 
am Arlberg, Austria. Most fam- 
ous of the Arlbergers is Hannes 
Schneider, who long has been an 
exponent of this technique. The 
snowplow is a4 movement where 
the weight is thrown on the in- 
side edges of the skis and the 
points are brought together in a 
near-V. This reduces speed and 
from this position, by shifting the 
weight to either foot, the stem 
turn develops, 

In Quebec province where 
both systems are taught— con- 
troversy has waged the last few 
years as to which is the better. 

In the Quebec City region, 
Lionel Terray, top-notch instruc- 
tor from France has been import- 
ed as chief assistant to Fritz Lo- 
osli, a leading teacher of the Al- 
lais system. 

In the Laurentians, north of 
Montreal, the trend is toward 
Canadian and European profes- 
sionals who believe in the Arlberg 
meth 

But in the end, system don’t 
seem to matter too greatly. Skiers 
who master the initial lessons 
develop individual habits and 
peculiarities which throw their 
technique into a class all its own, 
unidentifiable with either of the 
two main systems,

Fire Loss In America 
Hits 725 Million 


BOSTON, Dec. 31 — (AP). — 
Fires branded. a $725,000,000 re- 
cord across North America in 
1948, but took fewer lives than in 
other years, a survey showed. 

The year’s total fire loss was 
three per cent more than 1947, 
according to a report by Percy 
Bugbee, general manager of the 
National: Fire Protection Associ- 
ation, non-profit international 
fire control organization. 

For the United States and Ca- 
nada Bugbee lister 32 fires caus- 
ing individual loss of $1,000,000 
or more and 243. others topping 
the $250,000 mark.

Back on the domestic front, 
the dollar-saving program had a 
constructive aspect which was “of 
greater long-run importance.”

There had been a “tremend- 
ous” expansion of plant and 
equipment, in basic industries 
which gave Canada augmented 
and better articulated industrial 
capacity. The most serious short- 
age on the material side still was 
in primary steel, despite an ex- 
pansion of 60 per cent during the 
war.

Lack Of Manpower Handicaps 
Britain's Industrial Production 


Writted For The Canadian Press 
By GEORGE ABRAHAMSON 

LONDON, Dec. 31 (CP)—Brit- 
ain’s industrial production con- 
tinued to increase in 1949 though 
the man-power needs of essential 
industries were not fully met and 
official indices indicated a “flat- 
tening out’ of the production 
curve in late summer and fall. 

As labor reserves have been 
virtually exhausted, further gains 
in output depend on higher pro- 
ductivity through improved or- 
ganization and the increase in me- 
chanization. With this end in 
view, the rate of capital invest- 
ment is being stepped up to £2,- 
000,000,000 ($8,000,000,000) a year, 
or 20 per cent of the gross nation- 
al product. 4 

Rationing and controls were 
eased only slightly in 1948 but the 
supply of consumer goods im- 


proved appreciably and in many

Ths adverse balance of exter- 
nal payments, Britain’s chief fi- 
nancial problem at the beginning 
of the year, was narrowed down 
from £630,000,000 in 1947 to

since. 

Wages and prices were kept 
fairly stable, but the slight de- 
cline in wholesale prices failed 
to reverse the rising trend of the 
cost of living, though a further 
substantial rise was avoided. 
There was no real evidence of 
“disinflation,’ the treasury's av- 
owed aim, apart from a slowing 
down of business in less essential 
trades. 

Higher inventories and plant 
replacement costs forced many 
commercial firms to ask for big- 
ger ‘bank loans.

Expect Budget Surplus 

Though food subsidies, the new 
new National Health Service, de- 
fence and other items of governe 
ment expenditure may cost more 
than anticipated, a substantial 
budget surplus is still expected 
for the current year. Together 
with European Recovery Plan re- 
ceipts, it enables the government 
to cover a growing part of the 
capital investment program out 
of public funds and prevent fur- 
ther growth of the national debt. 

Private suffering, on the oth- 
er hand, was disappointing be- 
cause of high taxation, high cost 
of living and high replacement 
costs in industry. Only “institu- 
tional“ saving—through insurance 
companies, building societies, and 
so on—is still holding up well. 

Increased confidence in the ec- 
onomic -outlook was reflected by 
a slight but steady advance in the 
quotations of gilt-edged securi- 
tics which helped to make the 
conversion of shares in nationaliz- 
ed industries into 3 per cent gov- 
ernment stock a success. Compen- 
sation stock which was not kept 
by the original recipients found 
willing buyers among the big 
banks and institutions. 

Part of the compensation pay- 
ments and disbursements to hold- 
ers redeemed bonds found its way 
into other industrial issues and 
generally provided support for 
the stock markets which after 
earlier hesitation recovered 
ground in the latter part of 1948. 
The-large transactions involved in 
the transfer of nationalized indus- 
tries, in financing the housing 
program and industrial investment 
were carried out smoothly, 

With continuing high employ- 
ment, the balance of payments 
and the terms of trade improving, 
the danger of inflation receding, 
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of the Exchequer has shown more 
optimism of late. His feelings are 
shared by most English business 
men.

Record Volume of Traffic Handled By CPR 


By W. A. MATHER 
President of C.P.R. 


MONTREAL, Dec. 31—During 
1948 the Canadian Pacific, despite 
handling a record volume of 
traffic, did not share to the same 
degree in Canadian prosperity as 
other major industries. Rapidly 
mounting railway wage and ma- 
terial costs, with only partial 
compensation to cover these 
higher charges from-the freight 
rate increase, has placed the com- 
pany in a critical financial posi- 
tion. 

On the one hend, gross earnings 
will reach an all-time high. On 
the other, working expenses have 
climbed so rapidly that net earn- 
ings of the company will be at 
one of the lowest levels in years. 

The contrast between record 
gross and declining net earnings 
places the company in a precari- 
ous position in Canadian econ- 
omy. The demand for its railway 
services to carry the expanding 
industrial output of the nation 
and to service Canada’s foreign 
trade commitments calls for fin- 
ancial stability of the highest 
order. Therefore, to meet rapidly 
rising operating expenses, and to 
construct sorely needed equip- 
ment, adequate rate revenues 
are urgently needed. 

Earnings Trebled 


This condition is highlighted 
by the fact that in 1948 the gross 
earnings will be approximately 
three times those of the low de- 
pression year of 1933 while the 
net earnings are not expected to 
reach the figure of that year. In 
other words, the company in 1948 
has done three times as much 
work in providing vital trans- 
portation services to the nation 
for a net return below that of 
1933. 

While gross earnings in 1948 
have increased $27,294,371 from 
January to October 31, working 
expenses have climbed even fast- 
er at $31,621,762, resulting in net 
earnings showing a decrease for 
the period of $4,327,391. The 
continuation of this trend can 
only lead to serious financial con- 
sequences to the company and to 
Canada as a whole. 

In order to help alleviate these 
critical conditions, the Board of 


5 a5 Dee 
rate increase, with certain ex- 
ceptions, of 21 per cent, these 
rates becoming effeetive on April 
8th. Excluding the excepted rates 
the 21 per cent increase averaged 
only 16 per cent. on the total 
volume of freight traffic. 

Soon Wiped Out 


The financial benefits from 
this freight rate award, however, 
were soon wiped out by the 
granting of a wage increase, on 
July 14, 1948, of 17 cents an hour 
to all employees retroactive to 
March 1, resulting in an annual 
addition to the wage bill of the 
Canadian Pacific of $27,223,000. 

In addition to this heavy in- 
crease to its operating expenses, 
the company has also been faced 
with rapidly rising material costs.

Taken as a whole materials 
have increased’ in the 1939-1948 
period 65 per cent and wages 70 
per cent. Faced with rising costs 
of this magnitude the company 
has had no alternative but to 
apply for further freight rate in- 
creases and to make drastic 
economies in all phases of its 
operations. 

As a result of these conditions 
the company, in July 1948, ap- 
plied for an immediate interim 
increase of 15 per cent on freight 
rates and a request for an over-all 
increase of 20 per cent. This ap- 
plication was later revised in re- 
lation to steadily mounting costs, 
and, on December 7, a request 
was made to the Board of Trans- 

ort Commissioners for a 20 per 
cent increase in freight rates with 
a hearing requested immediately 
before the general freight en- 
quiry. 

While the company, of neces- 
sity, has had to curtail expendi- 
tures to meet its immediate fin- 
ancial obligations, progressive 
plans for the irnprovement of its 
equipment and services have been 
worked out consistent with its 
financial ability to pay. Likewise, 
the management is fully cognizant 
of the necessity for the railway 
industry to provide modern equip- 
ment and services at a period in 
history when Canada’s national 
income and employment are at 
record levels. 

It is also an accepted fact that 
few countries in the world depend 
to the same extent on transporta- 
tion as Canada, and with this na- 
tion’s domestic and export trade 
at peak levels, every effort is be- 
ing made by the railways, despite 
their financial plight, to match the 
advances which are being made 
along the whole Canadian eco- 
nomie front. 

It is no secret that our equip- 
ment situation is not as satisfac- 
tory as it should be to meet pres- 
ent day traffic requirements in 
Canada. This ‘s due primarily to 
the fact that war shortages of 
steel and allied products made 
construction impossible during 
these years while present finan- 
cial results prohibit the volume 
of new construction which should 
otherwise take place. However, 
the Canadian Pacific floated a 
$20,000,000 equipment trust issue 
early in 1948, and

Roses Popular 


In Corsages; 
Demand Brisk 


Despite the fact that winter is 
here, there is an abundance of 
flowers to be seen these days. 
This Christmas season is the top 
season of the year for the florists 
as they supply blooms as Christ- 
mas gifts and corsages for the 
ladies, 

The only rival time is Easter, 
when there is a large demand for 
Easter lilies. 

This week there has been three 
major dances—the Collegiate “At 
Home,“ the Firemen’s Ball and 
the Holly Hop—and those ladies 
who dressed in formal evening 
clothes all wore corsages. 

A Water St. florist estimates 
that 200 were purchased for at 
At Home dance alone; and alto- 
gether he has sold about 400 this 
week. And each of these cor- 
sages would have several roses, 
gardenias and perhaps an orchid. 

Roses continue to be the favor- 
ite flower. Florists explain that 
this is because they grow the year 
round providing the temperature 
is maintained at 70 to 72 degrces. 
When the Spring comes, however, 
chrysanthemums, sweet peas and 
carnations come into popularity: 

Although the total volume of 
flowers handled this Christmas is 
about the same as last, monetary 
returns are down about 10 per 
cent, One explanation is that the 
period of peak prosperity is 
passed; people have less spare 
money and consequently spend 
less on their purchases, including 
flowers. 

Once the New Year has been 
celebrated, the floral business will 
decline until the St. Valentine’s 
trade perks it up. 

Local people who order roses 
and receive them are more for- 
tunate than similar customers in 
Toronto.

Soon we will 
have a fishy wave of public 
opinion sweeping across the Ka- 
warthas that is liable to swamp 
the brain twisters down in 
Queen's Park. 

The politician with an ear to 
the ground is going to get it full 
of water.

Wracked with pain, he is in no 
condition to withstand the pres- 
sure and accedes to the demand. 
Comes May 1 and what happens? 

The claim is made that a num- 
ber of trout fishermen would turn 
to pickerel wishing if the pickerel 
were available. As a trout fisher- 
man and as president and mem- 
bership of the Whispering Valley 
Trout Club, I resent that imputa- 
tion.

Children Age The Same 
After Two Thousand Years

What was the world like when 
Jesus was born and lived His 
short life on earth? 

It was very different from our 
own world. There was no gas, el- 

. ectricity, telephones, streetcars, 
‘buses, automobiles, trains or air- 
planes. No good roads as we 
know them today. People walked 
to their destinations or. rode on 
donkeys or horses or in chariots. 

How did they get messages to 
one another? How did they light 
and heat their homes—often tents 
in early Old ‘Testament times? 
(Messengers carried communica- 
tions from one place to another 
—runners, something like they do 
today in the wilder parts of India 
and Africa. 

Into this rough world came the 
Babe, Jesus, whose birth we cele- 
brated last week, and the story 
of Whose birth was our lesson 
two week ago. Babies were no 
different than they are today. 
Mothers and fathers loved them 
just as they do today, and re- 
joiced at their birth. 

The great men of the world are 
born in a time that needs them. 
they have the necessary qualifi- 
cations to meet the needs of that 
period. So, “when the fulness of 
the time came, God sent forth 
His Son.” Never was a Great Man 
such as this born into a world that

so desperately needed Him; and 
His influence is world~wide—for 
all people, not just His ewn race. 
In this brief space it is impos- 
sible to give much of the historie - 
al background of this time. Rome 
was the ruling power, and it was 
a Roman world that was restless 
in its religious life, dissatisfied 
with its many gods and goddesses, 
needing a Saviour, but few recog- 
nizing Him when He came.

doves or two young: pigeons,” as 
was law. 
Now there was a man in Jeru- 


Him in his arms and blessed God, 
saying, “Lord, now lettest Thou 
Thy servant depart in peace, ac- 
cording to Thy word: For mine 
eyes have seen Thy salvation.” 

Simeon also blessed Mary and 
Joseph, who marveled much at 
the things Simeon said. 

After this Mary and Joseph 
went back to Galiliee, to the city 
of Nazareth, from whente they 
had traveled to Bethlehem, the 
city of David, to register for tax- 
ation—because Joseph was of the 
House of David. “And the Child 
grew and waxed strong in spirit, 
filled with wisdom and the grace 
of God was upon Him.”

“Render unto Cae- 
sar the things that are Caesar's,” 
was Jesus’ answer; “and unto 
God the things that are God's,“ 
and hé called them hyprocrites 
who professed righteousness but 
did not live righteous lives. 

Then the Sadducees nad their 
turn, asking Jesus about the Res- 
urrection, Aly which they did not 
believe. ag too Jesus answered 
wisely, ső that they could not 
trap Him.

Hobby Essential 
To Happiness 
Veteran Claims 


A hobby is essential to the hap- 
piness and well-being’ of most 
men who retire at 65. This is the 


considered opinion of W. T. Jobe, 
448 George St. south, a retired 
mechanical overseer for the Trent 
Canal whose hobby is wood- 
working. 

Mr. Jobe has devoted all his 
spare time to his hobby since he 
retired last year. He built two 
rooms on the back of his house 
and in one of the rooms there is 
a small door through which Mrs. 
Jobe can easily put her washing 
out to dry without stepping out- 
side the house. Mr. Jobe has a 
couple of power saws, drills and a 
wood lathe, These have been ob- 
tained through the years as he re- 
quired them in the broadening of 
his hobby. 

Just recently Mr. Jobe was pre- 
sented with the Imperial Service 
Medal for working with the Trent 
Canal. In all he worked in this 
branch of the civil service 50 
years. Ten of these years he was 
helping with the construction of 
the canal from Nassau to Little 
Lake and on the lift locks at 
Kirkfield and Peterborough. He 
started working in 1897 on the 
Peterborough section. In 1906 he 
went to Kirkfield where he was in 
charge of the lift lock. From there 
he was transfered to the Simcoe- 
Balsam Lake division. In 1925, 
Mr. Jobe came to Peterborough to 
take over the position of over- 
seer. Later he was promoted to 
mechanical overseer in the Trent 
Valley system. He held that posi- 
tion until he retired last year. 

Most interesting of his recol- 
lections was the building of the 
Peterborough Lift Lock. Con- 
struction of this project took five 
or six years. Durjng this time only 
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cable during the building of the 
Kirkfleld and Peterborough Lift 
Locks. He said at the peak of the 
construction more than 100 men 
were employed, 

At the Peterborough lock, pour- 

ing of the cement was a difficult 
problem. Two large wooden. tow- 
ers were built one on each side 
of the canal. These towers were 
about 175 feet high. The cement 
mixer was on the west side of the 
canal. The cement was poured in- 
to wooden buckets which were 
then carried up the towers by a 
thick cable. They were then low- 
ered and emptied. 
People lined the banks at op- 
ening of the locks. It rained 
throughout the ceremony. The 
Stony Lake was the first official 
boat to go through. The first boat 
to go through was the power 
launch, Rob Roy, owned by the 
father of Fred L. Roy. This craft 
was used in the testing of the 
lock. 

Mr. Jobe can remember when 
the canal area was farm land be- 
ing ploughed and pastured. The 
canal was dug by steam shovels. 
In one stretch by the old Nor- 
wood road there was a small rail- 
way set up to carry gravel to 
build up the banks. One day some. 
cars, uncoupled from the engine, 
started down the incline by them- 
selves. They shot off the bank and 
fell about 40 feet. The water 
was gradually let into the canal 
one small stretch at a time. Guard 
gates were at Nassau, at the War- 
saw road bridge and at the old 
Norwood road bridge. 

Mr. Jobe believes he owes his 
success to two things: Minding his 
own business and devoting all his 
time at work solely to his em- 
ployer. 

“A young man working today 
must remember. someone is al- 
ways watching him work. If he 
plays the game fair and square, 
promotion is sure to come,” said 
Mr. Jobe. 

In March 1903 Mr. Jobe married 


the former Grace Williams. They 
have five children, four boys and | 


Reports Show 


December shows more than 100 
applicants for Unemployment In- 
surance at the Peterborough Dis- 
trict office of the National Em- 
ployment Service. Two hundred 
and forty-nine females have made 
application during the week end- 
ing Dec. 23 and the office had 
only seven vacancies. During the 
same period there were 528 male 
applicants with 96 vacancies, 
unskilled factory 
workers, a few draftsmen and 
some highlv-skilled construction 
workers. Total for both groups 
is 77 against 601 applicants for 
the same period in 1947. 

Manager W. Me says the 
reason is due to a substantial in- 
flux of floating labor to the city 
during the past few months, 
chiefly in the building trades 
which have been curtailed due 
to weather.

Avoided Black-Out 


But It Cost $5,488 
To Purchase Extra Power 


Peterborough has escaped the darkening intervention of 
the Hydro-Electric Power Commission, black-outs, arbitrary 
hours of industry, night and Sunday shifts and all the rest of 
the restrictions made necessary by the power shortage. But, 
we paid for it. The net cost to the community for the two 


months, Oct. 14 to Dec. 10, was 
$5,488.56 as reported at the | 
Utilities Commission meeting 
Thursday. 

To avoid overrunning the 
Hydro quotas, the Commission 


bought some surplus power from 


the Hydraulic Power Company, 
Queker Oats subsidiary. That 
supply afforded the margin of 
safety between the city’s 
power consumption and the Hydro 
quota. 


Ross L. Dobbin, manager of Utili- 


ties, in the following letter tẹ 


the Commission: 

“We arranged with the com- 
pany to supply us with such 
power as it could spare from that 
generated from its own power 
plant. 


We agreed to pay the company 
400 kw hrs. 


From October 14 to December 


10 inclusive, we received 1,286,- 
0.63 cents per kilowatt hour for 
these, this being the average rate 
paid by the company to us in 
1947 for power delivered to its 
sub-station. 

The cost of this was $8,104.32. 

We also agreed with the HEPC, 
Belleville, that it would pay for 
the kilowatt. hours delivered on 
Saturdays and Sundays, these be- 
ing of no use to us because they 
did not affect our quota for the 
week-days. 

Therefore, we have billed the 
HEPC for 415,200 kw. hrs. at 0.63 
cents, amounting to $2,615.76. 

Thus, the total net cost of this 
power to us was $5,488.56.” 

“Im glad we did it,” was the 
comment of the chairman, G. S. 
Matthews. 

“It was well worth it,” said G. 
A. Macdonald.

Non-Ferrous Metal Producers 
Force Bigger Struggle In 40 


By JACK R. RYAN 

NEW YORK, Dec. 31—(AP)— 
Few industries in the United 
States have a bigger job on their 
hands for 1949 than the task fac- 
ing non-ferrous metals producers. 

Continuation of the 1948 strug- 
gle to meet the soaring domestic 
demand for copper, lead, zinc and 
aluminum is only part of the job. 

In addition, the industry is ex- 
pected to furnish thousands of 
tons of scarce metals a month for 
the strategic stockpile. The heavy 
needs of the rearmament pro- 
gram also must be met. 

Here’s the outlook for some of 
the major non-ferrous metals: 


Copper 


The copper shortage is so acute 
that brass and wire mills are 
hard-pressed to continue normal 
operations. The scarcity was 
made even more- critical by the 
long strike in Kennecott Copper 
Corporation's great open-cut mine 
in Utah, whose normal output is 
estimated at about 23,000 tons a 
month.

Zinc 


Less zinc was mined durihg the 
last year than in 1947. Strikes 
and the shutdown of two large 
smelters resulted in a reduction 
of slab zinc output. United States 
smelters are estimated to have 
produced about 840,000 tons of 
primary and secondary slab zinc 
in 1948, as against 862,000 the 
previous year. However, the new 
year should show a moderate in- 
crease, barring strikes and power 
shortages. 


Lead 


The scramble for lead during 
1948 became so intense at times 
that old storage battery scrap was 
selling at the market price for 
newly-mined metal, with no de- 
duction for smelting. The smelt-

ing cost was then covered by sell- 
ing the lead higher than the 
quoted market — and that quota- 
tion at 21% cents a pound is the 
highest in history. 

Lead consumption for 1948 is 
estimated at 1,100,000 tons. Do- 
mestic mine output was 375,000 
tons in 1947. About 450,000 tons 
were derived from scrap and some 
275,000 tons were imported from 
countries like Mexico, Canada 
and Australia. 


Aluminum 


The aluminum industry turned 
out about 1,250,000,000 pounds in 
1948 — vet the demand exceeded 
the supply by about 500,000,000 
pounds, 

And the scarcity is becoming 
increasingly critical. The Alu- 
minum Company of America says 
it will have to trim down allo- 
cations to its customers in the 
coming months because of prior- 
ity military needs, diminishing 
imports from Canada, power 
shortages and depletion of post- 
war scrap piles, 


Silver 
The high marriage rate is 


3 
ware industry to a record peak. 
Use of the metal in brazing al- 
loys, electrical contact points and 
many kinds of photographic films 
also was on the increase, the Sil- 
ver Users Association said. De- 
mand promises to continue heavy

Over-all industrial consumption 
was higher than last year; total- 
ling about 100,000,000 ounces. 


Tin 


World tin production is expect- 
ed to total more than 135,000 tons 
in 1948 and climb substantially 
higher in the new year, as com- 
pared with 127,500 tons in 1947. 

Several steel firms recently 
boosted tin plate prices for 1949 
by 55 to 95 cents per 100 pounds. 
Some can makers predicted this 
increase would result in 5- to 10- 
per-cent increases in the price of 
finished cans.

naval hospital; He had been there’ 
for eight months and doctors told 
him he wor never be completely 
well again. 

Today, tanned and 186 pounds 
in weight, Zimmerman says his 
health is proof that man should 
live as natural intended—with 
the earth, in the sun and the air, 
free of the bonds of civilization. 

Zimmerman, who visited friends 

ere, is on his way to Mexico and 
uth America, 

The young man wears as few 
clothes as possible and wears 
shoes only when walking on 
pavement. His hair, reaching to 
his shoulders, is kept long as pro- 
tection against the sun. 


When Emil left the naval hos- 
pital he decided to take up flying 
as a career and went to Detroit. 
But flying lessons cost money and 
he took a part-time job in a res- 
taurant. His room cost $7 a week 
and there was little left for food. 


He began to read books on 
body building and began experi- 
menting with food. His first diet 
consisted of whole wheat bread 
and honey, then he added fresh 
fruit, vegetables, nuts and herbs. 

He fashions his philosophy from 
a dedication to love of God and 
Man, and holds that “security can 
come only from within.” 

“If we are healthy, if we are 
complete and secure within, then 
we will radiate life and life is the 
only thing which is positive.

390,000 Voters 
To Decide 
Toronto Election 


TORONTO, Dec. 31—(OP). — 
Toronto tomorrow elects its civic 
government for the next year— 
or maybe two years. It’s for how 
long that’s causing most of the 
argument, 

Some 390,000 voters are eligible 
to elect a mayor, four councillors, 
16 akéermen and 10 school trus- 
tees, Eight trustees have been 
given acclamations. > 

Voters will also decide a con- 
tentious by-law providing a two- 
year term for Council and the 
Board of Education. If approved 
the Council elected tomorrow will 
stay in office until 1951. 

The hottest fights for alder- 
manic ‘seats are going on in three 
of the city’s eight wards where 
Communists are seeking election. 
Two of them—Charles Sims and 
Norman Freed—have been alder- 
men continuously since 1944, and 
the third—Dewar Ferguson, an 
official of the Canadian Seamen's 
Union (TLC)—is a former alder- 
man. 

One Communist —ex-Controller 
Stewart Smith—is among the nine 
candidates for the Board of Con- 
trol. 

The voting marks Mayor Hiram 
McCallum’s first bid for election 
as mayor. City Council appointed 
bim when Mayor Robert Saunders 
resigned last February to take 
over chairmanship of the Provin- 
cial Power Commission. Mr. Mc- 
Callum led the polls in the 1947 
Board of Control election. 


Runs Again 


Running for mayor for the sec- 
ond consecutive year is Ross 
Dowson, a member of the Trot- 
skyite Revolutionary Workers’ 
Party. He got slightly more than 
15,000 of the nearly 140,000 votes 
cast last year when less than 40 
per cent. of the eligible vote was 
polled.

Kingston Whig Standard Finishes 
One Hundred Years 
Of Daily Newspaper Publication 


By R. D. OWEN 


KINGSTON, Dec. 31—(CP). —At the close. of business to- 
day, the Kingston Whig-Standard and one of its immediate 
ancestors, the Daily British Whig, will have completed a cen- 
tury of daily. newspaper publication. When the first copies 
of the Daily British Whig were distributed Jan. 1, 1849, vast 


stretches of Canada had not 
even been opened for settle- 
ment. 

To mark this event, the 
Whig-Standard will publish a 
special centenary edition Jan. 8, 
devoted to the history of this and 
other newspapers published in 
Kingston a century earlier. 

The special edition will be 
unique in that, by instruction of 
its president and editor, Senator 
W. Rupert Davies, no advertis- 
ing will be corried in the two- 
section special supplement, Sena- 
tor Davies explains that while he 
believes a newspaper is a legiti- 
mate and valuable medium for 
advertising he does not believe it 
should invite its advertisers to 
spend their money merely to con- 
gratulate the newspaper itself on 
its longevity. 

The supplement will comprise a 
16-page rotogravure picture sec- 
tion of Kingston scenes and 
people of the past century and an 
18-page section devoted to spe- 
cial stories and pictures. 

The long history of the Daily 
British Whig and Whig-Standard 
will be told in detail, with inter- 
esting and frequently amusing 
reports of things of great moment 
in those days— Kingstofi's great 
days as a shipbuilding centre, the 
coming of the railways, the ad- 
ventures and activities of many 
if its early leaders

Two plaques erected on the 
Whig-Standard building to mark 
the history of the newspaper will 
be unveiled a few days prior to 
the dinner. 

The British Whig was estab- 
lished in Kingston, Upper Can- 
ada, as a semi.weekly on Febru- 
ary 7, 1834, by Dr. Edward Bar- 
ker, who had arrived recently in 
Canada from England. In 1848 
Dr. Barker decided to publish his 
newspaper daily, while carrying 
on the weekly British Whig. On 
January 1, 1849, the first daily 
paper was published—a laborious 
task, for all type was hand-set 
and printed on a hand press. 

Dr. Barker was a man of in- 
tense political beliefs. One of the 
most ffequent targets for his bit- 
ter pen was the then Governor- 
General, Lord ken Whenever 
he had apparently run out of 
editorial subjects he leaped glee- 
fully to the attack of the un.

—Congressional spy-hunters left 
with the dying goth Congress to- 
day a broad hint that a Soviet 
espionage ring still may be orer- 
ating in the United States. 

And to the incoming 81st House 
of Representative, the Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee plead- 
ed for continued life so it can go 
on tracking down spy activities 
which have “brokerr through the 
security forces of the United 
States government” with “alerm- 
ingly critical” success. 

The committee’s report 
packed with fresh revelatio, 
most of them obtained from its 
star witness, Whittaker Cham- 
bers, admitted former Commun- 
ist courier. One reference was-to 
a spy ring which the committee 
said operated as late as 1945. 

These were some of the other 
highlights: : 

1. During the 1930s Chambers 
was “running a veritable espion- 
age production line out of the 
state department and other de- 
partments of the government, the 
output of which was being fun- 
nelled to Moscow by way of a 
seillfully-run transmission belt.” 

2. The majority of the filched 
documents were handed by 
Chambers to a “Colonel By Kov” 
of the Soviet espionage system for 
relay to Moscow. 

Carried $10,000 

3. Chambers once carried $10,- 
000 from New York to San Fran- 
cisco to finance “west-coast spy 
activities.” 

4. Chambers received and 
formation on (a) a new self-seal- 
ing aviation tank developed by 
the United States Navy; (b) a 
metallurgical formula dealing 
with the Norden bombsight; and 
(c) lists of naval intelligence re- 
ports and intelligence agents of 
undisclosed foreign governments. 

5. Four of the “unusually pro- 
ductive” high government sources 


of Chambers’ stolen papers re- 
ceived expensive Russian rugs in 
appreciation of their services. The 
committee didn’t identify them 
but said it intended to do so “at 
the proper time.”

The electors of Peterborough 
abandoned the ward system at the 
municipal elections Monday, Jan. 
2, 1914, by the vote of 779 for the 
retention of the ward plan, to 906 
for its abolition. 8 

The majority against the ward 
system in that voting on a by- 
law, which was submitted to the 
electors, was 127. 

Implications in some sugges- 
tions of late that the general vote 
does not provide actual repre- 
sentation of all sections of the 
city appear to intimate that the 
south ward provides few aldermen 
as compared with the other nom- 
inal divisions of the city. 

In view of that occasional spirit 
of criticism. of the general vote, 


whic is applied to actual numeri- 


cal representation, it is interest- 
ing to quote from the election re- 
cords of the vote on the 1918 by- 
law. 

The majority in the general 
voting of the ratepayers on the 


bylaw- discarding the ward sys- 


tem was 127. 
South Opposed System 

The returns from four polls lo- 
cated in the south ward showed: 
263 voters against the ward sys- 
tem to 182 in favor of it. So, the 
south ward electors of that time 
contributed Half of the majority 
by which the ward system was de- 
feated. 

In the west ward, compiling that 
sectional vote at its polling places, 
was: 204 for the ward system and 
249 against. The west end's ma- 
jority was 45. 


The sentiment of those two 


areas of the city is reflected at 
i| the polls was: south ward, a ma- 
i | jority of 81 against the ward sys- 


tem, and the west ward, a major- 
ity of 45, also against it. 

And, that decision was cast 30 
years ago, January 2, 1949. 

The Examiner of that time ap- 
parently leaned to some form of 
commission administration of the 
city's business, Its reference was 
evidently directed toward -the 
practice in large cities which had 
adopted the board of control plan 
of management. 

The Examiner's editorial con- 


tinued as follows: “It is natural 


that a commission composed of 
three or four business men, paid 
to give their whole time and 
ability to city administration, 
would be cheaper in the outcome, 
than a dozen men mostly with- 
out adequate ‘business training or 
Ability; with limited time at 
their disposal, who give their ser- 
vices for nothing. 

“We can’t expect citizens, 
working mostly for glory, to sac. 
rifice themselves for the public 
benefit. It is the ratepayers as 
a rule and as results go, or have 
gone in the past, that do the sac- 
rificing.”

the relative merits of represen- 
tation by wards and by a general 
vote from the city as a whole. 

When Peterborough was carv- 
ed out of the north-east corner 
of North Monaghan Township in 
1850 to become an incorporated 
town, without intermediate: ex- 
perience in village status, it was 
marked off into four wards. The 
Council was composed of a May- 
or and twelve conucillors, three 
from each ward. 


Peterborough must have been 
a scrubby town 100 years ago, 
whose affairs could probably 
have been just as effectually 
managed by one man as by the 
thirteen, At least the board of 
councillors could have been re. 
duced to six without loss of effi- 
ciency in the municipal adminis- 
tration and the business of get- 
ting the few and necessary things 
done. 

How 12 councillors and a may- 
or could have employed their 
time of meetings without 
from personal and sectional fric- 
tions and generally getting in 
each other’s way is surely a mys- 
tery. 

For a long time local emphasis 
seems to have rested on the honor 
of municipal service rather than 
on the doing of the municipality's 
business, which in these last 30 
years has been the main concern 
of the taxpaying citizens, 

The ward system was put on 
with the swaddling clothes of 
Peterborough as a town, and for 
49 years it remained in practice. 
That stretch was virtually the 
first half of Peterborough’s first 
municipal century. The town was 
small and struggling out. of its 
pioneer conditions. The ward 
system of local representation 
appears to have been the only 
one then in use. 

In fact, the ward system ap- 
pears to have been the only 
method of local élections provid- 
ed by provincial statue. In 1896 
James R. Stratton, representing 
west Peterborough in the Ontario 
legislature, introduced a bill per- 
mitting the election of mayor and 
councillors in cities and towns by 
the vote of the whole body of 
electors and not by wards, 


Lasted 49 Years 

That was two years before Pet- 
erborough, with statutory author- 
ity, did away with the ward sys- 
tem after its 49 years of unchal-

The council of 1899 was com- 
posed of a mayor and nine alder- 
men, Every qualified voter that 
year had the right to mark his 
ballot ten times. 

Candidates were usually num- 
erous, and so the voter could vote 
first for mayor and then for nine 
of the candidates for council, 

In 1909 the two-year term for 
aldermen was adopted. A spec- 
ial act of the legislature was pass- 
ed increasing the number of ald- 
ermen from 10 to 12. Six of the 
12 were to be elected for two 
years, and the other six for one 
year, Subsequently six aldermen 
were elected for two year, until 
the membership of the council 
was clipped from 12 to 10. The 
practice today is to elect five al- 
dermen for two. years, 

Peterborough reverted to the 
ward system in 1911. W. G. Mor- 
row was re-elected by acclama- 
tion that year. In 1010 he and 
Ernest F. Mason, both experienc- 
ed aldermen, were mayoralty con- 
testants:; The vote was Morrow 
2148 and Mason 1397. 

The aldermen, by wards, were: 
South: George Duncan and Wm. 
H. Buller; Centre: Wm. H. Brad- 
burn and Joseph R. Metheral; 
Ashburnham: Harry Morgan and 
John C. Anderson; West: James 
Brown and James Edgar; North: 
James Graham and David H. 
Kerneghan. 

A comment on the switch from 
ward to general vote in 1899 was 
briefly: “It has put an end to can- 
vassing and drawing voters.” 
That was hardly a correct opin- 
jon of the custom of helping vot- 
| ers to the polls in those horse. and 
buggy days, But, it did discour- 
age and curtail the practice of 
personal canvass

The three aldermen in each of 
the four wards were elected in 
1867, the year of Confederation, 
for three years, two years and 
one year respectively: It was in- 
tended that this system would be 
continued, but all hands evidently 
eee ren of any advantage 
from at method, and it was 
tossed out after one year's trial. 
W. H. Scott was elected mayor by 
acclamation that year. 

The two-year term for alder- 
men went into effect in 1909.

Unemployment Up 

NIAGARA FALLS—Unemploy- 
ment in the Niagara area increas- 
ed this year, it was announced by 
Tom Brant, manager of the local 
employment office. At present 424 
men and 240 women are register- 
ed as unemployed and layoffs 
this week are expected to affect 
some 250 others at local plants 
close for stocktaking.

Board Suggests 
Changes 


“Ben les teeren |n Welfare Work 


EDMONTON, Dec. 31 (CP) — 
The one-hot potato of Alberta's 
child welfare program has been 
tossed in the laps of Provincial 
Government of Premier Man- 
ning. 

In a lengthy report, a three- 
man Royal Commission Thursday 
said there is no evidence of a 
“black market on babies” oper- 
ating in Alberta but there are 
some things about child welfare 
administration in the province 
which needed changing. 

The commission’s investigations 
were brought on by a report by 
Dr. Charlotte Whitton of Ottawa 
to the Alberta Chapter Imperial 
Order Daughters of the Empire. 

The Ottawa welfare expert said 
conditions in Alberta were highly 
favorable to the development of 
an “underground for hootlegging 
of babies out of Alberta.” Subse- 
quently, New Liberty magazine 
published an article based on the 
Whitton report but neither it nor 
Dr. Whitton’s report used the 
term black market. 


Urge Trained Workers 


The Royal Commission recom- 
mended that trained child wel- 
fare workers be stationed through 
the province’ and greater co-op- 
eration be brought about between 
the provincial government child 
welfare branch and private. insti- 
tutioss ctring for children. 

The report criticized condi- 
tions in several institutions, 
among them Edmonton's South 
Side detention Home. It also said 
objections to placement of Al- 
berta babies in the United States 
were “well-founded” and recom- 
mended the practise be discon- 
tinued, 

The Commissioners—Chief Jus- 
tice W. R. Howson of the Alberta 
Supreme Court, Chief Justice J. 
W. McDonald of Calgary District 
Court and Judge E. B, Feir of 
Lethbridge, Alta—had this to 
say about the Whitton report: 

“Not a shred of evidence was 
brought in to indicate that any 
Alberta child had been involved 
in a ‘black market’ in babies, nor 
that the Minister of Public Wel- 
fare (Dr. W. W. Cross) or any 
of his officials had any informa- 
tion to that effect. 

“It is felt that if the language 
of the (IODE) report had been 
used more scrupulously towards 
the avoidance of over-statement 

. the matters complained of 
could have been more easily 
dealt with . a

Stores Get Big 
Exchange Trade 


The week after Christmas sees 
an aftermath of the pre-Christmas 
jams in the exchange of gifts. 
Busiest sections of the stores are 
the exchange counters, where a 
flow of all types of goods go back 
whence they came to be traded 
for similar items or different ar- 
ticles altogether or for cash. 

Most of the exchanges are sim- 
ply matters of size or style or 
color—and are accepted with un- 
derstanding by the stores. After 
all, even husbands have an ig- 
norance of what sizes their wives 
wear. Mere males are no match 
for the mysterious welter of gar- 
ments which clothe the modern 
female. 

Just about everything which 
can be sold from the counters and 
shelves of Peterborough’s stores 
have been returned at one time. 
Experieneed department store of- 
ficials recall exchanges on fur 
coats, refrigerators, furniture 
suites, stoves, One lucky girl 
even returned a beautiful dia- 
mond ring some years ago—for 
cash, wisely. 

Apparently nothing is unex- 
changeable. Several stores here 
record that boxes of candy have 
been returned, The recipients 
didn’t eat candy, they explained. 

Duplication of gifts is another 
big reason for return of Christ- 
mas gifts. Naturally, this does not 
apply to such staples as ties, 
shirts, socks, other basic garments 
and items. y 

The big stores here are content 
that one trend of modern years 
has had a lot to do with cutting 
exchanges. That is personalized 
buying service. One manager ex- 
plained it like this: 

“A man comes in before Christ- 
mas to buy, let's say, a dressing 
gown for his wife. He doesn’t 
know the size. So the girl and 
he walk around the floor and he 


the same size. So, our clerk know? 
by experience just about the right 
size. That cuts out lots of ex- 
changes after the big rush.“ 
Many persons making ex- 
changes work out complicated 
systems to connect the gift they 
wish to return with the article 
they want in exchange. Weird 
mathematics frequently appear on | 
the exchange counters. For ex- 
ample, suppose the gift cost $6.60 
and the wanted article is $9.50. 
That’s clear enough—the gift re- | 
turned and a $2.90 payment. But | 
suppose the gift were cut to $5.40 
the day before Christmas; or sup- 
pose the new article had cost 
$10.50 the day before. Who shouid | 
get the advantage of the changing | 
prices?

Four men trapped in a cellar 
machine shop by smoke and 
flames managed their escape 
through a cellar window .follow- 
ing the shouted warning of a 
woman that the building was on 
fire.

The second storey, where the 
fire is believed to have started, 
was used mainly for storage by a 
sheet metal company. Only the 
basement of the building escaped 
being gutted by fire. 

For a time the flames threaten- 
ed other buildings in the busy 
Richmond Street west area, but 
fire department hoses poured 


water into the building to get the 


fire under control. 


Aim At Founding 
Centre For Aged 


EDMONTON, Dec. 31 — (CP). 
—Substantial aid from a number 
of civic groups for establishment 
of a recreation centre for elderly 
persons is foreseen as a result 
of a meeting of representatives 
from about 15 womn’s organiza- 
tions. 

Miss Hazeldine Bishop of the 
Council of Social Agencies nam- 
ed three groups that might be 
interested in such an idea. 

They were old-age pensioners, 
of whom there are 1,500 in Ed- 
monton, with an income of less 
than $500 a year; the 60-70 age 
group, active but living on small 
allowances; and the non.pen- 
sioned older persons who receive 
civic relief, 

Miss Bishop urged that the 
club be formed in an area access- 
ible to the majority of these per- 
sons and added that ‘if only 10 
per cent of them took an active 
interest, the project would be 
worth while.”

City’s Heaviest Snowfall 
Lasted Six Days In 1870

at the lack of snow so far this 


winter but a look into the past, 
will show that the Reaviest snow- 
falls have followed mild weather 
such as that prevailing in Decem- 
ber. 

Weather reports of the last 100 
winters reveal that the heaviest 
fall of snow in the Peterborough 
area was approximately five feet. 
This was in 1870. Snow started to 


tall on March 13 and ended on 


the cfternoon of March 19. Before 
this big snow had started there 
was a foot of snow from previous 
storms. For three days people 
tried in vain to keep their walks 
clear, On the 16th the storm mod- 


erated but as night approached it 


began to snow worse than ever. 
The day of the Irish was celebrat- 
ed at home before warm fire» 
places rather than at parties 
which were usually held to cele- 
brate the patron saint's day. 
Eventually the situation be- 
came serious. Children had to 
be brought home from school. 
Funerals were postponed. The 
only communication with the out- 
er world was by telegraph. On 
the afternoon of the 19th the 
snow stopped falling. Immediate- 
ly teams of oxen were hitched to 
ploughs to clear George street. 
This effort was a failure for the

For nearly two weeks the only 
employment available was dig- 
ging snow. 

Nearly 18 years later to the day, 
on March 14, 1888, Peterborough’ 
was snow-bound for four days. In 
those days it took nearly a week 
to remove the snow to get traffic 
moving smoothly again. Shovel- 
ling was the only method used. 

Biting north winds accompan- 
ied a heavy fall of snow in Febe 
ruary 96 to isolate Peterborough. 
Everything was at a standstill for 
a week. 

Ever since that storm Peter- 
borough has been lucky. Perhaps 
the city is better equipped to fight 
this white fluffy substance, but 
old-timers believe that winters 
are becoming mi and milder.

At that time 18 inches 
of snow fell, The temperatube 
dropped from 36 degrees above to 
one above in two or three hours 
on Friday afternoon.

The uve of electricity in Canada 
has doubled every 10 years since 
1919 when records first became 
available. Although this trend 
may not be maintai ed indefinite- 
ly, it is reasonable to expect that 
it will continue for at least the 
next decade. This increasing de- 
mand must be met by a parallel 
development of power production 
facilities. 


Utilities from coast to coast are 
undertaking large scale expan- 
sion programs that are greater by 
far than at any time in our his- 
tory. Even these seem to be in- 
adequate to both satisfy the pres- 
ent power shortages in many 
areas and meet the increasing 
demands of the future as indi- 

ted by the long-term trend. 

ectricity and Nation’s Progress 

As a nation we enjoy a stand- 
ard of living among the highest 
in the world—and one of the chief 
reasons has been the availability 
of low cost electric power. 

In 1900, Canada was predomi- 
nantly agricultural and electric 
energy was just beginning to 
exert its influence on the devel- 
opment of large-scale industry. At 
that time we had a total water- 
power installation of about 173,- 
000 hp. By 1910 this had increased 
to 977,006 hp; by 1920 to 2,515,- 
000; by 1930 to 6,125,000; by 1940 
to 8,584,000; and by 1947 to 10,- 
490,000 hp. In 1948 over 400,000 
horsepower was added; a similar 
amount is planned for 1949, and 
still more in subsequent years. 

Today, largely as a result of this 
expansion, we are one of the chief 
industrial nations of the world, 
making perhaps the greatest per- 
capita use of electricity. 

The use of electric power has 
thus become at the same time a 
principal cause and an accurate 
index of the nation’s progress. 
Canadians have come to assume 
that it will be provided in sufi- 
cient quantity to play a vital part 
in the country’s normal growth 
and expansion, 

Power Planning 

A study of the past can be of 
considerable help in the vital task 
of long-range planning our power 
developments for the future. 

A close examination reveals, 
that although the expansion of our 
electric facilities in the past has 
been considerable, the rate of in- 
crease has not been steadily main- 
tained. Befween 1935 and 1940, 
the rate of increase in installed 
horsepower fell off considerably 
before rising thereafter at a rate 
even higher than before 1935. 
During the war, by careful hus- 
banding, this developed power 
proved adequate for the enormous 
wartime expansion that took 
place in all parts of the nation’s 
industrial life. In the post-war 
years it has proved inadequate in 
some parts of the country to sup- 
port the even greater peace-time

The time is sure to come, in our 
heavily industrialized areas espec- 
ially, when sources of electric 
power, other than hydraulic, will 
be required not only for peak 
periods but for base loads as well. 
Large  steam-electric stations, 
though they usually produce pow- 
er at higher cost, must sooner or 
later be employed to supplement 
the production of water-power 
stations, even when the full pot- 
ential of such great systems as the 
St. Lawrence River have been ful- 
ly developed. 

The twin conclusions that the 
rate of our power expansion must 
be consistently maintained and 
that the type of power expansion 
must be diversified seem, there- 
fore, to be basic.to our plans. for 
the future. 

Electrical manufacturers have 


equipment required in 1949, as 
well as that ordered for installa- 
tion 1 1n950, 1931 and subsequent 
years. 

The gross value of poduction 
of the electrical manufacturing 
industry in Canada for 1948 is 
estimated to be about $400 million 
which is nearly 10 per cent great- 
er than 1847 and well over four 
times the production in 1989. Pre- 
sent indications are that this high 
level of activity will be continued 
through 1949, 

Both in value of product and in 
providing employment, the elec- 
trical apparat.is and supplies in- 
dustry, with close to 300 plants 
employing nearly 53,00 people, is 
one of the foremost manufactur- 
ing industries in Canada. 

The Home and Farm. 


Although electrical manufac- 
turers last year had a record pro- 
duction of appliances, the demand 
for these still continue strong. 
This demand was created by the 
construction in 1942 of some 80,- 
000 new housing units, practically 
all electrified, as well as the addi- 
tion of electric labour-saving de- 
vices to existing homes. During 
the past 20 Years the number of 
electrified homes has doubled — 
and now total over two million. 

The low cost of electricity, one 

f the few commodities that costs 
ess generally than ten years ago, 
has been an important factor in 
increased domestic use. The result 
has been that the average annual 
consumption of power in Can- 
ada’s electrified homes—1700 kil- 
owatt hours— is one of the high- 
est in the world. And in some 
communities, the domestic con- 
sumption is over three times as 
great as our national average—an 
indication of the possibilities of 
still greater utilization. 

In spite of the increase in the 
household use of electricity, over 
75 per cent of Canada’s wired 
homes are without electric ranges, 
67 per cent do not have electric 
refrigerators and 38 per cent do 
not use electric washers. 

Today there are approximately 
150,000 electrified farms, and 
utilities in every province have 
plans afoot to extend power lines 
into still more rural areas to bring 
the farmer the labor-saving and 
convenience of electric power. It 
is anticipated that during the next 
few years many additional farms 
will be connected to power lines. 
Electricity In Industry 


Canadian industry is not only 
81 per cent. electrified, but it 
consumer over 80 per cent. of all 
power generated in Canada. 

Modernization and expansion 
programs are under way in min- 
ing and in the pulp and paper, 
steel, textile and other manufac- 
turing industries. One of the im- 
portant trends seems to be the 
increase in base metal mining and 
refining. Plans are well advanced 
for increased lead, nickel and tit- 
anium-iron production. The new 
Quebec-Labrador iron mining 
project is only one of the current 
activities that will require both 
electric power and equipment in 
substantial volume. 

Research z 


Canada’s first synchrotron, a 
type of atom smasher, will be 
installed at Queen's University 
early in 1949. This 70-million- 
elecfron-volt synchrotron—one of 
the newest types of particle gecel- 
erators—will be used for funda- 
mental research at the university. 

Nuclear research now under 
way is dveloping a new source of 
power for industrial use that will 
supplement our resources of wat- 
er-power, coal and oil. Nuclear 
fission shows considerable prom- 
ise as a source of heat for the 
production of steam or gas to feed 
turbines which, in turn, will drive 
conventional electric generators, 
An experimental nuclear power 
plant is now being built in the 
United States and there is every 
expectation that it will produce 
useful amounts of electric energy 
within three years. There seems 
to be no indication, however, that 
nuclear energy will make obso- 
lete generating stations now -in 
operation or projected. 

Since Canada is one of the 
world’s largest producers of uran- 
ium—the basic radio-active min- 
eral—we are in an especially for- 
tunate position to adapt this new- 
est of man’s discoveries to the
